The  Increase  of  3s.  9d.  per  proof  gal.  in  the  spirit-duty  is  the 
topic  of  the  week.  It  seriously  affects  tho  chemical,  drug, 
and  allied  trades  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

We  Have  Written  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  about 
the  matter,  and  the  text  of  the  letter  will  bo  found  on 
p.  713. 

We  Also  Communicated  with  manufacturers  of  spirituous 
medicinal  preparations,  soluble  essences  for  aerated 
beverages,  and  perfumes.  Out  of  nearly  a  hundred  all  but 
three  or  four  considered  that  action  should  be  taken. 

Accordingly  a  meeting  was  called  at  the  offices  of  tho 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Wednesday  afternoon, 
when  about  fifty  representative  men  from  town  and  country 
attended,  and  Mr.  T.  Tyrer  presided. 

After  a  Statement  by  the  Editor  of  the  0.  JJ.  there  was 
a  long  discussion,  among  the  speakers  being  Messrs.  Walter 
Hills,  A.  Bonko.  II.  Gadd,  Charts  Umney,  Retrinald  Howell, 
E.  V.  Barrett,  C.  A.  Hill,  H.  E.  Stevenson,  J.  E.  Saul,  A.  E. 
Webb,  Hermann  Woolley;  W.  Johnston,  and  J.  Duckworth. 
It  was  decided  that  in  view  of  the  difficulty  of  providing  a 
scheme  of  differentiation  equally  workable  on  the  retail  and 
wholesale  scales,  the  Chancellor  should  not  be  approached. 
The  meeting  is  fully  reported  on  p.  704  et  seq. 

The  Prices  of  perfumes  and  alcoholic  toilet-preparations 
have  been  advanced  10  per  cent,  by  the  manufacturers,  and 
wholesale  prices  of  tinctures  by  bd.  to  Is.  per  lb.,  with  other 
spirituous  medicines  proportionately.  See  p.  709  and  the 
Trade  Report  (p.  728). 

Retailers  will  be  the  heaviest  sufferers,  although  they  are 
advancing  the  prices  of  tinctures  by  £d.  to  2d.  per  oz.  in 
certain  districts.  Some  notes  are  given  on  p.  710.  We  would 
be  glad  to  hear  from  chemists  in  other  districts  what  they 
are  doing. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday  afternoon,  Mr. 
Lonsdale  asked  whether  the  attention  of  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  had  been  called  to  the  fact  that  one  effect 
of  the  proposed  increase  of  3s.  9rZ.  per  gal.  in  the  duty  on 
proof  spirit  will  be  an  advance  in  the  price  of  many  medi- 
cines, and  whether  he  would  consider  the  advisability  of 
granting  a  special  rebate  on  spirits  used  in  the  manufacture 
of  medicine.  Mr.  Lloyd  George  replied  that  he  was  giving 
the  matter  careful  consideration.  [This  is  the  cue  for 
chemists.]

The  Results  of  the  last  examination  for  apothecaries' 
assistants  are  reported  on  p.  698. 

Reports  of  Association  meetings  during  the  past  week  are 
printed  in  the  Coloured  Supplement. 

The  Royal  Academy  contains  a  number  of  pictures  which 
are  of  special  interest  to  pharmacists  (p.  734). 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington  has  declined  an  application  for 
the  registration  of  "  Californian  fig  syrup  "  as  a  trade-mark 
(p.  722). 

Some  light  is  thrown  on  the  working  of  the  camphor- 
monopoly  in  Formosa,  which  shows  that  considerable  dissatis- 
faction exists  among  the  refiners  (p.  713). 

Camphorated  Oil  made  with  synthetic  camphor  has  been 
the  subject,  of  a  summons  under  the  S.F.  and  D.  Acts,  which 
was  dismissed  on  a  question  of  warranty  (p.  723). 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council-meeting  on  Wednesday  was 
lengthy,  the  more  unusual  topics  being  the  increased  spirit- 
duty  (which  was  referred  for  treatment  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones) 
and  poison-licences.  Mr.  Sydney  Smith  has  gained  the 
Pereira  Medal.  The  annual  report  was  approved  (pp.  717 
to  721). 

The  Chief  Interest  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets  has 
centred  in  the  advance  in  the  spirit  duty.  Shellac  is  much 
lower.  Lead  nitrate  and  guinea  grains  are  dearer.  Cream 
of  tartar  and  ammonia  sulphate  are  easier.  The  feature  of  the 
drug  auctions  was  the  excellent  demand  for  sarsaparilla 
(p.  728).

Brevities. 

Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Camden  Town,  London, 
N.W.,  have  put  the  principle  of  the  Daylight  Saving 
Bill  into  operation  by  commencing  at  7.30  a.m.  instead  of 
8.30  a.m.,  during  the  summer  months,  and  leaving  off  an 
hour  earlier  in  the  evening. 

The  members  of  the  Bournemouth  Town  Council  have 
decided  to  present  a  silver  cradle  to  the  Mayoress  (Mrs. 
G.  E.  Walker  Bridge),  in  celebration  of  the  birth  of  a 
daughter  during  the  mayoralty  of  her  father-in-law,  Coun- 
cillor G.  E.  Bridge,  pharmacist. 

The  premises  of  Alderman  W.  Gowen  Cross,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist,  Mardol,  Shrewsbury,  were  in  danger  of 
destruction  by  fire  on  April  25  when,  in  the  early  morning, 
a  timely  discovery  of  the  outbreak  of  fire  among  some 
boxes  in  the  cellar  prevented  a  serious  conflagration. 

At  Cambridge  on  May  2,  while  Mr.  Charles  P.  Trus- 
cott,  an  assistant  at  the  Petty  Cury  establishment  of 
Boots,  Ltd.,  was  taking  riding  exercise  with  some  fellow- 
troopers  in  the  Loyal  Suffolk  Hussars  his  horse  bolted  and 
threw  him.  Mr.  Truscott  died  during  the  day  from  con- 
cussion of  the  brain. 

The  Royal  College  of  Physicians  has  now  passed  a 
by-law  admitting  women  to  the  examination  for  qualifica- 
tion under  the  Medical  Act,  1876,  but  women  will  not  be 
eligible  for  election  as  Fellows  of  the  College,  nor  entitled 
to  take  any  part  in  the  government,  management,  or  pro- 
ceedings of  the  College. 

A  fire  in  the  chemistry-department  of  the  Central 
Technical  College,  Exhibition  Road,  London,  S.W.,  on 
Monday,  was  practically  confined  to  the  roof,  of  which 
about  a  hundred  feet  was  destroyed.  Much  damage 
was  also  done  by  smoke  and  water.  Overheating  of  the 
stove-pipes  is  supposed  to  have  started  the  outbreak. 

Mr.  P.  A.  W.  Self,  Ph.C,  B.Sc,  has  written  to  the 
"  Daily  Express  "  about  women  in  pharmacy,  stating  that 
"  it  seems  clear  that  woman  is  in  serious  danger  of  changing 
her  motto  from  '  co-operation  '  to  '  competition  '  with  man, 
and.  since  this  attitude  constitutes  an  alarming  menace 
to  the  whole  structure  of  modern  society,  it  follows  that 
any  such  help  to  women  workers  as  that  which  the  '  Express  ' 
is  offering  cannot  tend  to  the  general  good." 

At  Hertford  on  April  30,  Charles  Douglas  was  com- 
mitted for  trial  on  a  charge  of  obtaining  money  with  intent 
to  defraud  (('.  it'  I).,  May  1,  p.  666).  Further  charges  of 
a  similar  nature  were  preferred  against  the  prisoner, 
including  one  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Ecclestone,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Bishop's  Stortford,  who  also  paid  25s.  deposit  in 
October  last  for  an  advertisement  in  the  "  St.  James's 
Review  "  and  100  copies  of  the  publication.  Accused 
stated  that  the  publication  was  a  buna-fide  one.  He  was 
allowed  out  on  bail. 

At  Grimsby  on  April  28,  Ed.  James  Maltby  (26), 
steward,  went  to  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Moore, 
chemist  and  druggist,  24  Freeman  Street,  and  purchased 
half  an  ounce  of  laudanum.  Before  the  assistant 
could  prevent  him  he  swallowed  the  contents  of  the  phial 
and  left  hurriedly,  with  the  assistant  at  his  heels. 
Maltby  went  straight  to  a  police-constable,  and  on  the 
assistant  coming  up,  the  officer  haled  Maltby  back  to  the 
pharmacy,  where  an  emetic  was  administered.  The  man 
was  then  removed  to  the  police-station,  where  he  re- 
covered, and  subsequently  appeared  on  a  charge  of  at- 
tempting to  commit  suicide.

Royal  Institution. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Royal  In- 
stitution was  held  on  May  1,  Sir  James  Crichton-Browne 
(Treasurer  and  Vice-President)  in  the  chair.  The  annual 
report  oi  the  Committee  of  Visitors  for  the  year  1908, 
testifying  to  the  continued  prosperity  and  efficient 
management  of  the  Institution,  was  read  and  adopted,  and 
the  report  on  the  Davy  Faraday  Research  Laboratory 
was  also  read.  Forty-eight  new  members  were  elected 
during  the  year.  Sixty-three  lectures  and  nineteen  even- 
ing discourses  were  delivered  in  1908.  Over  936 
volumes  were  added  to  the  library  in  the  year.  The 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  Sir  James  Crichton-Browne, 
and  Sir  William  Crookes  were  re-elected  President, 
Treasurer,  and  Secretary  respectively.

Contracts. 

London  County  Council. — Townson  and  Mercer  for  the 
annual  supply  of  chemical  apparatus. 

Blaby  Urban  Council. — Mr.  G.  W.  Smith,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Endcrby,  for  the  supply  of  drugs. 

Dudley  Town  Council. — R.  K.  Laking  &  Co.,  Man- 
chester, for  the  supply  of  disinfectant-fluid  at  2s.  9(7.  per 
gal.,  disinfectant-powder  at  37.  15s.  per  ton,  and  disin- 
fectant-soap at  11.  2s.  6(7.  per  cwt. 

Guildford. — The  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  after  consideration  of  a  letter  from 
the  Guildford  Chamber  of  Trade  with  reference  to  the 
supply  of  drugs  [C.  it-  D.,  April  17,  p.  603),  recommended 
the  Board  not  to  alter  the  present  arrangements.  Dr. 
Niall,  in  moving  that  the  Board  adopt  the  report,  said 
that  some  members  of  the  committee  thought  the  old 
arrangement  of  obtaining  drugs  locally  was  possibly  not 
the  best  one.  They  instructed  the  medical  officer  to 
obtain  price-lists  from  wholesale  firms  in  London,  and 
that  of  Messrs.  Bell  &  Co.  was  chosen.  Their  price-list 
compared  very  favourably  with  those  of  other  London 
houses,  and  in  addition  there  was  a  12£  per  cent,  deduction. 
Dr.  Pierce,  the  medical  officer,  in  explaining  the  present 
arrangement,  said  about  one  order  was  sent  to  the 
London  firm  every  quarter,  and  anything  wanted  mean- 
while was  obtained  from  two  local  chemists  alternately. 
The  yearly  amount  spent  in  drugs  came  to  about  407.  or 
507.,  of  which  half  at  least  was  for  antitoxin.  He  had 
compared  some  of  the  prices  of  the  firms  who  allowed  a 
large  discount,  and  they  were  much  higher  than  those  the 
Board  were  paying.  The  committee's  recommendation 
was  adopted. 

Wine  and  Spirit  Licences. 
Confirmation  of  the  medieated-wine  licences  granted  to 
Mr.  J.  R.  Parker,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  Mr.  Dennis 
V.  Scott,  was  refused  at  the  York  general  licensing  ses- 
sions on  April  30,  after  a  private  deliberation. 

The  Middlesex  Confirmation  Committee  had  before  them 
on  April  30  the  off  wine-and-spirit  licence  of  Mr.  H.  E. 
Clement,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  5  King's  Parade, 
Hampton.  Mr.  Clement's  premises  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  road,  at  which  he  conducted  a  wine-and-spirit  business, 
had  been  acquired  by  the  tramway  company.  The  chairman 
said  they  would  confirm  the  licence  if  Mr.  Clement  was 
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prepared  to  divide  the  premises  so  that  there  should  be  no 
connection  with  the  chemist's  portion,  and  the  confirmation 
would  be  adjourned  to  give  him  an  opportunity  to  consider 
the  suggestion. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Deptford  public  analyst  reports  that  one  sample  of 
arrowroot  and  two  samples  of  olive  oil  were  examined 
during  the  last  quarter,  and  proved  to  be  genuine. 

The  Lancashire  county  analyst  states  in  his  quarterly 
report  that  all  the  following  samples  were  found  on  ex- 
amination to  be  genuine  :  Pepper  (36),  vinegar  (9),  mustard 
(5),  arrowroot  (1),  magnesia  (1). 

The  Bethnal  Green  analyst  reports  that  the  following 
samples  examined  during  last  quarter  were  all  genuine  : 
Mustard  (3),  vinegar  (1),  salad  oil  (1),  soda-water  (1), 
camphorated  oil  (4),  rhubarb  (4),  and  iron  pills  (1). 

The  Hertfordshire  county  analyst  (Mr.  A.  E.  Ekins, 
Ph.C,  F.I.C.)  reports  that  all  the  drug  samples  examined 
during  the  last  quarter  were  genuine.  The  samples  were 
as  follows  :  Camphorated  oil  (5),  lime-water  (4),  Gregory 
powder  (3),  and  one  each  of  ginger-wine,  compound 
liquorice  powder,  glycerin,  and  pepper. 

In  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire  the  following  samples 
were  taken  during  the  past  quarter  :  Camphorated  oil  (16), 
beeswax  (11),  honey  (3),  and  milk  of  sulphur  (1).  Three 
of  the  camphorated-oil  samples  were  from  19.1  to  50  per 
cent,  deficient  in  camphor.  One  of  the  vendors  was  pro- 
ceeded against  and  fined  9.s.  6c?.  Paraffin  wax  to  the  extent 
of  20  and  23  per  cent,  was  found  in  two  of  the  beeswax 
samples.  A  prosecution  against  one  of  the  offenders 
resulted  in  a  fine  of  9s.  6d. 

Birmingham  Notes. 

Messrs.  Hedges  have  a  beautifully  arranged  stall  at  the 
Bingley  Hall  Exhibition  devoted  to  perfumes,  toilet- 
requisites,  soaps,  and  the  like. 

Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain  reports  that  100  medical  men 
are  associated  with  the  new  provident  dispensary,  which 
is  intended  to  decentralise  medical  relief. 

Mr.  Wilfred  F.  Southall,  Ph.C,  presided  at  a  large 
gathering  of  young  temperance  folk  at  the  Town  Hall  on 
Monday,  and  Mrs.  Southall  distributed  the  prizes. 

Messrs.  Needhams  have  in  their  New  Street  shop  a 
striking  statue  of  a  diver,  all  the  parts  except  the  helmet 
being  made  up  of  sponge  of  various  texture,  quality,  and 
colour. 

With  the  object  of  creating  enthusiasm  among  photo- 
graphers, Dr.  Hall  Edwards  has  suggested  a  medal  and 
certificate  for  proficiency  in  scientific  and  applied  photo- 
graphy.   The  scheme  is  being  favourably  received. 

"  Pharmacist,"  in  the  "  Birmingham  Mail,"  directs 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  poor  man's  medicines  will  be 
dearer  because  of  the  increased  duty  of  3s.  9c?.  per  gal.  on 
spirit,  which  means  10  per  cent,  increase  or  more  in  the 
cost  of  manufacture  of  tinctures.  "  Hospitals  and  dis- 
pensaries will  also  feel  the  burden." 

The  Hairdressers'  Plaint. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Darwen  Master  Hairdressers'  Asso- 
ciation on  April  29,  it  was  stated  that  the  Northern  Counties 
Hairdressers'  Federation  had  been  called  upon  to  deal  with 
various  claims  against  their  members  for  alleged  "  foul 
shave."  The  Federation  had  accordingly  formulated  a 
sanitation  code,  and  were  having  a  powerful  antiseptic  pre- 
pared by  a  firm  of  chemists  for  use  among  the  members.  A 
Darwen  hairdresser  then  strongly  complained  that  it  was 
the  practice  of  many  chemists,  not  necessarily  in  Darwen, 
to  advise  people  who  consulted  them  concerning  face- 
eruptions  that  they  had  contracted  them  in  "the  barber's 
shop."  The  hairdresser  was  thereby  placed  in  an  entirely 
false  position,  inasmuch  as  the  eruption  might  be  due  to  a 
variety  of  causes.  The  general  feeling  of  the  meeting  was 
that  the  statement  was  not  made  with  any  intention  to  do 
harm,  but  rather  from  want  of  thought.  It  was  decided  to 
communicate  with  the  North-East  Lancashire  Chemists' 
Association,  asking  the  members  not  to  blame  the  hair- 
dressers for  any  skin-affection  which  might  come  under 
their  notice,  without  tangible  evidence  that  such  was  the 
cause,  in  view  of  the  serious  position  in  which  it  might  place 


the  hairdresser.  One  member  said  in  an  instance  which 
had  come  under  his  notice  a  man  who  thought  he  had 
contracted  the  "barber's  rash"  confided  his  fears  to  a 
Darwen  chemist,  who  promptly  told  him  he  was  mistaken. 
The  real  cause  was  found  to  be  the  lead-glazing  on  the  com- 
plainant's collars. 

Alleged  Attempted  Murder. 
The  Penarth  Magistrates  on  May  5  committed  Edgar 
Harvey  to  the  Assizes  on  a  charge  of  attempted  murder. 
While  a  six-year-old  child,  named  Maud  Arnold,  was 
gathering  flowers  in  a  field  at  Llandough  on  April  17, 
prisoner  gave  her  a  drink  from  a  bottle  of  some 
fluid.  The  child  immediately  became  ill,  and  on  medical 
examination  was  stated  to  be  suffering  from  belladonna- 
poisoning.  Search  resulted  in  the  capture  of  Harvey  while 
on  his  way  to  Cardiff.  He  afterwards  drank  some  of  the 
contents  of  the  bottle,  which  was  then  taken  from  him.  On 
analysis  by  the  county  analyst  (Mr.  C.  A.  Seyler)  the  re- 
mainder of  the  contents  (0.3  oz.)  proved  to  be  liniment 
of  belladonna.  Mr.  Seyler's  examination  of  the  girl's 
vomit  did  not  disclose  the  presence  of  belladonna.

The  Increased  Spirit  Duty. 
Mr.  Richard  Blair,  M.P.C.S.I.,  writing  to  the  "  Cork 
Examiner  "  about  the  increased  spirit-duty  and  its  effect 
on  medicines,  etc.,  suggests  that  a  clause  should  be  inserted 
in  the  Act  exempting  spirit  used  for  purely  medicinal 
purposes. 

The  Belfast  wholesale  druggists,  in  common  with  others 
throughout  the  Kingdom,  are  readjusting  the  prices  of 
spirituous  medicines,  on  account  of  the  proposed  increase 
in  the  spirit  duty  of  3s.  9c?.  per  proof  gallon.  The 
following  are  examples  of  the  increases  :  Sp.  vini  rect., 
7s  gal.  ;  alcohol  abs.,  10c?.  lb.  ;  chloroform,  10c?.  lb.  ; 
aether,  Is.  8c?.  lb ;  chloral  hydras,  6d.  lb.  ;  decoctions, 
4c?.  lb.  ;  infusions,  2d.  lb.  ;  sp.  aether  nit.,  10c?.  lb.  ;  recti- 
fied tinctures,  10c?.  lb.  ;  sp.  amnion,  arom.,  8c?.  lb. 

Window-smash. 

At  Lisburn  on  April  30,  a  woman  named  Daly  was 
arrested  on  a  charge  of  breaking  a  plate-glass  window, 
value  7?.,  on  the  premises  of  Messrs.  Alexander  Boyd

the  conduct  of  Roberts  the  sum  of  500?.  was  lost.

menced. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Police  Committee  on 
April  29,  the  chief  officer  of  the  fire-brigade  reported  with 
reference  to  the  fire  at  Messrs.  Wm.  Dobbin  &  Co.'s,  whole- 
sale druggists,  North  Street  (C.  <0  D.,  May  1,  p.  666).  Coun- 
cillor Irvine  stated  that  he  had  been  requested  by  the  firm 
to  express  to  the  committee  their  appreciation  of  the 
valuable  services  of  the  brigade  on  the  occasion  in  question. 
Compounder's  Salary. 

Mr.  Joseph  Ritchie,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  The  Dis- 
pensary, Bumford  Street,  Belfast,  referring  to  the  note 
in  the  C.  At  D. ,  May  1,  p.  667,  states  that  the  L.G.B.  have 
sanctioned  a  rise  in  his  salary  of  101.  per  annum.  He  has 
already  received  the  first  instalment  of  the  10?.  rise. 
Guardians  and  Drug-contracts. 

The  Wexford  Guardians  considered  the  matter  of  the 
contract  for  surgical  appliances  which  Mr.  White  declines 
to  accept.  The  Guardians  adjourned  its  consideration  till 
the  next  meeting. 

The  Abbeyleix  Guardians  have  decided  to  advertise 
again  for  tenders  for  surgical  appliances,  as  Mr.  White, 
Sligo,  states  that  he  is  unable  to  enter  into  the  contract 
awarded  him  by  the  Guardians. 

The  Tuam  Guardians  are  taking  steps  to  compel  Mr. 
P.  N.  White,  Sligo,  to  carry  out  his  contract.  Mr.  White 
sent  the  Guardians  a  letter  from  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  which  the  L.G.B.  state  they  have  "grave  doubts 
as  to  whether  Boards  of  Guardians  throughout  the  country 
should  be  permitted  to  enter  into  contracts  "  with  him. 

An  interesting  point  was  raised  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Belfast  Board  of  Guardians  on  May  4  by  Mr.  D.  W. 
Elliott,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Chairman  of  the  In- 
firmary Committee.  He  said  that  the  extra  cost  of  duty 
on  the  drugs  supplied  that  day  would  be  between  5/.  and 
61.,  owing  to  the  additional  tax  of  3-\  9(7.  per  gallon  in 
the  Budget  on  proof  spirits.  Mr.  Savage  said  that  the 
contractors  were  well  able  to  look  after  themselves.  The 
Clerk  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  Guardians  would 
have  to  pay  the  extra  duty,  but  said  he  is  taking  legal 
opinion  on  the  matter.

Abcrdocn  and  the  North. 

Monday  was  recognised  as  the  annual  spring  holiday, 
under  slightly  improved  climatic  conditions.  Most  phar- 
macists and  stores  closed  their  premises  during  the  after- 
noon, some  for  the  whole  day. 

The  Rev.  John  Marshall  Lang,  D.D.,  Principal  of  Aber- 
deen University,  died  on  Sunday  night,  May  2.  Principal 
Lang  opened  the  proceedings  of  the  B.P.C.  in  September 
last,  when  he  extended  a  cordial  welcome  on  behalf  of  the 
University  to  the  members  of  the  Conference  in  a  charac- 
teristic and  happy  speech. 

The  Budget  has  caused  quite  a  sensation  locally,  and 
among  chemists  the  general  question  is  :  Have  you  a  good 
stock  of  S.V.R.  ?  The  price  rose  at  once,  and  only  in  one 
instance  are  we  aware  of  a  firm  supplying  from  stock  to 
customers  only  and  in  limited  amount  at  the  old  price 
during  the  end  of  the  week.  So  far  there  is  no  intimation 
of  any  increase  in  retail  prices,  but  the  question  is  often 
asked  as  to  the  probability  of  a  rebate  on  spirit  used  in 
manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations. 

While  some  local  chemists  are  worrying  over  the  grant- 
ing of  licences  to  seedsmen,  etc.,  to  deal  in  agricultural 
poisons,  and  others  are  quite  indifferent,  it  is  refreshing 
to  see  an  attempt  being  made  to  capture  t lie  business  that 
flows  through  this  channel.  Mr.  Crossling,  chemist,  Jus- 
tice Street,  Aberdeen,  issues  a  price-list  circular,  styling 
himself  "  horticultural  chemist,"  quoting  leading  manu- 
facturers' preparations,  as  also  Crossling's  Special  Chry- 
santhemum Manure,  Crossling's  Kyl-Slug.  etc.,  a  good  list 
of  manures,  fertilisers,  weed  killers  and  insecticides;  rat- 


and  mice-poisons,  etc.  All  the  preparations  mentioned  arc 
priced  in  quantities  to  meet  the  demands  of  both  amateur 
and  professional  gardeners. 

Edinburgh. 

Some  waste  paper  caught  fire  on  May  4  in  the  back 
of  the  premises  of  Mr.  James  Anderson,  chemist  and 
Iruggist,  36  Home  Street.  An  early  appearance  of  the  fire- 
origade  damped  off  the  flames  before  much  damage  was 
lone. 

Strophanthus  Sarmentosus. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Edinburgh  on 
May  3,  Professor  Sir  T.  R.  Fraser  and  Dr.  Alister  P. 
.Mackenzie  (Carnegie  Research  Scholar)  communicated  a 
paper  on  "Strophanthus  sarmentosus:  Its  Pharmaco- 
logical Action  and  Use  as  an  Arrow-Poison."  They  stated 
that  this  species  is  found  over  a  large  part  of  West 
Africa— Gambia,  Senegambia,  Senegal,  and  especially  in 
X  lgeria.  Most  of  the  material  which  they  used  (the  flower 
and  fruit)  was  collected  by  doctors  of  the  Colonial  Medical 
Service,  who  had  had  brought  under  their  notice  the  pre- 
valence in  Nigeria  of  the  use  of  poisoned  arrows;  the 
main  ingredient  of  the  poison  is  Strophanthus  sarmentosus 
seed.  Sir  T.  R.  Fraser  exhibited  a  number  of  poisoned 
arrows  and  specimens  of  the  poison,  and  explained  how 
the  latter  is  made.  Strophanthus  sarmentosus  is  a  creeper, 
and  its  seeds  are  attractive-looking  and  very  small.  The 
action  on  the  heart  of  preparations  of  the  seed  was  studied 
and  compared  with  the  action  of  Strophanthus  hispidus, 
and  the  result  showed  that  the  contractions  of  the  heart 
are  modified  by  it  in  the  same  way.  It  may  therefore  be 
expected  that  Strophanthus  sarmentosus  may  also  become 
a  remedy  of  importance  and  value.

French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Codkx  Reagents. — In  view  of  the  approaching  legal  adop- 
tion of  the  1908  Codex  a  box  of  "  Codex  Reagents  "  is  on 
sale  at  30f.  by  a  well-known  wholesale  house.  It  contains 
forty-eight  (60-c.c.)  vials  of  the  reagents  specified  by  the 
new  work,  also  test-tubes,  funnels,  filtering-paper,  and 
other  requisites. 

The  Critic  Criticised. — M.  Hubac  thinks  that  certain 
severe  criticisms  made  by  Dr.  Martin  on  the  new  apprentice- 
ship proposals  are  open  to  comment.  He  admits  that  in 
these  new  regulations  the  existing  pharmacist  is  somewhat 
sacrificed,  but  he  is  sacrificed  for  the  sake  of  his  future 
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colleagues.  Had  the  reform  been  carried  out  ten  years 
ago  we  should  profit  by  it.  Transformation  (not  neces- 
sarily revolutionary,  but  steady  and  gradual)  must  come, 
and  each  member  of  the  profession  should  be  prepared  to 
some  extent  to  sink  his  individual  interests  and  think  of 
the  general  welfare  and  of  the  future  outlook. 

Une_  Affaire  Parisienne.—"  Gentlemen,"  commenced 
the  eminent  barrister  M.  Busson-Billault,  in  a  recent  claim 
for  damages,  "  an  Auvergnat  coachman,  driving  a  Norman 
gelding,  drawing  a  carriage  containing  a  Greek  plenipoten- 
tiary Minister,  ran  over  an  American  pharmacist  on 
August  26  last,  on  the  Boulevard  des  Capucines,  Paris.  The 
victim  was  immediately  attended  by  a  Wallachian  doctor. 
The  Auvergnat  driver  appears  before  you,  supported  by  the 
evidence  of  a  Belgian  banker.  You  see  at  once,  your  Wor- 
ship, that  this  is  a  truly  Parisian  affair."  The  Eighth 
Chamber  of  the  Paris  Criminal  Court  condemned  the 
prisoner  to  pay  the  pharmacist  800f .  (32/.)  damages,  besides 
fining  him  16f.  for  furious  driving. 

Drumming  for  Druggists.— The  druggists'  "  drummer  " 
from  across  the  herring-pond  is  far  from  being  an  unknown 
quantity  to  English  chemists,  but  the  man  I  saw  on  market 
day  at  Melun  was  of  another  and  more  liberal  kind.  I  was 
strolling  quietly  along  the  main  street  of  this  town— 
curiously  provincial,  yet  so  near  Paris— when  a  soul-stirring 
rub-a-dub-dub  from  around  the  corner  made  me  instinc- 
tively step  on  to  the  "  sidewalk  "  and  wait  to  see  the  soldiers 
go  by.  But  my  drummer  was  solitary ;  he  was,  in  fact,  the 
town  crier,  who  in  French  towns  and  villages  replaces  our 
English  provincial  bell-man  with  his  classic  Norman-French 
"O-yes."  Having  finished  his  military  flourish  he 
announced  in  stentorian  tones  :  "  The  G-r-a-and  Pharmacy 

X  !    The  best  and  least  expensive  of  the  region  '  If 

you  cough,  use  X's  lozenges.  Thir-r-r-ty-six  boxes  will  be 
pr-r-resented  to  the  fir-r-rst  thirty-six  customers."  Another 
formidable  rub-a-dub-dub  and  he  had  disappeared  round 
the  corner,  to  carry  his  announcement  to  the  inhabitants  of  a 
neighbouring  street. 

Exhibition  Commissions.— The  formation  in  England  of 
a  Royal  Commission  to  assist  the  Board  of  Trade  in  organis- 
ing British  exhibits  at  the  forthcoming  Brussels,  Rome, 
and  Turin  Exhibitions,  looks  like  taking  a  leaf  out  of  the 
French  book.  The  French  Committee  of  Foreign  Ex- 
hibitions (which  organised  the  French  section  of  the  Franco- 
British  Fair  last  year)  has  now  existed  for  many  years, 
and  the  services  it  has  rendered  in  securing  proper 
representation  of  French  arts  and  industries— especially  at 
the  Exhibitions  of  Liege  and  St.  Louis— is  generally 
admitted.  It  serves,  roughly,  as  a  useful  intermediary 
between  the  Government,  which  treats  an  exhibition  on  "a 
diplomatic  basis,  and  the  manufacturers,  who  are  more 
interested  in  commercial  details.  A  Government  official  is 
apt  to  assume  a  lofty  tone  with  commercial  exhibitors  who 
quarrel  overmuch  details  as  space  and  position  (which  are 
to  them  all-important) ;  while  commercial  exhibitors  can 
seldom  be  readily  induced  to  group  themselves  or  sacrifice 
individual  ambition  to  national  interests  without  some  firm 
but  tactful  guiding  authority.

The  Commonwealth. 

Phosphorus  Matches.— The  importation  of  matches 
containing  white  phosphorus  is  prohibited  after  June  1, 
1909;  and  the  Premier,  in  reply  to  a  deputation  of 
match-makers,  has  promised  to  introduce  a  Bill  prohibit- 
ing the  use  of  white  phosphorus  in  locally  made  matches. 

New  South  Wales. 

Mr.  A.  Forster,  Registrar  of  the  New  South  Wales 
Pharmacy  Board  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  is  seriously  indisposed,  and  has  been  ordered  to 


take  a  complete  rest  in  consequence  of  a  considerable 
amount  of  overwork.  It  is  proposed  to  recognise  in 
some  way  the  strenuous  work  which  Mr.  Forster  has  done 
for  the  Board  and  Society. 

Wages  Boards. — The  proceedings  in  regard  to  the 
Wages  Boards  have  been  declared  to  be  invalid  owing  to 
a  technical  defect,  and  in  the  Industrial  Court,  on  March 
21,  Judge  Heydon  dissolved  the  Grocers'  Board  and 
withdrew  his  recommendations  regarding  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Wages  Board  (C.  <&  D.,  May  1,  p.  669).  As  the 
invalidity  is  declared  only  on  a  technical  point,  it  is 
thought  that,  when  a  fresh  application  is  filed,  the 
Boards  will  be  re-constituted  as  previously  recommended. 
The  Shop  Assistants'  Union,  Chemists'  Assistants'  Sec- 
tion, were  to  meet  and  decide  whether  they  will  accept 
one  representative  on  the  Board  as  recommended  by  Judge 
Heydon.  It  is  thought  likely  that,  in  spite  of  the  views 
of  Mr.  Stuart-Roberston,  the  shop  assistants  will  incline 
to  this  position.  If  they  refuse  to  accept  one  member, 
it  is  possible  that  they  will  withdraw  completely  from 
the  Board  and  make  no  further  application.  The 
Council  of  the  Pharmacists'  Assistants'  Association 
met  on  March  25,  and  it  was  decided  that  no  ap- 
plication be  made  to  the  Court  until  after  the  meeting 
of  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union.  If  the  latter  body  de- 
cides to  file  a  new  application,  the  Pharmacists'  Assist- 
ants' Association  will  probably  co-operate  and  share  the 
costs. 


South  African  News.

Natal. 

Practical  Instruction  in  Pharmacy. — The  first  tech- 
nical classes  in  connection  with  the  Maritzburg  Business 
College  at  Pietermaritzburg  are  to  be  in  pharmacy,  with 
Mr.  W.  V.  Kelsey,  chemist  and  druggist,  as  lecturer.  At 
the  inauguration  of  the  classes  on  April  6,  Mr.  Sowersby  J. 
Mason,  the  Chairman  of  the  College  directors,  said  that 
lately  they  had  been  pressed  to  extend  their  work,  and  the 
most  pressing  need  seemed  to  be  that  which  the  class  now 
opened  was  intended  to  fill.  The  Government  were  show- 
ing their  sympathy  in  a  practical  way  by  assisting  in  the 
construction  of  the  laboratory.  This  portion  had  yet  to 
arrive,  but  in  the  meantime  apparatus  had  been  lent  by 
chemists  in  the  city.  Dr.  Hyslop,  President  of  the  Natal 
Medical  Council,  stated  that  candidates  who  wish  to  qualify 
as  chemists  and  druggists  under  existing  conditions  present 
themselves  for  examination  three  or  four  times  before  suc- 
ceeding in  their  object,  and  frequently,  in  consequence  of 
repeated  failures,  pass  on  to  other  vocations.  Mr.  C.  A. 
Fawcett,  Secretary  of  the  Natal  Pharmacy  Board,  expressed 
pleasure  at  the  definite  commencement  of  the  classes,  and 
added  that  out  of  ten  candidates  who  attempted  to  qualify 
last  year  only  two  passed,  while  this  year  none  of  the  candi- 
dates has  been  successful.  Mr.  F.  E.  Turner,  a  member  of 
the  Pharmacy  Board,  said  he  was  exceedingly  pleased  to  see 
the  b  eginning  of  systematic  work  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
examinations.  The  low  percentage  of  passes  was  entirely 
due  to  the  lack  of  systematic  training.  He  offered  a  prize 
for  competition  among  the  students.  Mr.  Kelsey  then  gave 
an  outline  of  the  proposed  course,  which  extends  over  a  year.

no  hesitating  judgment  but 
straight  out,  just  as  if  they  were 
incontestable  pronouncements. 
His  abundant  information 
usually  proved  his  ideas  to  be 
correct.  Mr.  Bateman  passed  the  Major  examination  in 
July  1868,  and  his  first  business-essay  was  in  Brondesbury. 
As  a  business-man  he  had  good  ability,  and  had  a  firm 
belief  that  the  man  who  strives  to  get  to  the  top  will  be 
successful,  and  he  was  equally  convinced  of  the  ultimate 
triumph  over  all  forms  of  commercial  competition  of  the 
personal  element  in  pharmacy.  His  business-life  confirmed 
his  views  and  showed  his  consistency.  Twenty  years  ago 
lie  moved  from  Brondesbury  to  Finchley  Road,  which  was 
just  then  opening  up,  and  founded  one  of  the  handsomest 
pharmacies  in  London,  a  door  or  two  away  from  a  well- 
known  store  competitor.  This,  at  the  time,  was  considered 
a  plucky  thing  to  do.  This  pharmacy  was  carried  on  from 
the  first  day  of  its  opening  with  no  attempt  at  competition 
in  prices,  but  with  the  personal  element  ever  to  the  fore, 
for  it  was  difficult  to  look  in  at  223  Finchley  Road  in 
ordinary  business  hours  and  not  find  Mr.  Bateman  there. 
This  policy  was  successful,  and  later  on  he  established 
another  handsome  pharmacy  at  Avenue  Parade,  about  a 
mile  higher  up  the  Finchley  Road.  Towards  the  end  of 
last  year  Mr.  Bateman  showed  signs  of  overwork,  and  a 
serious  nervous  breakdown  was  feared,  so  rest  was  peremp- 
torily ordered.  He  accepted  his  changed  condition  un- 
complainingly, and  did  all  he  could  to  comply  with  his 
medical  adviser's  orders  for  rest  and  change ;  but  the 
trouble  made  insidious  and  rapid  progress  towards 
the  end  of  his  illness,  and  ho  passed  peacefully  away 
at  the  house  of  a  friend  (an  old  assistant)  last  Sunday 
afternoon. 

Dimond. — At  Maryborough,  recently,  Miss  Louise 
Adelaide  Dimond,  daughter  of  Mr.  George  Dimond, 
pharmaceutical  chemist,  Maryborough.  Miss  Dimond. 
who  was  a  hospital  nurse,  died  from  typhoid  fever. 

Herington.— On  April  30,  Harriotte,  widow  of  the  late 
Joseph  Herington,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  of  Leigh  ton 
Buzzard,  aged  eighty-four. 

Jackson. — At  Dickson  Road,  North  Shore,  Blackpool, 
on  May  1,  Mr.  Joseph  Jackson,  chemist  and  druggist. 
He  was  in  business  before  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy 
Act.  1868.

Among 
the  large  gathering  which  attended  the  ceremony  were 
numerous  brother-Masons  and  representatives  of  the 
Sefton  Park  Bowling  Club,  to  which  club  Mr.  Moxon 
belonged. 

Partheil. — On  April  23,  at  Konigsberg,  Prussia,  Dr. 
Alfred  Partheil,  Professor  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry 
and  Director  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  of  the 
Konigsberg  University,  aged  forty-eight.  Dr.  Partheil 
began  his  career  as  an  apothecary,  took  his  degree  as 
doctor  at  Marburg  in  1892,  and  was  appointed  to  the  post 
he  filled  at  Konigsberg  in  1903. 

Wheeler. — At  Clifton,  on  April  28,  Mr.  Edwin  Wheeler, 
chemist  and  druggist,  for  more  than  forty  years  in  busi- 
ness at  31  Triangle,  Queen's  Road,  Clifton,  Bristol.  The 
funeral  took  place  on  May  3.

The  SpiriJ-duly. 

In  his  Budget  speech  on  April  29,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  dealt  with  the  experience  of  his  predecessors 
who  in  times  of  stress  advanced  the  duty  on  spirits  by  small 
sums  (6d    per  proof  gal),   one    result  of    which  was, 
apparently,  to  dimmish  the  consumption,  so  that  the  revenue 
was  not  the  better  for  the  increased  tax.    He  then  said  : 
It  does  not  follow     .  .  that  wo  have  reached  the  absolute 
limit  ot  the  profitable  taxation  of  spirits,  or  that  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  the  rates  of  duty  would  not,  in  spite 
ot  its  effects  upon  consumption,  produce  an  appreciable 
amount  of  revenue.    I  am  disposed,  at  any  rate,  to  trv 
the  experiment,  which,  even  if  it  ends— to  take  the  most 
pessimistic  view— in  no  larger  revenue  being  raised  from 
the  higher  rate  upon  a  diminished  consumption  than  by 
the  existing  rate  upon  the  present  consumption,  will  still 
in  my  view,  be  conducive  to  the  best  interests  of  the  nation 
(Hear,  hear.)    It  is  perfectly  true  that  the  small  duties 
imposed  up  to  the  present  have  not  produced  anything, 
and  the  reason  for  that  is  that  the  retailer  found,  probablv 
by  changes  in  the  character  of  the  whisky  or  other  means, 
that  he  was  able  to  get  his  money  in  another  way,  and  the 
consumption  decreased  by  a  considerable  amount.  There- 
fore it  is  idle  to  put  on  anything  except  a  fairly  heaw  tax 
I  propose,  therefore,  to  raise  the  present  duties  of  Customs 
and  Jixcise  by  3s.  9d.  a  gallon,  or  approximately  one-third 
—an  amount  which  will,  on  the  one  hand,  justify  an  increase 
in  retail  prices,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  assuming  such 
increase  to  be  at  the  rate  of  a  halfpenny  a  glass  upon  each 
glass  of  spirits  sold  over  the  counter  at  a  public-house, 
will  leave  an  ample  margin  for  the  publican  to  recoup 
himself  for  loss  of  profit  arising  from  decreased  consumption 
and  something  over  towards  mitigating  the  pressure  of  the 
new  licence-duties  scale.    I  do  not  expect  to  realise  a  very 
large  amount  from  increased  duty  during  the  present  finan- 
cial year.    This  year  there  are  exceptional  circumstances. 
In  the  first  place,  the  forestallments  are  remarkably  heavy. 
It  is  not  merely  foreotallment  up  to  the  end  of  the  financial 
year,  but  it  has  been  going  on  since,  so  that  the  wholesale 
dealers  have  m  hand  a  sufficient  stock  of  spirits  to  carrv 
them  on  comfortably  for  a  good  many  weeks  ahead.  There- 
fore, we  shall  not  get  much  from  this  source  for  some  weeks, 
probably  for  some  months.   That  will  make  a  very  consider- 
able hole  in  the  yield.    Not  only  that,  but.  I  have  not  the 
faintest  doubt  that  the  increased  duty  will  have  the  effect 
of  decreasing  the  consumption.    It  may  drive  a  good  manv 
from  spirits  to  try  beer,  and  other  expedients  of  that  sort. 
(Laughter.)    It  will  involvo  an  appreciable  increase  of  price 
on  the  commodity.    Taking  all  these  influences  into  con- 
sideration, I  do  not  feel  safe  in  counting  upon  receiving 
more  than  1.600  000/.  additional  revenue  as  the  result  of 
the  change  in  1909-10. 

In  the  course  of  the  debate  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain 
asked  the  Chancellor  if  ho  proposed  to  apply  the  new 
duties  to  alcohol  used  for  commercial  purposes?  To  which 
the  Chancellor  replied  :  "  It  is  exempt  now."  Mr.  Austen 
Chamberlain:  "And  that  complete  exemption  will  con- 
tinue?"   The  Chancellor:  "Yes." 

It  seems  clear  from  the  foregoing  that  the  Chancellor  had 
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in  view,  apart  from  his  desire  to  obtain  increased 
revenue — 

(1)  Further  taxation  of  spirituous  liquors  so  as  to  decrease 
their  consumption  as  beverages; 

(2)  The  ultimate  payment  of  the  increased  duty  by  con- 
sumers (the  public)  in  higher  prices  charged  by  publicans; 
and 

(3)  That  the  duty  would  not  affect  the-  use  of  industrial 
alcohol. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  further  taxation  of  duty-paid  spirits 
which  are  not  sold  for  consumption  as  intoxicating  beverages 
was  absent  from  the  Chancellor's  mind,  and  the  brief 
interchange  of  ideas  between  him  and  Mr.  Austen  Chamber- 
lain suggests  that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  he  was 
merely  penalising  the  liquors  sold  by  publicans  and  spirit- 
dealers.  Nevertheless  the  terms  of  the  House  of  Commons 
resolution  of  April  29  embrace  the  additional  taxation  of 
rectified  spirit,  which  is  largely  used  for  manufacturing 
medicinal  preparations,  and  other  products  which  are  not 
intoxicating  beverages,  but  are  actually  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  non-intoxicating  beverages.  The  question, 
therefore,  arose  whether  or  not  something  should  be  done 
by  the  various  branches  of  the  trade  which  the  V.  <£•  D. 
represents,  and  accordingly  we  issued  the  following  letter 
on  April  30  : 

Dear  Sirs,— Tho  addition  of  3s.  M.  per  proof  gal.  to 
spirits,  proposed  by  tho  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  pro- 
fessedly applies  to  distilled  alcoholic  beverages,  but  will 
cover  as  well  dutiable  spirits  used  for  industrial  purposes, 
thus  enhancing  very  materially  cost  of  production.  Con- 
sidering that  the  Departmental  Committee  appointed  by  the 
last  Government  recognised  tho  principlo  that  users  of 
;ilcohoI  for  industrial  purposes  should  obtain  it  as  free  as 
possible  from  taxation,  and  that  this  was  substantially 
embodied  in  the  Revenue  Act,  1906,  it  seems  to  bo  desirable 
that  all  manufacturers  concerned  should  make  some  repre- 
sentation to  tho  Government  showing  how  tho  increased 
duty  will  unduly  press  upon  them.  I  need  not  at  present 
•jro  into  details,  for  tho  object  of  this  note  is  to  ask  you 
if  you  will  tell  mo  by  return  post,  or  tolegraph,  if  you  will 
support  any  representative  committee  which  may  be  called 
upon  to  address  tho  Chancellor  of  tho  Exchequer  in  this 
matter.

The  letters  received  show  that  of  forty-five  manufacturers 
of  spirituous  medicinal  preparations  three  only  express 
themselves  as  averse  to  any  action  being  taken ; 
of  thirteen  manufacturers  and  users  of  soluble  essences 
one  has  sent  a  reply  which  may  be  classed  as  doubtful,  the 
rest  are  strongly  against  the  increased  duty;  manufacturers 
of  perfumery  (twenty-two)  are  unanimously  opnosed  to  the 
proposal ;  and  eleven  chemical-manufacturers,  who  produce 
certain  medicinal  preparations  and  employ  duty-paid  spirit 
in  certain  processes,  also  consider  the  fresh  impost  should 
be  opposed. 

Representative  Opinions. 

The  following  extracts  from  some  of  the  letters  suf- 
ficiently indicate  the  opinion  of  the  manufacturing  and 
wholesale  sections  of  the  trade  : 

We  consider  this  to  bo  a  great  hardship  to  our  trade. 

We  shall  be  pleased  to  afford  all  possiblo  support  to  any 
representative  committee  which  may  be  formed. 

We  certainly  think  it  would  bo  a  very  advisable  thing  to 
get.  an  exemption  for  manufacturing  purposes,  if  possible. 

These  duties  will  press  very  hardly  upon  the  struggling 
chemist,  as  ho  cannot  get  more  for  his  dispensing,  and  as  all 
prices  must  go  up,  his  profit  will  be  smaller  than  ever. 

We  shall  bo  pleased  to  support  any  representative  com- 
mittee to  address  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  regarding 
the  enormous  increase  of  6s.  per  gal.  in  the  duty  on  perfumed 
spirits. 

We  shall  be  very  pleased  to  support  any  concerted  action 
which  may  be  taken  by  tho  trade  on  the  lines  of  your  com- 
munication, although  wo  are  very  doubtful  whether  it  will 
lead  to  any  good  results. 

We  are  certainly  in  agreement  that  the  duty  should  have 
applied  only  to  distilled  alcoholic  beverages,  and  net  to  such 
spirituous  preparations  as  arc  used  for  industrial  and  purely 
medicinal  purposes. 
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Considering  tho  difficult  task  the  Chancellor  had  before  him 
and  the  admirable  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  it,  we 
must  decline  to  join  in  any  movement  that  might  possibly  tend 
to  increase  his  difficulties. 

We  certainly  do  not  like  this  greatly  increased  duty.  It 
will  mean  a  considerable  extra  cost  of  production  to  us  with  no 
opportunity  of  recouping  ourselves,  as  wo  cannot  very  well 
raise  the  price  of  our  goods. 

If  it  is  possible  to  distinguish  for  purposes  of  duty  between 
spirit  for  drinking-purposes  proper  and  spirits  for  industrial 
purposes,  I  shall  be  only  too  pleased  to  support  a  committee 
formed  to  attain  this  end.  Thanking  you  for  the  action  you 
are  taking. 

We  are  under  the  impression  that  the  Chancellor  has 
already,  in  answer  to  a  question  in  the  House,  given  an  assur- 
ance that  industrial  alcohol  will  not  bo  taxed.  Under  these 
circumstances  it  will  be  unnecessary  for  us  to  join  any  com- 
mittee to  take  the  matter  into  consideration. 

Your  reference  to  the  tact  that  the  last  Government  recog- 
nised tho  principle  that  users  of  alcohol  for  industrial  pur- 
poses should  obtain  it  as  free  as  possible  from  taxation  surely 
refers  to  denatured  spirit,  and  we  do  not  at  all  see  how  it  is 
practicable  to  distinguish  pure  used  for  industrial  purposes 
from  that  which  is  used  for  beverages. 

It  is  manifestly  unfair  that  spirit  used  in  industrial  purposes 
should  bo  taxed  so  enormously  as  it  is.  As  you  say,  the  tax  is, 
of  course,  intended  for  alcoholic  beverages,  and  the  enormous 
majority  of  the  revenue  is  obtained  from  this  source.  How- 
ever, it  certainly  hits  a  comparatively  few  manufacturers  who 
use  it,  and  we  shall  be  most  glad  to  supjsort  you  in  your 
excellent  movement. 

Wo  hasten  to  assure  you  that  we  shall  give  every  possible 
support  to  any  representation  that  may  be  made  by  manu- 
facturers, with  a  view  to  inducing  the  Government  to  dis- 
criminate in  favour  of  industrial  alcohol.  One  would 
scarcely  expect  the  present  Government  to  classify  medicines 
as  luxuries,  or  as  being  solely  or  chiefly  required  by  people 
who  aro  indifferent  to  the  cost. 

We  most  cordially  agree  with  your  suggestion  to  support 
■any  representative  committee  which  may  be  called  upon  to 
address  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  this  matter,  and 
are  certainly  of  opinion  that  an  influential  deputation  should 
wait  upon  him  as  early  as  possible  to  explain  our  position  as 
manufacturers,  as  this  additional  impost  will  press  very 
hardly  upon  the  trade. 

We  shall  be  very  glad  to  support  anvthing  that  may  be  done 
to  represent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  the" injustice 
which  the  advance  in  spirit-duty  will  do,  not  only  to  chemical 
industry  generally,  but  also  to  the  dispensing  chemist, 
our  feeling  is  that  so  far  as  the  dispensing  chemist  is  con- 
cerned this  is  a  matter  that  ought  to  be  taken  up  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its  capacity  as  a  corporate  body. 

We  quite  agree  with  you  that  it  is  most  desirable  that  all 
manufacturers  concerned  should  make  a  representation  to  tho 
Government,  and  we  shall  be  prepared  to  support  any  repre- 
sentative committee  which  may  bo  called  upon  to  address  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  this  matter.  The  subject  is, 
of  course,  receiving  our  own  personal  attention  and  that  of 
our  confreres  in  the  perfumery  trade. 

You  deserve  the  thanks  of  tho  trade  for  your  prompt 
action  in  regard  to  the  new  spirit-duty.  We  will  certainly 
support  any  effort  to  approach  tho  Chancellor,  and  will  bo 
glad  to  hear  further  from  you.  As  methylators  we  aro  also 
interested  in  your  article  on  p.  679  of  current  issue  of  the 
C.  &  D.  The  balance  (2d.)  of  the  differential  duty  ought 
to  be  removed  and  the  distiller  put  on  the  same  terms  as 
•the  foreign  maker  as  to  competition. 

We  think  it  is  very  desirable  that,  if  possible,  some  repre- 
sentation should  bo  made  to  tho  Government  showing  how 
the  increased  duty  will  undoubtedly  press  upon  users  of  spirit 
in  industrial  manufactures,  and  we  shall  be  willing,  as  far 
as  we  aro  able,  to  support  a  representative  committee  if  the 
Chancellor  of  tho  Exchequer  is  approached  on  this  matter. 
It  does  not,  however,  at  present  appear  to  us  at  all  clear  how 
the  Government  can  make  a  distinction  between  spirit  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  tinctures,  essences,  etc.,  and  that  con- 
sumed in  alcoholic  beverages. 

This  3s.  9r7.,  if  it  goes  through,  will  be  a  great  boon  to 
the  wholesalo  trade,  and  if  retailers  are  smart  they  will  also 
make  it  pay.  It  is  not  a  question  of  foreign  competition  at 
all.  Duty-free  spirit  for  home  work  would  ruin  the  drug- 
trade.  Our  returns  and  profits  would  be  bound  to  fall  by 
tho  amount  of  tho  duty;  we  not  only  make  profit  in  selling 
■the  spirits,  but  in  selling  the  duty,  'and  all  are  equal,  and 
the  foreigner  does  not  compete  in  goods  containing  spirit. 
Suppose  this  goes  through:  consider  a  drug-traveller  selling 
on  commission  and  selling  the  same  weight  of  goods.  His 
turnover  would  go  up  5  per  cent,  at  the  least  with  a  largo 
increase  on  an  established  connection,  and  without  personal 
effort;  so  with  firms  and  companies.  Tho  retailer  will  bo 
■the  most  helpless.  Ho  will,  if  a  Tory,  have  fifty  reasons 
why  he  cannot  increase  his  prices,  but  he  must  arid  he  can 


with  such  a  big  advance.  French  perfumes.  Is.  lb.  up  (10  per 
cent.) ;  4-oz.  Cologne,  Is.  9d.  dozen,  2d.  per  bottle  up,  will  give 
him  profit  on  his  Is.  9d.  Personally,  I  do  hope  tho  3s.  9d. 
duty  will  go  through.  It  will,  as  I  say,  be  a  real  boon  and 
profit  to  all  who  know  business  and  do  it. 

We  also  communicated  with  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris.  M.P., 
who,  writing  from  120  Pratt  Street,  N.W.,on  May  3,  said  : 
I  shall,  of  course,  bo  very  glad  to  support,  and,  if  neces- 
sary, introduce,  the  deputation  on  spirit-duty  that  you  refer 
to.  It  occurred  to  me  that  users  of  alcohol  for  industrial 
purposes  should  at  once  take  action  in  the  matter,  and  I  am 
glad  to  know  that  you  are  taking  the  matter  up.  To  be 
successful  we  must  as  quickly  as  possible  show  that  we 
are  in  earnest  about  it. 

The  following  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  by  Messrs.  A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.  : 
Bcdcet  Proposals  in  Respect  to  the  Taxation  of  Alcohol. 

Sir, — This  duty,  we  believe,  was  intended  to  apply  to  that 
large  proportion  of  the  alcohol  produced  in  tho  country  for 
direct  consumption,  and  not  to  that  which  is  used  in  trade 
and  manufacture. 

Manufacturers  of  medicinal  extracts,  flavouring-essences, 
and  kindred  preparations  use  alcohol  merely  as  a  solvent, 
and  in  the  course  of  their  manufacture  a  considerable  loss 
unavoidably  occurs,  henco  tho  question  of  duty  to  them  is 
one  of  very  serious  moment. 

Wo  pay  at  present  lis.  5d.  per  proof  gal.,  which  would 
be  increased  by  the  proposed  taxation  to  15s.  2d.,  a  very 
serious  increment. 

You  are  doubtless  aware  that  there  has  been  a  movement 
on  foot  for  some  time  past  to  place  British  users  of  spirit 
for  industrial  purposes  on  an  equal  footing  with  foreign 
manufacturers,  who  are  allowed  to  use  industrial  spirit  free 
of  duty.  That  it  is  not  tho  Government's  intention  to- 
hamper  industries  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  in  the  pro- 
posals of  tho  Chancellor  the  Exchequer,  laid  before  the 
House  of  Commons,  yesterday,  an  abatement  of  the  duty 
on  petroleum-spirit  used  by  commercial  vehicles  is  provided 
for. 

We  trust,  therefore,  that  yea  will  use  your  best  endeavours 
to  obtain  an  exemption  for  alcohol  used  in  trade  and  manu- 
facture from  an  increase  in  Excise-duty. 

Wo  would  conclude  by  remining  you  that  manufacturers 
using  alcohol  aro  already  under  the  observation  of  the 
officers  of  the  Inland  Revenue  ;  this  fact  would  facilitate  any 
supervision  that  might  be  necessary,  without  adding  further 
expense. 

To  Concentrate  the  Efforts. 
It  was  subsequently  suggested  to  us  that  tho  machinery 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  should  be  utilised 
to  further  the  objects  of  the  inquiry.  We  accordingly 
had  conversations  with  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  (Secretary  of 
the  Drug  Club),  Mr.  Reginald  Howell  (who  has  moved  in 
the  matter  as  regards  soluble  essences),  and  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer  (Chairman  of  the  Spirit  Committee,  which  unites 
for  common  action  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  and 
the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
whose  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney,  and  Vice-Chairman, 
Mr.  D.  Lloyd  Howard,  are  out  of  town  at  present).  As  a 
result  we  arranged  with  Mr.  Kenric  B.  Murray,  Secretary 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  to  call  a  meeting  at 
the  offices  of  the  Chamber  in  Oxford  Court,  E.C. 

MEETING  AT  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMA1ERCE.

'Mr.  E.  J.  Boake  suggested  that  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  be 
asked  to  take  the  chair,  and  this  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  Chairman,  at  the  outset,  invited  an  expression  of 
opinion  as  to  whether  the  meeting  should  be  considered  a 
private  or  a  public  one.  Personally  he  thought  that  the 
more  publicity  the  proceedings  had  the  better  it  would  be. 

The  meeting  having  signified  willingness  that  the  proceed- 
ings should  be  open,  the  Chairman  6aid  that  by  a 
strange  coincidence  he  occupied  the  same  position  he  did 
on  that  occasion  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  same  building 
more  than  twenty  years  ago  w  hen  the  conditions  discussed 
were  very  similar  to  those  they  had  met  to  consider  that 
afternoon.  The  subject  was  the  use  of  alcohol  duty-free, 
or  practically  so,  and  under  conditions  for  industrial  pur- 
poses. A  great  deal  had  happened,  a  good  deal  of  water 
had  passed  under  London  Bridge,  and  much  had  been 
accomplished  since  then.  The  ball  received  the  kick  twenty 
or  twenty-one  years  ago,  and  the  various  trades  interested 
certainly  took  the  opportunity  to  give  the  Excise  and  the 
various  authorities  such  an  amount  of  educational  assist- 
ance that  they  had  been  induced  from  year  to  year  to  give 
facilities  for  the  use  of  alcohol  for  these  purposes,  and  in 
that  respect  there  was  now  very  little  to  be  desired.  But 
there  was  now  the  great  fact  to  be  faced  that  any  increase 
of  the  already  heavy  duty  of  10.?.  6d.  was  a  very  serious 
matter,  lie  did  not  pretend  to  possess  a  sufficiently  in- 
timate knowledge  of  the  whole  requirements  of  the  subject 
to  express  any  definite  opinion  upon  it  :  but  he  did  think 
that  they  owed  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  MacEwan,  of 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  in  whose  brain  originated  the 
idea  of  sending  out  a  circular  letter  to  the  firms  concerned. 
That  gentleman  paid  him  the  compliment  of  asking  his 
opinion  of  the  letter.  In  his  letter  to  him  Mr.  MacEwan 
suggested  that  the  place  of  meeting  should  be  the  Cannon 
Street  Holel,  but  it  immediately  occurred  to  him  that  that 
was  scarcely  the  place  to  hold  a  meeting  of  such  importance. 
In  the  second  place  he  thought  that  as  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce had  machinery  by  means  of  which  most  important 
work  had  been  done  in  previous  years,  that  it,  as  well  as  its 
premises,  should  be  utilised  for  the  purpose  of  the  meet- 
ing. There  was  an  additional  advantage,  and  that  was  that 
supposing  anything  had  to  be  done,  the  Chamber  machinery 
was  well  known  in  Government  departments,  no  less  than 
the  Excise  and  the  .exchequer.  The  Chairman  then  invited 
Mr.  MacEwan  to  explain  what  he  had  done  and  to  give 
them  some  account  of  the  replies  he  had  received  to  the 

Letters  He  had  Sent  Out. 

Mr.  MacEwan  reminded  the  meeting  that  last  Friday  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  submitted  to  the  House  of 
Commons  a  motion  which  was  passed  putting  on  an  addi- 
tional 3s.  9d.  per  proof  gal.  on  plain  spirits,  and  corres- 
pondingly higher  duties  upon  other  spirituous  products.  In 
putting  the  proposal,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  said  : 

I  propose,  therefore,  to  raise  tiro  present  duties  of  Cus- 
toms and  Excise  by  3s.  9(7.  per  gallon,  or  approximately 
one-third,  an  amount  which  will,  on  the  on©  hand,  justify 
an  increase  in  retail  prices,  and  on  the  other  hand,  assum- 
ing such  increase  to  be  at  the  rate  of  a  halfpenny  a  glass 
upon  each  glass  of  spirits  sold  over  the  counter  at  a  public- 
house,  will  leave  an  ample  margin  for  the  publican  to 
recoup  himself  for  loss  of  pi'ofit  arisinsr  from  decreased 
consumption  and  something  over  towards  mitigating  the 
pressure  of  the  new  licence-duty  scale. 

Subsequently.  Mr.  MacEwan  continued,  the  Chancellor 
explained  to  Mr.  Austen  Chamberlain  that  "  the  complete 
exemption  of  alcohol  for  commercial  purposes  will  con- 
tinue." The  further  taxation  of  duty-paid  spirits  which 
were  not  sold  for  consumption  as  intoxicating  beverages 
M'emed  to  have  been  quite  absent  from  the  Chancellor's 
mind.  Nevertheless  the  fresh  duty  applied  all  round,  except 
to  denatured  spirits.     "  In  these   circumstances,"  Mr. 


MacEwan  continued,  "  it  was  represented  to  mo,  as  Editor  of 
The  Chemist  and  Deuggist,  that  some  effort  should  be 
made  to  obtain  a  consensus  of  trade  opinion — manufacturing 
and  wholesale — and  my  letter  of  Friday  last  was  issued.  I 
need  not  refer  to  its  contents,  but  practically  all  to  whom 
it  was  sent  have  replied  by  letter,  telegram,  or  telephone. 
Out  of  forty-five  manufacturers  of  spirituous  medicinal 
preparations  three  are  averse  to  any  action  being  taken. 
Of  thirteen  manufacturers  and  users  of  soluble  essences 
one  submits  without  a  protest,  and  the  rest  suggest  that 
some  action  should  be  taken.  Twenty-two  perfumery 
manufacturers  are  in  favour  of  an  appeal  to  the  Chan- 
cellor, and  ten  chemical  manufacturers  who  use  spirit  also 
support  the  suggestion  that  the  question  should  be  con- 
sidered. Thus  four  only  out  of  the  ninety  who  have 
written  think  that  nothing  should  be  done  and  that  the 
matter  should  drop.  I  have  received  very  many  expres- 
sions of  opinion,  and  I  have  picked  out  a  few,  irrespective 
of  which  side  they  are  on.  As  you  are  aware  there  has  been 
some  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  the  increased  duty  is  to 
affect  industrial  alcohol — that  is,  denatured  spirit.  The 
duty  will  not  apply  to  that,  which  was  made  clear  by  the 
Chancellor  last  night  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Thorne." 
Mr.  MacEwan  went  on  to  say  that  the  replies  seemed  to 
justify  the  calling  of  the  meeting.  ("  Hear,  hear,"  and 
applause.)  Mr.  Tyrer  had  explained  to  them  what  had 
happened  since,  but  meanwhile  he  had  communicated  with 
Mr.  Idris,  who  was  willing  to  do  what  he  could.  He 
had  had  to  leave  for  Wales  that  morning,  but  wrote  assur- 
ing the  meeting  of  his  hearty  support.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  had  that  day  decided  to  make  representa- 
tions through  its  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Chan- 
cellor on  behalf  of  the  retail  chemists.  The  previous  day 
there  was  a  private  meeting  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  the  perfumery  manufacturers,  and  they  decided  upon  a 
course  of  action  the  result  of  which  was  published  in  the 
newspapers  of  that  day.  He  desired  to  add  that  his  posi- 
tion in  the  matter  was  solely  that  of  a  catalytic  agent.  In 
all  that  they  heard  he  trusted  that  the  undoubtedly  great 
interests  involved  in  the  proposals  of  the  Chancellor  would 
be  considered  in  such  a  way  that  they  of  the  manufac- 
turers and  wholesalers  might  get  some  recognition  of  the 
principle  from  the  Chancellor  that  a  tax  on  whisky  need 
not  include  tincture  of  rhubarb,  and  alcoholic  hair-wash, 
or  alcohol  used  for  flavouring  temperance  beverages. 
("  Hear,  hear,"  and  laughter.) 

The  Chairman  asked  if  Mr.  MacEwan  could  tell  what  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  had  done. 

Mr.  MacEw-an  suggested  that  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  a  member 
of  the  Council,  might  explain  matters.  He  added  that 
last  December  Mr.  Lloyd  George  made  a  speech  in  Liver- 
pool in  the  course  of  which  he  said  that  an  increased  duty 
on  intoxicating  beverages  might  be  necessary.  He  wrote 
then  to  the  Chancellor  putting  the  question  of  industrial 
alcohol  particularly  before  him,  and  there  was  a  little  note 
in  the  C.  <£•  D.  at  the  time  in  regard  to  the  matter,  warning 
the  manufacturers  to  look  out.  Since  the  Budget  speech  he 
had  again  written  to  the  Chancellor,  expressing  generally 
what  he  had  already  told  them. 

The  Chairman  :  What  sort  of  answer  did  you  get  ? 

Mr.  MacEwan  :  The  answer  was  one  that  one  might 
expect  from  a  Chancellor  who  has  to  frame  a  Budget — a 
polite  acknowledgment.  (Laughter.) 

The  Retailers'  Position-. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  said  that  the  matter  had  the  earnest 
attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  the  previous  even- 
ing. He  thought  he  might  say  that,  speaking  for  retail 
chemists,  while  great  objection  was  expressed  with  regard 
to  the  Chancellor's  proposals,  and  those  only  who  are  retail 
chemists,  perhaps,  knew  what  difficulties  there  are,  and 
would  be,  in  getting  from  the  public  the  tax  which  they  had 
to  pay,  especially  in  dispensing  charges.  Also  having  re- 
gard to  the  fact  that  the  poor,  undoubtedly,  in  the  hospitals 
and  so  forth,  would  have  to  pay  a  very  much  higher  scale 
for  their  medicines,  a  point  which  might  appeal  to  the 
Chancellor.  The  difficulty  which  occurred  to  the  Council 
was  this — if  they  made  any  direct  appeal  to  the  Chancellor, 
what  proposals  had  they  to  make  which  would  overcome 
his  difficulty,  assuming  that  he  must  have  the  spirit-tax 
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for  national  purposes?  He  thought  he  might  say,  without 
giving  the  Council  away,  there  was  a  certain  feeling  that 
possibly  any  practical  suggestions  that  he  or  they  might 
make  would  be  rather  adverse  to  the  interests — the  phar- 
maceutical interests — of  the  retail  chemist.  By  this  he 
meant  that  while  it  might  be  quite  possible  to  consider  a. 
6cheme  by  which  certain  large  houses  who  manufacture  on  a 
large  scale  might,  under  certain  conditions,  have  some 
rebate,  it  would  be  impossible  for  the  thousands  of  retail 
chomists,  who  might  make  their  own  preparations,  to  secure 
their  rebate.  Thus,  to  a  certain  extent,  it  might  be  die- 
advantageous  from  the  retailer's  point  of  view,  although  it 
might  be  in  the  interests  of  the  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
"houses  if  some  action  were  successfully  taken.  That, 
■"briefly,  was  the  line  of  the  Councils'  discussion,  and  the 
•conclusion  at  which  they  arrived  was  to  ask  their  Parlia- 
mentary Secretary  to  put  himself  in  communication  with 
■the  proper  authorities  and  see  if  he  could  get  a  step 
"  forrarder,"  and  also  to  ascertain  if  there  was  any  possi- 
bility of  getting  any  sympathy  with  their  views  on  large 
and  catholic  grounds.  They  had  not  yet  seen  their  way 
to  propose  a  deputation  from  the  Society  to  the  Chancellor 
■direct. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  Mr.  Hills's  observations 
•embraced  a  revival  of  the  old  idea  which  was  very  aptly 
employed  some  years  ago  by  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  who  U6ed 
to  say,  "manufacture  in  bond";  but  nothing  had  prac- 
tically been  done  in  that  way.  Mr.  Hills's  reference  to 
large  manufacturers  revived  the  idea  ;  but  whether  they 
should  now  have  any  more  success  in  the  direction  indicated 
-or  whether  they  would  be  looked  upon  with  less  suspicion 
in  high  quarters  was  quite  a  problem.  He  then  asked  Mr. 
MacEwan  to  outline  a  suggested  resolution. 

Before  reading  the  following,  Mr.  MacEwan  explained 
'that  it  was  drafted  merely  as 

A  B\sis  for  Discussion. 
It  embraced  all  manufacturers  of  those  preparations  on 
•which  drawback  and  allowances  are  paid  on  exportation  : 
This  meeting'  of  manufacturers  of  spirituous  medicinal 
preparations,  manufacturers  and  users  of  soluble  flavouring' 
•essences,  perfumery  manufacturers,  and  chemical  manu- 
facturers, who  use  duty-paid  spirits  in  their  processes,  ex- 
press their  regret  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in 
increasing  the  duty  on  spirits  by  3s.  9d.  per  proof  gal.,  with 
the  object  of  obtaining  further  revenue  from  consumers 
of  intoxicating  spirituous  beverages,  has,  by  the  terms  of 
the  motion  agreed  to  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  April  29, 
included  duty-paid  spirits  used  in  our  industries,  either  as 
solvents  or  preservatives,  and  not  as  stimulants.  This  meet- 
ing also  resolves  to  appeal  to  the  Chancellor  to  consider  the 
possibility  of  differentiating  spirits  used  in  the  preparation 
•of  medicines,  non-intoxicating  beverages,  fruit  essences, 
and  perfumery  from  spirits  prepared  and  sold  as  stimu- 
lants. 

The  Chairman  then  invited  representatives  of  the  various 
industries  mentioned  in  the  draft  to  speak  to  it  or  on  the 
general  question. 

Flavouring-essence  Trade. 
Mr.  Boake  observed  that  one  effect  the  proposed  im- 
position would  have  upon  the  trade  in  flavouring  essences, 
which,  he  did  not  think,  had  ever  been  contemplated  by 
the  Chancellor,  was  that  it  had  been  found  necessary  to 
advance  the  price  of  soluble  essences  generally.  That 
imposed  a  tax  upon  the  user  of  the  essences  and  also 
upon  the  consumer,  and  now  they  had  their  teetotal 
friends  having  to  pay  a  portion  of  a  great  excise  duty. 
(Laughter.)  He  did  not  know  if  the  Chancellor  intended 
that. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  said  the  same  point  had  struck  him 
«is  Mr.  Boake  had  mentioned. 

The  Chairman  :  Having  heard  the  draft  resolution,  do 
you  take  the  view  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
might  listen  to  your  arguments  ?  Are  our  arguments  suffi- 
ciently powerful  ?  Because  if  they  are  not  there  is  no  use 
•getting  up  an  academic  motion  and  going  before  him  with 
almost  nothing.  Therefore  I  think  we  should  have  very 
•clear  notions,  and  that  we  should  express  them  for  the 
guidance  of  each  other.  This  is  not  a  mutual  admiration 
society,  or  one  in  which  we  need  have  the  slightest  fear 
of  trouble  arising  from  trade  rivalry  and  competition.  We 
■are  hear  to  deal  with  a  matter  which  is  very  serious.  It 


may  be  regarded  as  a  foe  to  our  interests,  certainly  to 
our  profits.  We  ought  to  look  it  in  the  face  and  see  if 
it  cannot  be  met  effectually  and  logically.  We  ought  not, 
to  go  unprepared.  In  fact  to  do  so  would  only  spoil 
our  case  in  the  future,  and  the  authorities  would  have 
reason  to  turn  round  and  say  "  these  fellows  do  not  know 
their  business." 

Manufacturers  of  Spirituous  Medicines. 

Mr.  Charles  Umney,  speaking  as  one  who  had  some 
ixperience  in  the  preparation  of  medicinal  articles  and 
flavouring-essences,  expressed  his  confidence  that  while  a 
good  many  of  the  flavouring-essences  were  used  for  pur- 
poses connected  with  medicine,  the  larger  percentage  of 
them,  he  might  almost  say  95  per  cent,  of  them,  were  put 
into  liqueurs.  If  they  went  before  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer — and  they  had  a  perfect  knowledge  of  these 
matters  at  Somerset  House — they  would  be  faced  with  the 
question,  "  Are  not  these  flavouring-essences  used  for 
flavouring  liquors,  and  ought  not  they  therefore  to  pay 
the  duty  contemplated?"  He  did  say  that,  so  far  as 
medicine  was  concerned,  the  increased  duty  involved  a 
very  serious  impost.  But  the  contribution  medicine  made 
to  the  Revenue  was  very  small.  He  did  not  suppose  that 
it  contributed  more  than  3  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of 
16,000.000^.  paid  in  duty  on  spirit.  He  did  not  know  if 
Somerset  House  had  any  figures,  but  his  estimate  was 
that  the  amount  was  very  small  indeed.  Of  course,  he 
did  not  mean  to  associate  in  this  connection  the  alcohol 
used  for  the  production  of  chloroform  and  certain  ethers. 
In  any  case  the  amount  at  issue  was  so  small  that  it  would 
neither  make  them  nor  break  them.  If  they  approached 
the  Chancellor  on  the  question  of  flavouring-essences, 
knowing,  as  they  did,  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
used,  he  was  sure  they  would  damage  the  medicine  case 
very  seriously.  He  was  not  very  much  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  just  then,  but  he  had  had  a  good  deal  of  experi- 
ence of  it  in  the  past. 

Mr.  MacEwan  explained  that  in  the  connection  men- 
tioned by  Mr.  Umney  the  majority  of  letters  he  had 
received  from  the  users  of  soluble  essences  indicated  that 
the  bulk  of  those  products  is  used  in  the  production  of 
aerated  beverages — lemonade,  ginger  ale,  and  other  things 
of  that  nature, 

Mr.  Howell,  replying  to  Mr.  Umney,  said  that  the  per- 
centage of  essences  used  for  flavouring  liqueurs  was  about 
5,  not  95.  It  is  certainly  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  at 
the  outside.  He  spoke  from  experience  in  his  own  busi- 
ness. He  had  also  to  point  out  that  the  liqueurs  had 
afterwards  to  pay  the  full  duty.  The  essences  did  not 
form  the  bulk,  but  only  a  small  portion  of  the  liqueurs 
on  which  the  whole  duty  was  charged. 

Mr.  Umney  said  that  even  taking  the  percentage  at  10, 
assuming  that  the  concession  suggested  were  allowed,  was 
there  anything  to  prevent  a  man  using  a  tincture  for 
liqueurs  or  for  the  flavouring  of  aerated  waters  ?  Having 
made  the  concession  to  one  they  must  have  it  made  to 
the  other.  He  was  certain  that  they  should  not  mix  up 
flavouring-essences  with  the  medicine  question. 

Perfumes  :  A  Weak  Case. 

Mr.  Barrett  remarked  that  he  should  like  the  inclusion  of 
perfumed  spirits  in  the  class  that  had  been  read  to  them. 
Much  as  he  should  like  to  join  in  the  representations  that 
were  to  be  made  he  really  felt  that  perfume-manufacturers 
had  a  weaker  case  than  the  essence-makers.  He  reminded 
them  that  eau  de  Cologne  and  perfumed  spirits  and  waters 
contained  potable  spirits,  and  if  any  of  the  makers  were 
fraudulent  enough  they  could  avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity that  was  open  to  them  and  compete  with  the  whisky 
seller.  He  should  be  delighted  if  any  gentleman  could 
show  him  that  there  was  the  slightest  chance  of  their  coming 
off  with  the  representations  they  might  make  to  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  by  getting  him  to  give  them  alcohol 
free  for  all  their  manufactures ;  but  he  doubted  very 
strongly  if  they  would  have  a  leg  to  stand  upon.  All  that 
Mr.  Umney  had  said  about  the  essences  applied  with  even 
fuller  force  to  perfumes. 

Mr.  Umney  pointed  out  that  the  Chancellor  would  take 
the  view  that  perfumes  arc  a  luxury,  but  that  medicines 
are  a  necessity. 
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Hospitals. 

Mr.  Gadd  thought  they  had  a  strong  case  for  a  rebate 
in  connection  with  medicines,  particularly  as  the  new  im- 
post would  fall  very  heavily  upon  the  poor.  The  public 
would  not  like  to  be  asked  to  pay  fivepence  for  their  tincture 
instead  of  fourpence  as  formerly.  He  was  having  con- 
siderable experience  in  hospital  work,  and  the  addition  to 
the  duty  was  affecting  them  very  seriously.  Pie  hoped  they 
would  get  up  a  case  confining  their  views  to  medicinal 
preparations.  He  was  of  opinion  that  they  would  carry 
their  point  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  small  a  portion  of 
the  spirit  was  used  compared  with  the  general  consumption 
of  alcoholic  drinks. 

.Mr.  Walter  Hills  said  that  what  he  was  waiting  to 
hear  was,  supposing  the  resolution  was  restricted  to  the 
alcohol  used  in  medicine,  how  could  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  carry  it  out?  That  was  what  those  at  Blooms- 
bury  Square  wanted  to  know,  [f  he  were  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  he  would  say  to  them,  "  I  have  sympathy 
with  you,  absolutely,  with  regard  to  medicinal  preparations'; 
but  can  you  tell  mo  how  my  Department  or  the  Inland 
Revenue  Department  can  make  this  a  practical  concession  to 
you  ?  ' ' 

Mr.  Gadd  thought  that  the  difficulty  could  very  easily 
be  overcome.  The  authorities  could  place  the  manufac- 
turers under  a  heavy  bond  not  to  use  the  spirits  unless  for 
medicinal  purposes.  The  concession  would  necessitate  such 
a  bond  ;  but  they  had  at  present  to  conic  under  one  in 
other  directions. 

Mr.  Walter  Hills  :  In  reply  t<>  Mr.  Gadd,  I  would  ask 
if  the  6,000  or  7,000  retail  chemists  who  are  encouraged 
to  make  their  own  tinc  tures  throughout  the  country  are  all 
to  enter  into  such  a  bond  in  order  to  help  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  ?  I  want  to  look  at  the  whole  question 
from  a  practical  point  of  view. 

Another  speaker  remarked  :  How  is  the  default  to  be 
brought  home  to  the  defaulter?  That  is  the  point  for  the 
Chancellor.  If  he  allows  free  spirit  to  come  into  competi- 
tion with  the  duty-paid  spirit  he  will  find  some  difficulty. 

The  Chairman  having  mentioned  that  the  Chancellor  pro- 
poses that  the  motor-spirit  tax  be  3'/.  for  private  motors,  and 
ljf/.  for  commercial  motors,  said  it  is  inconceivable  that  he 
had  proposed  such  a  divergence  without  having  taken 
some  sort  of  advice  as  to  how  he  was  to  give  effect  to  it. 
The  same  method  of  differentiation  might  be  applied  to 
alcohol.  He  then  asked  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  Secretary  of  the 
Drug  Club,  to  express  his  views. 

Further  Difficulties  Raised. 

Mr.  Hill  remarked  that  many  medicinal  preparations 
mentioned  in  the  B. P.  were  frequently  used  as  Havouring- 
essenccs — tincture  of  orange,  essence  of  peppermint,  and 
so  forth,  were  examples,  it  was.  therefore,  difficult  to  see 
how  a  hard-and-fast  line  was  to  be  drawn  as  to  what  was  a 
medicinal  preparation  and  what  \.as  not.  Speaking  purely 
as  a  manufacturing  pharmacist  and  wholesale  druggist,  he 
thought  that  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  ;i  concession  being 
made,  assuming  that  the  Chancellor  were  disposed  to  give 
it.  were  insuperable.  Most  of  them  made  soluble  flavour- 
ing-essences as  well  as  medicinal  tinctures.  All  wholesale 
druggists  did  so,  so  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  divide 
their  business  into  two  departments  to  start  with.  Per- 
haps it  would  be  better,  in  dealing  with  the  resolution,  to 
consider  certain  questions.  In  the  first  place,  he  asked, 
was  the  resolution  to  be  submitted  as  it  stood? 

The  Chairman  :  It  would  be  bet  lev  if  you  take  it  generally. 

Mr.  Hill  :  Then  is  there  to  be  any  representation  made  to 
to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  at  all? 

The  Chairman  :  That  is  what  the  meeting  bars  to  decide. 

Mr.  Hill  :  Then  I  would  ask,  What  interests  are  to  be 
represented?  Are  they  to  be  bulked  together;  and  if  the 
manufacturers  and  wholesale  druggists  are  to  be  repre- 
sented, what  concessions  are  to  be  asked  for,  and  on  what 
grounds.?  Taking  the  second  part  of  the  resolution  and 
the  last,  on  what  ground:',  are  wc  to  ask  this  concession? 
Will  not  it  be  put  to  us,  "  How  are  you  hardly  treated?  " 
Proceeding,  Mr.  Hill  said  there  was.  no  doubt  that  anyone 
who  handled  strong  spirit  for  manufacturing  volatile  and 
other  products  stood  to  lose  more  when  the  duty  was  high. 
There  was  alwayn  a  Iocs  in  manufacturing.  He  submitted 
that  that  loss  fell  upon  the  manufacturer;  but  it  was  a 


difficult  thing  to  reinsure  it.  Another  point  was  that  some 
of  the  products  of  wholesale  druggists  and  manufacturing, 
pharmacists  contained  alcohol  or  dutiable  substances  pro- 
duced from  alcohol  in  quantities  too  small  to  enable  them 
to  advance  their  price6.  This  resulting  loss  also  fell  upon, 
the  manufacturer.  But  it  must  be  agreed  that  on  the  whole 
the  increased  duty  was  recharged.  Then  there  was  the 
position  of  the  retailer,  which  had  been  raised  by  Mr.  Hills. 
Although  that  wa6  a  meeting  of  manufacturers,  he  believed 
it  was  more  difficult  for  the  retail  chemist  to  recharge  the 
duty  than  for  manufacturers  to  do  so.  "But  I  think," 
Mr.  Hill  went  on  to  say,  "  they  must  recognise  that  this 
increase  of  duty  is  so  great  that  they  must  make  up  their 
minds  to  charge  it  to  the  public,  and  be  firm  about  it." 
("Hear,  hear,"  and  applause.)  Mr.  Gadd  gave  an  instance 
which,  if  it  is  to  be  taken  as  typical,  would  go  to  show  that 
cne  retailer  in  selling  one  ounce  of  tincture  would 
make  a  charge  which  would  more  than  recoup  him 
for  his  extra  cost.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that 
for  the  greater  part  the  consumer  will  pay  the 
tax.  What,  then,  were  the  grounds  of  their  de- 
putation to  the  Chancellor?  He  did  not  attempt  to 
answer  the  question  as  to  how  the  difficulty  was  to  be  got 
over.  At  present  it  6eemed,  as  he  had  said,  insuperable; 
but  he  did  not  say  it  would  be  insuperable.  No  doubt  it 
would  be  met  by  the  brains  of  the  Inland  Revenue  people 
in  the  same  way  as  they  were  going  to  get  over  the  petrol' 
difficulty,  but  he  did  not  know  how  it  was  to  be  done. 
H^  also  mentioned  the  increased  licence  duty  which  manu- 
facturers would  be  called  upon  to  pay.  He  had  very  care- 
fully read  the  report  of  the  Chancellor's  speech  in  "  The 
Times,"  and  in  some  ways  he  could  not  understand  it. 
(Laughter.)  He  believed  they  would  have  to  pay  some 
small  increase  of  licence  duty — a  duty  put  on  intentionally 
for  licensed  houses,  brewers,  and  so  on  ;  but  this  did  not 
seem  any  reason  why  manufacturers  of  medicinal  prepara- 
tions should  pay  a  higher  licence  duty.  If  there  was  an 
increase,  possibly  it  would  be  too  small  to  be  worth  the 
appointment  of  a  deputation.  Such  as  it  might  be,  it  would' 
fall  upon  the  manufacturers  and  not  upon  the  retail  trade. 
He  did  not  wish  to  seem  ungrateful  to  those  who  had  brought 
them  there.  The  subject  they  had  met  to  discuss  was  an 
important  one  and  ought  to  be  ventilated,  but  he  felt,  as  a- 
manufacturing  chemist,  that  they  should  not  have  a  ghost 
of  a  chance  in  approaching  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 

Wholesaler  v.  Retailer 

Mr.  H.  E.  Stevenson  thanked  Mr.  Hill  for  the  great, 
interest  ho  had  taken  in  the  subject,  but  he  was  sorry  he 
!  ad  to  differ  from  him  in  one  respect.  Sufficient  import- 
ance had  not,  in  his  opinion,  been  given  to  the  differentia- 
tion between  the  manufacturer  of  spirituous  preparations- 
in  wholesale  quantities  and  in  retail  quantities.  A  good, 
deal  had  been  made  about  the  impossibility,  more  or  less,, 
of  recovering  the  tax  in  a  practical  manner  when  the  pre- 
parations were  manufactured  on  a  wholesale  scale.  To  his 
mind  there  was  no  insuperable  difficulty.  The  ideal  form 
would  be  to  have  the  permission  of  the  authorities  for  the 
manufacturer  for  export  in  bond  to  receive  the  spirit 
a6  at  present  under  certain  conditions,  and  to  manufacture 
in  bond.  Ho  did  not  know  if  it  would  be  well  to  in- 
corporate that  in  the  resolution,  but  he  believed  his  sug- 
gestion would  overcome  the  difficulty  in  a  considerable 
degree.  He  recognised  that  it  ought  to  be  quite  possible, 
with  certain  restrictions,  to  control  the  spirit  used  by 
wholesale  manufacturers,  of  course  under  a  heavy  bond. 
He  could  not  see  any  insuperable  difficulty  standing  in 
the  way  of  this.  The  only  difficulty  that  did  occur  to- 
him  was  the  differentiation  between  the  wholesale  and1 
the  retail  pharmacist.  Of  course,  such  regulations  as 
he  had  suggested  would  probably  be  impossible  on  a  small' 
scale,  and  this  was  where  the  crux  of  the  whole  question1 
would  come  in. 

Mr.  Webb  was  of  opinion  that  wholesale  manufacturers 
would  not  suffer  very  much  from  the  increased  impost. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had  had  to  raise  a  large 
sum  of  money,  and  he  was  glad  that  in  the  case  of 
spirits  he  had  put  on  a  large  instead  of  a  small  amount, 
because  it  enabled  the  manufacturer  to  recover  it  upon 
nearly  everything  they  manufactured.    On  this  ground' 
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foe  did  not  think  they  had  very  much  to  complain  about. 
At  the  same  time  the  retail  trade  would  have  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  difficulty  in  recovering  the  in- 
creased duty,  and  if  manufacturers  could  assist  them 
in  any  way  most  of  them  would  be  glad  to  do  so. 
With  reference  to  the  licence  duty,  he  agreed  with  Mr. 
Hill  that  they  should  protest  against  any  increase. 
The  Distillers'  Discount. 

The  Chairman,  referring  to  the  licence-duty,  stated  that 
he  had  received  from  Messrs.  Nicolson  &  Co.  a  circular 
letter  directing  the  attention  of  their  customers  to  the 
resolution  of  the  London  distillers,  which,  they  added,  had 
been  necessitated  by  the  harsh  action  of  the  Chancellor 
■of  the  Exchequer  in  so  largely  increasing  the  rate  of  duty, 
and  also  in  increasing  a  special  tax.  (A  voice  :  "  That's 
'4he  point.")  The  resolution  referred  to  expressed  the  regret 
of  the  distillers  that,  owing  to  the  action  of  the  Chancellor, 
-they  were  forced  to  reduce  the  rate  of  discount  to  one 
month  at  the  rate  of  1  per  cent,  per  annum  on  accounts 
paid  in  seven  days.  The  Chairman  went  on  to  say  that 
on  receiving  the  communication  he  telephoned  to  Messrs. 
Nicolson,  and  the  answer  he  received  was  that  they  were 
■at  present  paying  a  ten-guinea  licence  for  any  quantitv 
■of  spirit  they  might  issue.  By  the  new  rate  they  would 
have  to  pay  ten  guineas  on  a  50,000-gal.  production,  and 
an  extra  10?.  for  every  25,000  gals,  above  that  amount.  If 
his  memory  served  him  aright,  manufacturing  and  whole- 
sale druggists  had  also  at  present  to  pay  a  ten-guinea 
'licence.  It  was  simply  a  registration-licence,  where  pay- 
ment of  11.  might  suffice. 

Mr.  Umney  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  the  licence 
there  were  very  heavy  bonds. 

Mr.  Hill  asked  if  he  was  right  in  assuming  that  Messrs. 
Nicolson  were  simply  rectifiers  of  spirit  rather  than  dis- 
tillers. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  two  branches  men- 
tioned by  Mr.  Hill  had,  by  law,  to  be  conducted  in  depart- 
ments distinct  and  separated  from  one  another. 

Mr.  Umney  remarked  that  Mr.  Nicolson  had  informed 
him  that  the  two  months'  discount  was  given  on  the  duty 
as  well  as  the  spirit,  but  foreigners  only  gave  it  on  the 
spirit.  The  reduced  discount  would  amount  to  a  good 
■round  sum  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Mr.  Herman  Woolley  was  of  opinion  that  it  would  bo 
very  difficult  to  obtain  any  concession.  Medicines  had 
always  paid  the  same  duty  as  whisky,  and  if  it  had  paid 
lis.,  there  was  no  reason  why  it  should  not  pay  14s.  9(/. 
No  doubt  considerable  hardship  would  be  imposed  on 
poor  people,  hospitals,  and  charitable  dispensaries,  and 
perhaps  in  making  chloroform  and  ether  from  pure  spirit ; 
but  at  the  same  time  he  was  afraid  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  make  any  difference  between  medicines  and 
•other  spirits.  Every  wholesale  druggist  in  that  room 
made  medicines,  soluble  essences,  lavender  water,  and  all 
that  sort  of  thing.  The  difficulty  as  regards  duty  could 
be  met  by  dividing  their  premises  into  two  portions — one 
for  industrial  alcohol,  and  another  for  the  manufacture 
■of  medicinal  preparations.  In  this  way  they  might  obtain 
the  concession,  but  it  would  be  very  difficult. 

The  Retailers'  Position. 

Mr.  W.  Johnston,  as  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
P.A.T.A.,  stated  that  many  of  the  members  of  that 
organisation  had  asked  him  to  make  representations  to 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  on  the  matter  of  the 
spirit  duty.  They  had  pointed  out  the  great  hardship 
of  having  such  a  large  additional  tax  as  6s.  a  gallon  to 
ipay  on  eau  do  Cologne,  and  suggested  that  the  Chan- 
cellor should  be  approached  with  the  request  that  he 
should  ease  the  burden  a  little.  Mr.  Johnston  reminded 
the  meeting  that  the  P.A.T.A.  represented  4,000  retail 
chemists,  and  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  them  to 
recover  the  increased  duty.  The  public  were  very  averse 
to  pay  any  rise  in  the  price  of  their  ordinary  drugs. 
Indeed,  they  thought  the  chemist  was  trying  to  swindle 
<them  if  he  made  an  attempt  to  pass  the  duty  on  to  them. 

The  Chairman:  You  should  remember  Mr.  Hill's 
axiomatic  observation  :  "  You  have  got  to  make  them  pay 
it,  and  be  firm  about  it." 

Mr.  Johnston  :  Firmness  is  a  virtue,  but  it  is  not  always 
(practicable.    Continuing,  he  said  that,  seeing  the  meeting 


was  such  a  fine  one,  it  would  be  a  pity  to  depart  without 
appointing  a  deputation  to  wait  upon  the  Chancellor. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Saul  said  his  feelings  were  strongly  in  favour 
of  some  action  being  taken,  but  he  had  been  very  much 
impressed  by  the  remarks  of  Mr.  Hills  and  one  or  two 
others.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  retail  pharmacists  of 
this  country  would  be  doing  a  fatal  thing  if  they  decided 
to  take  no  action  in  the  matter ;  but  as  far  as  he.  could 
see,  differentiation  in  the  incidence  of  the  duty  would  throw 
the  whole  manufacture  of  tinctures  and  other  articles 
entirely  into  the  hands  of  the  wholesale  trade,  and  that 
from  their  standpoint  would  be  a  very  bad  thing  for 
pharmacy.  With  regard  to  the  question  of  perfumery,  he 
was  at  one  with  Mr.  Umney.  Perfumery  was  purely  a 
luxury,  and  it  would  be  absurd  to  ask  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  to  interfere  with  the  duty  payable  on  it. 

After  a  brief  conversation,  it  was  agreed  to  take  s  vote 
on  the  point  as  to  whether  or  not  any  representation 
should  be  made  to  the  Chancellor,  and  it  was  ultimately 
agreed  to  take  a  show  of  hands. 

A£ R ATT. D- WATER  MANUFACTURERS. 

Mr.  Clark  (of  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster)  regretted  that 
some  older  representative  of  the  soluble  essence  trade 
than  himself  had  not  spoken,  and  expressed  the  view  that 
it  should  no  more  be  a  hardship  to  the  public  to  have 
the  increased  duty  on  spirits  used  in  essences  and  medi- 
cinal preparations  passed  on  to  them  than  it  was  in  the 
case  of  tobacco  and  spirits  for  consumption ;  but  he  did 
not  see  how  this  could  be  passed  on. 

Mr.  Duckworth  said  that  if  they  were  going  to  have  a 
reduction  of  the  duty,  it  would  be  a  hardship  on  the 
trade.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  in  framing  his 
proposals,  had  taken  into  consideration  that  he  should 
make  the  increased  duty  sufficiently  high  to  enable  the 
manufacturers  to  pass  it  on  to  the  consumers.  They,  as 
manufacturing  chemuts.  ought  to  be  thankful  that  he 
had  taken  this  view  of  it.  He  had  been  sufficiently  long 
in  the  business  to  have  had  two  sixpences  per  gallon  put 
on,  and,  as  manufacturers  hid  been  unable  to  advance  the 
price  of  their  products  on  this,  they  had  to  bear  the  loss. 
The  Result. 

A  vote  was  then  taken,  when  it  was  resolved  by  a  large 
majority  that  no  resolution  be  put. 

The  Chairman  expressed  agreement  with  Mr.  Duck- 
worth, that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had  put  on 
something  that  they  could  do  something  with.  This 
helped  them  to  forgive  the  Chancellor  for  some  of  the 
stupidities  of  his  Budget,  including  his  proposed  tax  on 
petrol.    (Hear,  hear.) 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Potter,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  to  Mr.  MacEwan  was  unanimously  carried. 

Increased  Prices. 

Pharmaceutical  -  chemicals  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
druggists  have  during  the  week  intimated  advances  on 
such  of  their  products  an  are  made  from  or  contain  alcohol. 
These  are  quoted  in  our  Trade  Report.  The  work  of 
adjusting  the  prices  of  snirituous  galenicals  is  heavy, 
and  practically  new  lists  have  to  be  prepared;  but  the 
following  are  "typical  examples  of  the  increases  per  lb. 
rrade  by  a  leading  firm  :

As  to  retail  prices,  we  have  received  several  communica- 
tions, which  we  quote  : 

The  Army  and  Navy  Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  have  made 
no  advance  on  the.  price  of  spirituous  preparations,  but  will 
do  so  when  the  stocks  are  replenished. 

A  leading  Manchester  firm  state  that  they  are  averse  to 
advancing  prices  of  spirituous  medicines  in  the  meantime,  but 
will  follow  tli--  maker:;  of  perfumes  in  their  advances. 

Mr.  T.  Maltby  Claque,  of  Newcastle-on-Tyno,  gives  the 
following  method  of  calculating  the  advance  :

90-per-oent.  tinctures,  etc.  :  =$d.  increase  per  b.

Retail—  Where  possible  get  Is.  per  lb.  more  for  rectified 

and  6(7.  for  proof. 
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"  Where  possible  !  "  Ah.  there's  the  rub  which  chafes 
me  sorely  !  It  is  the  hardest  hit  the  retail  pharmacist  has 
had  since  I  knew  the  business. 

The  Nottingham  and  Notts  Pharmaceutical  Association  has 
issued  a  circular  to  members  in  order  to  secure  uniformity  of 
action,  recommending  an  immediate  minimum  advance  from 
May  4  as  follows  : 

On  sweet  spirits  of  nitre  and  all  tinctures,  etc.,  made  with 
rectified  spirit,  Id.  per  oz. 

On  tinctures  prepared  with  spirit  of  lower  strength  than 
90  per  cent.,  id.  per  oz. 

Eau  de  Cologne,  lavender-water,  etc.,  should  also  be  ad- 
vanced at  similar  rates. 

A  Dundee  correspondent  writes:  "  Only  a  very  few  chemists 
hero  (whose  political  perceptions  were  alive  to  the  situation) 
were  careful  to  order  a  supply  of  spirit  in  advance  of  the 
Budget,  and  the  others  now  regret  they  had  not  given  the 
order  for  'ten  gallons  at  the  old  price.'  Bailie  Doig  is  of 
the  opinion  that  all  spirit  which  is  used  for  medical  purposes 
should  be  entitled  to  a  special  exemption.  The  question  of 
contracts,  which  has  an  interest  for  some  firms  in  Dundee,  has 
also  arisen,  but  it  would  appear  that  the  present  contractors 
are  protected  by  special  legislation.  The  opinion  was  ex- 
pressed by  some  chemists  here  that  the  price  of  some  90-ner- 
cent.  tinctures  was  much  lower  (on  the  old  basis  4(7.  per  oz.) 
than  they  should  be." 


At  a  meeting  of  the  Exeter  Board  of  Guardians  on  May  4, 
a  letter  was  read  from  Messrs.  Burgovne,  Burbidge's  &  Co., 
London,  contractors  to  the  Board,  intimating  that  the  in- 
crease in  duty  influences  all  tho  tinctures,  liquors,  liniments, 
infusions,  ethers,  etc.,  and  under  the  contract  a  charge  corre- 
sponding with  tho  increase  would  be  made  from  that  date. 
Tho  communication  was  referr<*d  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

A  private  meeting  of  the  North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association 
was  held  on  Wednesday  to  discuss  tho  situation.  The  Three 
Towns  Association  is  discussing  tho  matter  on  Thursday 
evening.    (Sir  zlso  Association  Affairs.) 

Mr.  Robert  Drane  (Cardiff)  declares  the  impost  will  mean 
to  him  a  loss  of  16/.  to  18'.  a.  year,  and  that  cannot  bo  re- 
couped, as  he  can  neither  charge  more  for  medicines  or  give 
smaller  measure.  Mr.  Leo  Joseph  also  says  the  tax  is  not 
sufficient  to  justify  an  increase  in  price  in  the  case  of  a  very 
large  number  of  preparations,  though  the  difference  in  cost 
to  tho  pharmacist  will  be  no  inconsiderable  trifle  in  the  courso 
of  a  year. 

A  wholesale  druggist  in  Edinburgh  in  an  interview  said 
that  the  advance  of  from  bd.  to  Is.  bd.  per  lb.  on  spirituous 
medicines  would  greatly  increase  the  expenditure  of  hospitals 
and  all  such  institutions.  What  wholesalers  are  mostly  con- 
cerned about,  however,  is  the  licence  duties,  which  if  con- 
siderably advanced  will  mean  a  still  further  increase  in  tho 
price  of  medicines.  [The  new  licence  will  cost  15/.  lbs.  a. 
year.  —  EDITOR  C.  <t-  !>■]  Edinburgh  retailers  have  advanced 
prices  Id.  and  2d.  per  oz. 

.Mr.  J.  .1.  Taylor  (Ashford,  Kent)  has  sent  tho  following 
letter  to  his  member  of  Parliament  : 

Df.au  Sir, — It  is  probable  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
has  overlook  -d  the  fact  that  the  pharmacist  will  be  considerably 
taxeil  by  tho  new  duty  upon  alcohol,  and  that  if  he  had  con- 
sidered it.  he  would  have  exempted  him  just  as  he  has  the  user  of 
motor-spirit  for  other  than  pleasure.  1  trust  you  will  put  this 
communication  before  him.  It  will  be  .a  direct  tax  of  which  a 
very  small  amount  will  lie  recovered  by  him  from  the  public,  for 
In1  cannot,  as  an  instance,  charge  an  extra  1(1.  upon  every  If!. 
bottle  of  medioine.  The  pharmacist  has  already  been  considerably 
injured  by  the  present  Government — first  in  allowing  others  to  use 
his  old  title  of  chemist  and  druggist,  and  secondly  in  taking  away 
some  part  of  his  privileges  (privileges  which  he  understood  when 
he  qualified  were  to  be  wholly  his.  and  were  among  the  inducements 
which  led  him  to  adopt  his  profession)  by  allowing  tradesmen  to 
sell  poisons  under  licence — and,  strange  to  say,  the  most  potent, 
poisons!  I  trust  you  will  use  your  influence  for  the  redress  of 
this  latest  injury. — Yours,  etc.,  .1.  J.  T. 

Wo  have  received  many  more  noC-s  and  letters,  but  have  no 
room  for  them  this  week. 

Altogether  we  judge  thai  Id.  an  oz.  on  the  retail  price 
of  full  strength  spirit  preparations,  ami  i,d.  at  least  on 
others,  is  necessary  to  recoup  retailers.  There  should  be  no 
hesitation  in  doing  it  cither. 

Meesrs.  McCracken,  agent:;  for  J.  M.  Farina's  can  de 
Cologne  (gegenuber),  inform  us  that  Id.  in  the  shilling  is 
added  to  the  protected  retail  price,  so  that  the  minimum  for 
the  4-oz.  size  is  now  2*.  2d. ,  instead  of  2s.  (and,  accordingly, 
the  new  prices  for  other  sizes  are  2  oz.,  Is.  Id.;  8  oz., 
4*.  4r/.  ;  wickered  bottles,  6  oz.,  3*.  3</.  ;  12  oz.,  6s.  bd .  ; 
24  oz.,  13s.).  The  extra  duty  per  dozen  4-oz.  bottle  works 
out  at  1?.  8?d.  per  dozen,  and.  accordingly,  Is.  9c/.  per 
dozen  )6  added  to  the  wholesale  price,  making  it  21s.  6cl. 
instead  of  19.-\  9d.    Other  sizes  in  proportion. 


The  Perfumery  Trade. 

A  preliminary  meeting  of  manufacturers  of  perfumes 
was  held  on  Monday  to  discuss  what  should  be  done  in 
view  of  the  increased  duty  on  spirits,  and  another  meeting 
was  convened  at  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  on. 
Tuesday  afternoon  at  three  o'clock  to  continue  the  con- 
ference, Mr.  Eugene  V.  Barrett  (Messrs.  J.  &  E.  Atkinson, 
Ltd.)  presiding.  The  meeting  was  private  and  lastecJ 
nearly  two  hours,  with  the  result  that  the  following  reso- 
lution was  agreed  to  : 

That  in  view  of  tho  increased  duty  recently  imposed  unon 
spirit,  and  of  the  general  increased  cost  of  raw  materials, 
all  invoices  issued  by  them  for  home  trade  business  as  from 
May  1,  1909,  shall  be  surcharged  on  their  face  with  a  special' 
minimum  net  addition  of  It)  per  cent,  reckoned  upon  the 
gross  catalogue  value  of  all  extracts,  lavender-waters,  ean- 
de  Cologne,  hair-washes,  and  other  alcoholic  preparations. 
The  usual  trado  discounts  and  allowances  to  remain  un- 
altered. 

That,  a  copy  of  this  resolution  in  circular  form,  with  al) 
the  signatories'  names,  be  communicated  to  the  trade,  and 

That  the  resolution,  with  the  list  of  signatories,  be  sent 
for  publication  to  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  "British 
and  Colonial  Druggist,'"  and  the  general  Press  through  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  which  shall  be  requested  to 
hold  the  original  signed  document  containing  the  sig- 
natures.

The  Week's  Poisonings. 


Eleven  fatalities  (including  three  misadventures)  have  been 
recorded  from  poisoning  during  the  week. — Chas.  Stanhope 
Smelt  (48)  was  found  dead  in  his  room  at  the  Half  Moon 
Hotel,  St.  Neots.    Medical  evidence  showed  that  death  waa 
due  to  morphine-poisoning.    An  unopened  tube  containing 
twenty  4-grain  morphine-tablets  was  found  in  his  waistcoat- 
pocket.    Misadventure,  said  the  jury. — At  Bradford  a  ser- 
vant named  Mary  Carter,  who  was  tired  of  domestic  service, 
ended  her  life  by  taking  a  number  of  pills  containing  mor- 
phino  and  inhaling  coal-gas.    "  Suicide,"  said  the  jury. — 
Thomas  Raynor  (41),  an  ex-soldier,  died  at  Langley  from  an> 
overdose  of  chlorodyne. — An  unknown  man  died  at  Hendorj 
from  tho  effects  of  three  or  four  ounces  of  carbolic  acid' 
which  ho  had  swallowed  for  suicidal  purposes. — Fred  H.  B. 
Day  (40)  committed  suicide  at  Horfield  by  taking  a  corrosive 
poison,  which  was  probably  carbolic  acid. — The  wife  of  a 
Twickenham  labourer  named  Robt.  J.  Montgomery  asked 
her  husband  to  bring  home  "some  oxalic  acid  to  clean  the 
brasses."    She  committed  suicide  by  taking  the  acid  on  tho 
following  day. — Tho  jury  returned  a  verdict  in  accordance 
with  the  medical  evidence  at  the  inquest  held  at  Wakefield- 
on  the  three-days-old  daughter  of  John  Walkington,  a  eas- 
stoker.    Dr.  Forrest  stated  that  death  was  due  to  inanition, 
probably  accelerated  by  narcotic  poison.    The  mother  had 
administered  to  the  child  a  small  teaspoonful  of  a  cordial' 
which  contained  in  that  dose  probably  1^  drops  of  laudanumi 
He  could  not  say  that  the  child,  which  was  apparently 
healthy,  would  have  lived  if  the  cordial  had  not  been  given, 
but  lie"  was  certain  the  stuff  could  not  have  been  other  than 
injurious.— Charles  Petherick  (76)  died  at  St.  Austell  from- 
kidney-disease.   At  the  inquest  the  jury  stated  that  his  death 
was  accelerated  by  drinking  a  liniment  containing  ammonia 
in  mistake  for  a  sleeping-draught. — An  open  verdict  was- 
returned  at  the  inquiry  into  the  death  of  Mary  Ann  Wright 
(44),  who  died  from  the  effects  of  taking  salt  of  lemon. — 
James  Ayres   (65),   house-decorator,   committed  su-cide  at 
South  Woodford  by  taking  spirit  of  salt.— Alfred  Hardinsr, 
of  Handcross,  used  a  wasp-poison  for  lethal  purposes  with 
suicidal  intent. 


Degree  in  Pharmacy. — Principal  MacAlister  intimated  ad 
a  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Technical  College  at  Glas- 
gow on  Mav  4  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Glasgow  Univer- 
sity to  institute  a  degree  in  pharmacy.  He  thought  the  Tech- 
nical College  was  tho  most  suitable  place  for  the  necessary 
classes.

Chemical  Exports  to  Japan. 
In  the  House  of  Coirmons  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  Mr. 
T.  H.  W.  Idris  put  the  following  question  to  Sir  E.  Grey  : 
To  ask  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  if  he 
is  awaro  that  the  British  exporters  of  chemicals  and  medi- 
cines to  Japan  complain  that  the  chemists  of  the  Japanese 
Sanitary  Bureau  in  the  laboratories  at  the  principal  ports 
of  entry  frequently  reject  imports  of  chemicals  and  medi- 
cines on  insufficient  grounds,  whereby  the  British  exporters 
suffer  financial  loss  without  redress;  if  he  is  aware  that 
'German  exporters  have  experienced  the  same  hardship, 
and,  in  consequence,  the  Council  of  the  Society  for  the  Pro- 
tection of  the  Interests  of  the  German  Chemical  Industry 
has  addressed  the  Imperial  Chancellor  asking  him  to  make 
representations  to  the  Japanese  Government  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  these  difficulties;  and,  in  view  of  these  cir- 
cumstances, if  he  will  take  steps  to  protect  the  interests  of 
the  British  chemical  industry  by  suggesting  to  the  Japanese 
Government  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  appeal  to  con- 
sider objections  to  the  decisions  of  the  Japanese  Customs 
chemists. 

Sir  Edward  Grey  stated,  in  reply,  "The  answer  to  the 
first  part  of  the  question  is  in  the  affirmative  ;  to  the  second 
in  the  negative.  His  Majesty's  Ambassador  at  Tokio  is  at 
this  moment  investigating  the  matter." 

We  understand  that  one  of  the  principal  objections 
raised  by  the  Japanese  Sanitary  Bureau  is  based  on  the 
question  of  analysis.  British  goods  which  before  exporta- 
tion to  Japan  have  been  found  to  satisfy  the  requirements 
of  the  Pharmacopoeia  Japonica  have  on  arrival,  owing  to 
climatic  and  other  conditions,  deteriorated  so  that 
their  rejection  has  followed.  This  view  of  the  case  has  been 
duly  laid  before  the  Foreign  Office  by  the  British  exporters, 
and  representations  have  now  been  made  to  Sir  Claude  Mac- 
donald,  the  British  Ambassador  in  the  Japanese  capital, 
which,  it  is  hoped,  may  produce  the  desired  result.  A  report 
from  his  Excellency  is  now  being  awaited  in  Downing 
Street,  and  this,  it  is  understood,  will  contain  an  expression 
of  opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of  establishing  a  Board 
of  Appeal  from  the  decisions  of  the  Japanese  authorities, 
as  suggested  in  the  interrogatory  of  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris, 
M.P.  Another  matter  in  regard  to  which  it  is  understood 
the  Japanese  Sanitary  Bureau  has  taken  exception  has 
reference  to  the  question  of  tinned  goods,  a  veto  being 
placed  upon  all  consignments  of  this  class  in  which  the 
solder  contains  more  than  6  per  cent,  of  lead. 

Medical  Acts  Amendment  Bill. 
This  measure,  which  deals  with  the  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  has  been  effectually  blocked,  no  fewer  than 
seven  motions  for  its  rejection  being  placed  on  the  papers 
in  view  of  the  second  reading.  As  the  Government  has  no 
intention  of  giving  the  Bill  their  support  it  may  be  regarded 
as  dead,  at  all  events  for  the  Session. 

New  Taxes. 

We  are  informed  that  when  the  Committee  stage  is 
reached  Mr.  Joynson-Hicks,  M.P.  (Chairman  of  the  Motor 
Union),  will  move  the  abolition  of  the  motor-spirit  tax  or, 
failing  that,  the  allowance  of  the  full  abatement  on  petrol 
used  for  commercial  purposes. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  Tuesday  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
stated,  in  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr.  Nolan,  that  the  new 
duty  will  apply  to  spirits  of  whatever  origin.  "  I  regret," 
he  added,  "  that  I  cannot  see  my  way  to  exempt  those 
produced  in  the  British  West  Indies."  In  reply  to  Mr. 
W.  Thorne  he  said  that  alcohol  used  for  manufacturing 
purposes  is  excepted  by  the  Bill  of  last  year.  He  asked 
for  notice  of  a  question  about  relieving  Colonial  spirit  of 
the  4c7.  per  proof  gal.  surtax  on  importation. 

Holidays  and  Rest  Days. 

We  are  informed  that  the  Bill  which  was  introduced  in 
the  House  of  Commons  on  Wednesday  afternoon  by  Mr 
io-7ceVer-to  amend  the  Bank  Holidays  Extension  Act  of 
1875 1  provides  that  m  cases  where  Christmas  Day  falls  upon 
bunday  the  two  following  days— Boxing  Day  and  the  Tues- 
day—shall become  statutory  Bank  Holidays.  A  Weekly 
Rest  Dav  Bill  has  also  been  introduced  this  week  by  Mr 
Charles  Price.  J 


Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  "Xravser." 


Mr.  Boot's  "Foreword"' 

has  naturally  attracted  attention. 
As  a  rule  an  Act  of  Parliament  only  excites  discontent 
even  among  those  who  had  clamoured  for  it  if  they  have 
not  obtained  all  they  demanded.  It  is  a  particularly' happv 
circumstance  that  all  these  who  wrangled  over  the  "Poison's 
and  Pharmacy  Act  of  1908,  the  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  Mr.  Boot,  the  Whitehall  mag- 
nates, the  manufacturers  of  poisonous  compounds  for  agri- 
cultural and  horticultural  purposes,  seedsmen,  statesmen, 
lawyers,  and  the  newly  created  pharmacists,  are  all  so 
sweetly  satisfied  with  the  prizes  they  have  drawn.  Was 
there  ever  such  a  beneficent  statute  before  ?  Mr.  Boot  is 
probably  justified  in  claiming  that  the  Bill  would  not  have 
passed  without  his  co-operation,  and  those  pharmacists 
who  have  been  letting  themselves  go  at  dinners  in  rejoicings 
over  the  new  era  which  began  on  April  the  First  are 
logically  bound  to  grasp  the  hand  which  he  so  cordially 
holds  out.  There  may  be  a  few  insignificant  little,  chemists 
up  and  down  the  country,  small  and  frowzy,  who  do  not 
get  to  the  dinners  and  have  not  therefore  caught  the  en- 
thusiasm, who  will  find  it  difficult  to  accept  the  generous 
invitation  of  this  prosperous  gentleman  with  the  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  electric  lights  to  "work  side  by  side" 
with  him,  "to  their  mutual  benefit,"  with  the  eagerness 
which  ought  to  be  manifested ;  but  against  their  possible 
resentment  may  be  placed  the  improved  position  of  the 
branch  managers  over  which  Mr.  Boot  is  good  enough  to 
sayhe  will  rejoice.  Such  then  is  the  "new  era";  one  for 
capitalists  and  branch  managers ;  and  I  am  afraid  pharma- 
ceutical posterity  will  agree  with  Mr.  Boot. 

Mr.  Bellot's  Treatise, 

which  the  "  Foreword  "  is  supposed  to 
introduce  but  does  not  mention,  cannot  be  regarded  in  its 
present  condition  as  creditable,  as  a  legal  handbook,  to 
either  author  or  publisher.  The  writer  has  evidently  in- 
telligently apprehended  and  appreciated  the  many  points 
which  have  arisen  in  interpreting  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
during  the  past  forty  years,  and  his  interposition  of  notes 
of  cases  under  other  Acts  in  order  to  explain  this  one  is  to 
the  advantage  of  the  reader.  But  a  bias  in  favour  of 
company  trading  is  manifest  in  several  of  his  comments — 
as,  for  example,  in  his  remarks  on  the  reservation  of  the 
title  on  p.  30,  and  in  his  history  of  the  proposed  legis- 
lation of  the  past  ten  years  (pp.  76-78).  In  his  quotations 
of  cases  under  the  Apothecaries  Act  he  misses  the  defini- 
tion of  an  apothecary  by  Justice  Cresswell  which  guided 

the  Courts  in  several  prominent  cases  thirty  years  ago  

that  an  apothecary  was  one  who  judged  of  internal  disease 
by  symptoms  and  applied  himself  to  relieve  these  by  medi- 
cines. He  gives  the  "  Veterinary  Forge  "  case  on  p.  43, 
but  omits  the  equally  authoritative  one  of  "  Veterinary 
Chemist"  decided  soon  after.  He  mis-spells  various 
names,  and  makes  the  strange  blunder  of  giving  the  draft 
regulations  under  Section  2  of  the  1908  Act  instead  of 
those  which  were  subsequently  issued  by  the  Privy  Council 
with  authority. 

Mr.  Stevenson's  Records 

of  longevity  in  the  drug-trade  show 
that  it  must  have  been  a  fairly  prosperous  one  at  all  events 
in  the  past.  But  the  dates  he  gives  of  the  establishment 
of  some  well-known  inns,  if  they  are  authentic,  make  us  a 
poor  second,  if  even  we  are  as  good  as  that.  There  is  one 
other  business,  however,  which  can  give  us  both  a  few 
centuries  and  a  beating,  and  that  is  the  profession  of 
monarchy.  One  would  not  have  supposed  from  the  condi- 
tions under  which  it  was,  and  indeed  is,  carried  on,  that 
this  would  have  been  the  healthiest  of  occupations,  and 
yet  there  are  at  least  three  families  represented  to-day  on 
European  thrones— namely,  the  Bourbons,  the  Hohenzol- 
lerns,  and  the  Hapsburgs — which  can  trace  descent,  not 
always  direct,  but  in  the  respective  families,  and  more  or 
less  continuity  in  the  business,  for  almost  if  not  quite  a 
thousand  years.

BMtorial  Comments. 


The  Budget. 


The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  to  find  seventeen, 
millions  more  revenue  in  1909-10,  and  he  is  raising  four- 
teen millions  odd  by  new  taxation  and  holding  three 
millions  from  the  Sinking  Fund.  The  taxes  are  detailed 
on  p.  703.  The  additional  3s.  9^.  per  proof  gal.  on  spirits- 
will  hit  all  sections  of  the  drug-trade  rather  heavily,  and 
the  proposed  higher  rates  for  off  wine-licences  (3Z.  10s. 
for  premises  under  30Z.  annual  rental,  up  to  101.  for  1001. 
or  over,  compared  with  21.  10s.  at  present)  will  seriously 
interfere  with  the  sale  by  chemists  of  so-called  "  medi- 
cated wines."  When  the  Chancellor  last  December  fore- 
shadowed the  increased  duty  "  on  stuff  that  enfeebles 
the  constitution  and  shatters  the  brain,"  we  suggested  that 
"  it  would  be  well  for  manufacturing  chemists,  wholesale 
druggists,  and  others  interested  to  take  time  by  the  fore- 
lock and  show  the  Chancellor  the  necessity  for  safeguarding 
industrial  interests  "  (C .  ct-  D.,  December  26,  1908,  p.  973). 
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As  the  duty  now  imposed  applies  to  all  distilled  spirits 
except  denatured  spirit,  we  have  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
Chancellor  which  we  may  quote  as  reviewing  the  position 
of  those  whom  we  represent  : 

The  Right  Hon.  D.  Lloyd  George,  M.P.,  Chancellor  of 
tho  Exchequer. 

Sir, — On  December  24,  1908,  I  addressed  you  in  regard 
to  the  probable  increase  in  spirit-duty,  expressing  the  hope 
that  in  anything  that  might  bo  done  in  amending  the  law 
dealing  with  the  consumption  or  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages 
tho  us©  of  duty-free  alcohol  for  industrial  purposes  would 
foe  protected.    This  was  acknowledged  on  December  29. 

The  increase  of  the  spirit-duty  by  3s.  9d.  per  proof  gallon 
now  proposed  somewhat  seriously  affects  the  drug-trade. 
I  gather  from  your  speech  on  April  29  that  in  this  proposal 
your  desire  is  to  tax  intoxicating  spirituous  liquors,  such 
■as  brandy,  gin,  rum,  whisky,  and  other  spirituous  beverages, 
and  you  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  consumer  will 
ultimately  pay. 

I  venture  to  point  out  to  you  several  directions  in  which 
the  duty  will  fall  heavily  upon  the  manufacturers  and  sellers 
of  preparations  which  are  not  intoxicating  beverages  with- 
out recoupment  from  the  public. 

In  regard  to  retail  chemists  and  pharmacists,  I  may  state 
that  tinctures  and  other  spirituous  medicines  will  cost  from 
6d.  to  Is.  or  more  per  ib.,  and  except  in  cases  where  these 
.are  sold  per  sc  (when  the  retail  prices  may  be  increased  by 
i<Z.  and  Id.  per  oz.)  it  will  not  be  possible  to  get  back 
the  duty  from  tho  public.  In  dispensing  medical  prescrip- 
tions these  tinctures,  etc.,  enter  in  fractional  portions  of 
an  ounce,  and  as  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  charges  are 
fixed,  the  dispensing  chemist  will  not  bo  able  to  transfer 
to  the  consumer  the  fraction  of  a  penny  which  tho 
ingredients  cost  him  in  each  case,  but  the  sum  of  these 
fractions  will  in  the  course  of  a  year  amount  to  as  much  in 
the  case  of  each  individual  chemist  as  his  income-tax. 

Tho  same  result  happens  in  the  case  of  a  large  number 
■of  medicinal  and  toilet  preparations  in  which  spirit  is  used 
•as  a  solvent.  Hero  the  prices  of  tho  articles  are  fixed,  and 
the  increased  duty  on  tho  spirit  in  them,  while  being  small 
■relatively  to  the  retail  price,  will  amount  to  a  largo  sum 
per  annum  off  tho  manufacturer's  profits. 

In  the  case  of  aerated  beverages,  such  as  lemonade  and 
ginger-ale,  the  consumption  of  which  I  believe  it  to  be  your 
desire  to  encourage,  the  matter  is  most  serious  to  the  manu- 
facturer. In  the  production  of  these  syrups  are  used  which 
■contain  soluble  flavouring-essences  of  about  proof  strength, 
in  the  proportion  of  2  oz.  of  essence  to  the  gal.,  and  1  oz. 
to  2  oz  of  the  syrup  is  used  for  each  bottle.  The  small 
fraction  of  a  penny  per  dozen  in  increased  cost  of  produc- 
tion cannot  be  transferred  to  the  retailer  or  consumer, 
so  that  the  result  of  the  sugar-duty,  which  heavily  penalised 
manufacturers  of  aerated  beverages,  is  likely  to  be  repeated. 

May  I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  manufac- 
turers of  perfumery  work  a  long  way  ahead  in  the  produc- 
tion of  their  novelties,  and  have  in  many  cases  computed 
and  puhlished  the  prices  of  goods  which  have  been  sold 
for  forward  delivery?  I  have  received  communications 
from  twenty-five  manufacturers  of  perfumes,  and  some  of 
them  tell  me  that,  the  immediate  loss  to  them  will  be  so 
great  as  to  make  the  year's  trading  practically  profitless. 

I  trust  that  it  may  be  possible  for  you  to  give  these  matters 
•consideration,  with  the  view  to  devising  some  means 
whereby  the  additional  tax  intended  to  apply  to  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  shall  not  press  unduly  upon  users  of  alcohol  for 
foeneficent  and  other  purposes,  so  different  from  tho  matters 
outh'ned  in  your  Budget,  speech. 

The  increase  in  the  off-wine  licence-duty  is  also  rather 
sei-qus  for  chemists,  who  have  to  sell  wines  which  are 
medicated,  but.  not  sufficiently  so  to  be  free  from  licence- 
requirement.  Is  it  not  possible  to  create  a  medicated-wine 
licence  for  chemists  only  ?— I  am,  yours  faithfullv. 

The  Editor. 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  we  give  particulars  of  correspon- 
dence with  nearly  a  hundred  manufacturers,  as  a  result  of 
which  a  meeting  was  held  at  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  and  a  full  report  of 
it  appears  in  this  issue.  The  chief  result  of  the  meeting 
was  a  demonstration  of  the  fact  that  once  having  sur- 
mounted the  difficulty  of  getting  allied  sections  of  the 
tipper  ranks  of  the  trade  together,  there  is  still  the  diffi- 
culty of  getting  them  to  agree  upon  a  common  line  of 
action.  The  reasons  for  this  are  sufficiently  set  forth  in 
our  report,  and  all  that  remains  for  us  in  the  matter  is  to 
express  satisfaction  that  so  large  a  number  of  influential 
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manufacturers  and  wholesalers  came  together  under  Mr. 
Thomas  lyrer's  astute  and  guiding  presidency. 

It  is  somewhat  in  the  nature  of  a  forlorn  hope  to  attack 
a  question  of  this  nature  after  the  tax  has  actually  been 
voted  by  the  House  of  Commons,  and  in  view  of  the  dis- 
tinct national  need  for  more  money.  But  we  have  had  in 
view  the  fact  that  the  details  of  the  fresh  duty  have  to  be 
arranged  for  the  Finance  Bill,  and  that  now  is  the  time  for 
consideration  by  the  authorities  of  proposals  for  reasonable 
modification  of  the  incidence  as  regards  spirits  which  aro 
used  for  purposes  so  different  from  those  outlined  in  Mr. 
Lloyd  George's  Budget  speech.  Although  manufacturers 
and  wholesalers  have  debarred  themselves  to  the  major 
degree  from  official  consideration  of  their  position  by  the 
advances  of  their  prices  which  they  have  published,  there 
is  considerable  regret  even  among  them  that  this  course 
was  determined  before  Wednesday's  meeting.  It  is  pro- 
bable from  the  consideration  put  forward  by  Mr.  Walter 
Hills  that  the  interests  of  wholesalers  and  retailers  in  any 
scheme  of  differentiating  potable  spirits  from  medicinal 
spirits  are  difficult  to  reconcile.  The  revenue  imposts  in 
connection  with  tax-concessions  break  the  back  of  the 
little  man,  who  in  this  case  is  the  retailer.  During  the 
week  we  have  received  numerous  communications  from 
this  section  of  the  trade.  We  should  like  those  who  have 
written  to  take  this  as  an  acknowledgment. 


Monopoly  Camphor. 

Our  Tokio  correspondent  sends  us  a  newspaper  para- 
graph giving  a  translation  of  an  article  that  has  appeared 
in  the  Japanese  "  Asahi  "  published  at  Osaka.  The  para- 
graph in  question  makes  the  remarkable  allegation  that  the 
well-known  Suzuki  company,  who  are  refiners  of  Formosan 
camphor,  ar©  in  league  with  the  Formosan  Government  to 
undersell  its  product  on  the  London  market  with  the  object 
of  obtaining  the  monopoly  of  the  camphor-busines6  into  their 
own  hands,  but  investigation  which  we  have  made  on  this 
side  points  to  the  charge  being  exaggerated.  It  appears  that 
under  the  Camphor  Monopoly  law  there  eight  firms  only 
are  allowed  to  refine  camphor.  Among  these  refiners  the 
Suzuki  company  have  been  allowed  to  refine  the  Formosan 
product,  and  the  others  that  of  Japan  proper.  The  quantity 
to  be  refined  and  the  price  are  regulated  by  the  authorities  in 
order  that  the  demand  shall  not  be  exceeded  by  refiners. 
Recently,  however,  the  Suzuki  company  managed,  it  is  said, 
to  obtain  permission  to  produce  crude  camphor  by  using 
the  name  of  another  firm,  and  thus  defied  the  regulations 
forbidding  the  same  persons  to  produce  both  crude  and 
refined  camphor.  It  is  then  asserted  that  the  Suzuki 
company  commenced  a  raid  on  the  customers  of  the  Mitsui 
company,  who  are  the  agents  for  the  sale  of  Formosan  crude 
camphor  on  behalf  of  the  Government,  but  this,  we  learn 
from  Messrs.  Mitsui  &  Co.,  is  untrue.  The  facts  of  the 
case  appear  to  be  that  earlier  in  the  year  the  Suzuki  com- 
pany were  undoubtedly  offering  refined  camphor  in  Europe 
(especially  London)  through  brokers  at  very  low  prices  and 
at  irregular  intervals,  but  the  offers  were  subsequently  with- 
drawn, and  it  is  even  said  that  in  some  cases  the  trans- 
actions were  not  completed.  However  true  this  may  be, 
the  Japanese  refiners  have  taken  up  the  matter,  and  ona 
Kobe  firm  have  obtained  documentary  evidence  from 
London  representing  the  actual  state  of  affairs,  and  for- 
warded it  to  the  Department  of  Finance.  Undoubtedly, 
the  Suzuki  company  have  been  in  a  favoured  position,  and 
the  fact  that  they  have  been  able  to  "  cut  out  "  the  Japanese 
refiners  by  their  manoeuvres  has  caused  considerable  heart- 
burning in  Japan.  Evidently  something  of  an  involved 
nature  has  taken  place  between  the  Formosan  Government 
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and  the  refiners,  the  outcome  of  which  is  difficult  to  foresee. 
Rarely  does  the  price  of  monopoly  crude  camphor  fluctuate 
nowadays,  the  last  alteration  beinp;  in  November  1908,  when 
values  fell  to  155*.  to  140s.  c.i.f.  as  to  grade,  and  even  at 
these  figures  the  monopoly  only  sell  for  forward  delivery. 
It  has,  in  fact,  always  been  the  aim  of  the  monopoly  to 
prevent  fluctuations  as  much  as  possible,  and  as  a  result  of 
this  policy  speculation  does  not  now  exist  so  far  as  they 
are  concerned.  Moreover,  their  business  is  confined  to 
certain  regular  customers — celluloid-makers  and  camphor- 
refiners — of  whom  there  are  between  twenty  and  thirty  in 
Europe,  and,  of  course,  the  main  idea  of  the  monopoly  is 
to  supply  these  firms,  without  any  over-production — i.e., 
to  bring  production  approximately  near  to  consumption. 
Hitherto,  synthetic  camphor  and  the  supplies  of  China 
crude  have  prevented  the  attainment  of  this  object,  but 
signs  are  not  wanting  that  users  of  late  have  been  compelled 
to  buy  from  the  monopoly,  as  synthetic  camphor  has  been 
almost  driven  off  the  market,  and  China  is  no  longer  able 
to  send  forward  supplies  in  sufficient  quantities  to  prevent 
business  going  to  the  monopoly.  As  a  fact,  the  stocks  of 
China  camphor  are  very  small,  and  this,  together  with  the 
recent  good  consumptive  demand,  accounts  for  the  distinct 
improvement  that  has  taken  place  during  the  past  six  weeks.

Consideration  of  Applications. 

Belfast. — A  deputation  representative  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Ireland,  organised  by  the  local  members  of  the 
Council,  waited  on  the  Police  Committee  of  the  Belfast  Cor- 
poration on  April  29.  The  deputation  consisted  of  Messrs. 
James  Horner  Haslett,  William  C.  Dobbin,  D.  W.  Elliott, 
L.  Murray,  James  Guiler,  J.  B.  Hay,  R.  W.  McKnight,  A. 
Wilson,  Thomas  Kennedy,  M.  McDonald,  and  Robert  Barron, 
pharmaceutical  chemists,  and  Messrs.  James  Tate,  William 
Doig,  William  Jamison,  W.  J.  Hardy,  and  Thos.  M.  Moffit 
members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  The  deputation  was 
introduced  by  Councillor  Wm.  McMullan  (Thomas  McMullan 
&  Co.).  Mr.  James  Tate  and  Mr.  W.  C.  Dobbin  then 
addressed  the  committee,  pointing  out  that  in  Belfast  there  are 
considerably  over  a  hundred  qualified  chemists  and  druggists 
keeping  open  shop,  who  are  by  education,  training,  and 
examination  the  proper  persons  to  deal  in  poisonous  sub- 
stances and  for  the  safety  of  the  public  no  application  for 
licences  from  unqualified  persons  should  be  considered.  It 
was  urged  that  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  was  not  in- 
tended to  apply  to  centres  where  the  requirements  of  all  classes 
of  the  public  are  amply  supplied  by  qualified  men,  and  they 
quoted  Subsection  2  of  Section  2  in  support  of  this  contention. 
The  speakers  considered  that  this  meant  that  no  licences 
should  be  granted  in  Belfast,  where  the  varied  requirements 
of  agriculturists  and  horticulturists  are  so  fully  catered  for  by 
a  large  section  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  registered 


druggists,  and  could  only  refer  to  a  few  remote  districts  where 
there  was  a  paucity  of  qualified  poison-sellers.  Dr.  J.  D. 
Williamson  (Chairman)  observed  that  he  did  not  altogether  see 
where  the  great  danger  was  in  handing  out  sealed  packages  of 
poisons  for  specific  purposes  under  the  regulations  of  this  Act. 
To  this  Mr.  Doig  and  Mr.  Hardy  replied,  the  former  also 
drawing  attention  to  the  Arsenic  Act  and  the  latter  quoting 
from  a  letter  of  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell,  M.P.,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Agricultural  Department  of  Ireland  was  in  favour  of  adequate 
safeguards  against  dotting  shops  all  over  the  country  where 
facilities  exist  for  the  sale  of  sheep-dip,  and  that  Mr.  Russell 
believes  Clause  2  is  an  adequate  safeguard  against  the  undue 
expansion  of  facilities  for  the  sale  of  these  substances.  The 
Chairman  informed  the  deputation  that  the  committee  would 
carefully  consider  their  views  when  dealing  with  applications 
for  licences  under  the  Act.  A  letter  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  also  read,  and  consideration  of  it  deferred. 

Bristol.— Several  applications  are  under  consideration  in 
addition  to  the  two  already  granted.  The  local  Chemists' 
Association  has  memorialised  the  Watch  Committee  of  the 
Town  Council  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  permissive, 
and  that  there  is  no  need  in  Bristol  for  increased  facilities  for 
the  sale  of  poisonous  substances. 

Bromley.— The  proprietors  of  Winton's  Drug  C  o.,  17  Market 
Square,  have  written  to  the  Town  Council  pointing  out  that 
there  are  four  chemists  carrying  on  business  within  a  few 
doors  of  the  applicants  for  poison-licences.  The  letter  will  be 
considered  in  conjunction  with  the  applications. 

Cumberland.— The  County  Council  have  consented  to 
receive  Mr.  T.  Ridley,  of  Carlisle,  and  Mr.  T.  W.  Townley, 
Keswick,  as  a  deputation  from  the  chemists  to  oppose  the 
granting  of  the  licences.  . 

Edinburgh.— The  Public  Health  Committee  s  recommenda- 
tion to  grant  thirteen  poison-licences  came  before  the  Town 
Council  on  May  4.  It  was  decided,  after  discussion,  to  accede 
to  the  request  of  the  objecting  chemists  and  to  hear  then- 
counsel.

Glasgow. — An  interesting  development  has  arisen  in  Glas- 
gow in  connection  with  the  applications  for  Section  2  licences. 
A  number  of  applications  have  within  the  past  few  weeks  been 
lodged  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  these,  in  accordance  with 
the  Act,  have  been  intimated  to  the  Chief  Constable,  who— 
as  in  the  case  of  others  interested— is  entitled  to  lodge  objec- 
tions within  fourteen  days.  Objections,  it  appears,  have  been 
lodged  on  behalf  of  a  number  of  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
it  is  understood  that  the  applications  and  objections  will  he- 
considered  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  magistrates  next  week. 
Parties  may  be  heard  personally  or  through  an  agent. 

Kendal.— The  Town  Council  on  April  27  received  a  report 
from  the  Watch  Committee,  which  referred  to  the  regulation 
provisions  as  to  licensing  premises  where  food  for  human 
consumption  is  sold.  A  sub-committee,  which  had  made  in- 
quiries, recommended  that  the  matter  should  be  referred 
back  to  the  Committee  for  further  consideration.  In  the  dis- 
cussion which  ensued  it  was  stated  that  the  Watch  Committee 
would  not  be  given  power  to  grant  or  refuse  licences.  The 
matter  was  referred  back,  and  Mr.  E.  Farrer  gave  notice  that, 
at  the  next  meeting  he  should  move  that  in  view  of  the  reason- 
able facilities  already  existing  in  the  town  no  licences  should 
be  granted. 

Kilkenny.— A  letter  from  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland  was  considered  by  the  Urban 
Council  recently.  The  Registrar  wished  to  know  by  what 
authority  the  Council  claimed  the  right  to  issue  licences  under 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  since  by  Section  2,  Sub- 
section 4,  they  may  only  be  granted  by  the  "Council  of  the 
County."  The  Town  Clerk  said  that  the  Urban  Council  had 
not  as  yet  received  copies  of  the  Act,  but  he  had  obtained 
a  loan  of  one  from  the  Secretary  of  the  County  Council. 
After  he  had  read  Section  4  of  the  Act  (which  as  regards 
Ireland  deems  the  local  authority  to  be  the  County  Council), 
Alderman  McCarthy  remarked,  "  Ireland  is  a  nonentity  in 
the  eyes  of  the  British  Parliament."  The  Mayor  added, 
"  Tell  them  our  population  is  over  ten  thousand,  and  that 
we  are  entitled  to  issue  licences."  The  Town  Clerk  was 
instructed  accordinglv. 

Lancaster  Town  Council  has  decided  to  have  a  detailed 
report  upon  the  Act  prepared  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  to 
invite  the  applicants  for  licences  and  the  representatives  of 
the  Chemists'  Association  to  the  meeting  of  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Committee  when  the  question  of  granting  licences 
is  considered. 

Maidstone.— The  Town  Council  on  April  28  considered  a 
letter  from  Mr.  A.  F.  Corfe,  chemist  and  druggist,  asking 
the  Council  to  hear  a  representation  on  behalf  of  chemists. 
Mr.  Brownscombe  gave  notice  that  he  should  move  that  in 
view  of  the  number  of  chemists  in  the  town  the  licences  were 
unnecessary.  Mr.  Dyke  said  the  matter  required  very  careful 
consideration.  If  the  Council  decided  not  to  grant  such 
licences  it  would  mean  that  he  would  have  to  cease  selling  hop 
wash.    The  Mayor  observed  that  the  chemists  in  the  town 
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appeared  to  think  that  other  traders  were  not  to  be  trusted 
with  poisons.    No  delinite  decision  was  arrived  at. 

MONMOUTHSHIRE. — The  _  County  Council  considered,  on 
May  5,  I  ho  Works  Committee's  recommendation  that  poison- 
licences  bo  issued  by  the  clerk,  providing  that  the  Chief  Con- 
stable had  no  objections  to  the  applicants.  Sir  Henry  Math' 
Jackson  thought  the  Committee  had  misread  the  Act,  as  addi- 
tional facilities  should  not  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  poisons  in 
those  districts  where  they  were  not  required.  The  Clerk  (Mr. 
H.  Stafford  Gustard)  said  there  was  a  strong  feeling  upon  the 
matter  among  the  chemists  of  the  county.  He  would  be  glad 
if  the  Committee  would  relieve  him  of  tho  responsibility  of 
granting  licences.  Sir  Henry  Jackson  pointed  out  that 
licences  would  only  be  granted  after  consultation  with  the 
Chief  Constable.  Mr.  T.  Dutfield  remarked  that  poisons  were 
sold  in  sealed  packages,  and  it  would  be  a  convenience  for 
farmers  to  be  able  to  buy  their  sheep-dip  in  the  locality  with- 
out having  to  go  some  miles  to  the  nearest  town,  as  was  now 
often  the  case.  The  Clerk  stated  that  he  had  had  an  applica- 
tion for  an  additional  licence  at  Chepstow.  Mr.  J.  Straker 
opposed  any  additional  facilities  for  the  sale  of  poisons  being 
granted  at  Abergavenny.  After  further  discussion  the  matter 
was  referred  back  to  the  Committee,  with  power  to  act. 

NORTHAMPTON. — The  deputation  of  local  chemists  which  was 
■io  await  upon  the  Town  Council  on  May  3  has  been  advised 
by  the  Town  Clerk  to  appear  before  tho  Watch  Committee 
next  week  prior  to  approaching  the  whole  Council. 

Peterborough.— Tho  Town  Council  considered  at  the 
weekly  meeting  on  April  30  the  application  of  Messrs.  W.  &  J. 
Brown,  nurserymen,  etc.,  12  Narrow  Street,  for  a  poison- 
licence.  Tho  Mayor  (Alderman  J.  B.  Tebbutt)  presided,  and 
Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  was  also  present.  The  Deputy  Town 
Clerk  stated  that  a  letter  had  been  received  in  respect  to  tho 
application  from  tho  Peterborough  Pharmacists'  Association, 
pointing  out  that  the  present  facilities  for  obtaining  agricul- 
lural  and  horticultural  poisons  were  already  more  than 
adequate,  and  any  extension  would  tend  to  increase  the  danger 
io  the  public  which  was  always  associated  with  the  use  of 
such  articles.  In  tho  short  space  of  Narrow  Street  there  were 
already  five  vendors  who  were  fully  qualified  to  sell  poisonous 
preparations.  The  Chief  Constable  said  the  notice  was  not  in 
order.  It  was  addressed  to  "  all  whom  it  may  concern,"  ancr 
not  signod  by  anyone.  Mr.  Slater  thought  it  was  due  notice, 
seeing  it  had  been  sent  in  a  letter  from  the  (inn.  The  Chief 
Constable  said  ho  should  object  to  the  application  unless  the 
local  authority  were  satisfied  there  was  a  separate  counter  set 
aside  for  tho  sale  of  the  poisonous  substances.  Mr.  Crawley  : 
"  Do  Messrs.  Brown  sell  food  for  human  consumption?  "  A 
voico  :  "They  sell  apples."  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Crawley  said 
they  sold  apple  trees,  but  he  did  not  know  they  were  fruiterers. 
Mr.  Whitsed  said  for  tho  purposes  of  tho  discussion  it  would 
bo  assumed  that  proper  notice  had  been  given.  Ho  moved 
that  tho  application  be  not  granted.  Thoro  wcro  about 
twenty  fully  qualified  chemists  in  the  district,  and  ho  did  not 
think  it  necessary  for  tho  florists  to  start  selling  poisonous 
substances.  Thoro  was  nothing  to  prevent  people  buying  the 
stuff  from  duly  qualified  chemists.  Mr.  Crawley  said  the 
question  wanted  well  considering.    Hero  is  a  firm  that  has 

been  using  a  certain  article         (Alderman  Redhead:  "And 

selling.")  Mr.  Crawley,  continuing,  said  tho  firm  had  been 
using  and  selling  a  certain  article  for  the  purposes  of  their 
trade,  and  ho  did  not  seo  why  people  selling  a  certain  com- 
modity should  bo  deprived  unless  they  had  broken  the  law. 
1  Io  proposed  an  amendment  that  they  grant  tho  licence  as  a 
matter  of  business.  No  seconder  was  found  to  the  amend- 
ment, and  tho  original  motion  was  carried,  Mr.  Crawley  voting 
against  it. 

Roxburgh.— Tho  County  Council  at  Jedburgh  on  May  4 
considered  tho  recommendation  of  tho  Standing  Joint  Com- 
mittee that  two  applications  for  licences  be  refused.  Mr. 
Smith  (Mowhaugh)  said  he  understood  that  the  chemists  were 
endeavouring  to  socuro  a  monopoly,  which  the  agriculturists 
considered  would  be  against  their  interests.  Many  outlying 
districts  wero  affected  by  the  licence  question.  The  County 
Clerk  (Mr.  Sformonth  Darling)  pointed  out  that  the  other  side 
argued  that  it  was  not  advisable  to  increase  the  facilities  for 
obtaining  poisons.  The  Chief  Constable  (Mr.  Porter)  said 
such  increase  would  be  fraught  with  danger  to  the  public,  as  it, 
prevented  stricter  investigation.  Poisonous  sheep-dips  and 
weed-killers  had  been  sold  illegally  for  several  years.  Mr. 
Smith  contended  that  if  tho  chemists  had  a  "  monopoly  " 
they  would  raise  their  charges.  The  matter  was  remitted  to 
the  Standing  Joint  Committee  to  deal  with  each  case  on  its 
merits. 

Suffolk. — At  a  meeting  of  tho  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee of  the  East  Suffolk  County  Council,  held  at  Ipswich 
Shire  Hall  on  May  4,  Mr.  Osborne  (deputy-clerk)  submitted 
a  report  from  Dr.  Crowfoot  and  Mr  G.  J.  Gostling  with 
regard  to  the  granting  of  licences,  also  letters  from  Mr.  H. 
Gower,  chemist,  Bungav :  Messrs.  Stearn  Bros.,  chemists, 
Stowmarket;  and  Mr.  T.  Wilson,  chemist,  Stowmarket;  and 
from  tho  Traders  in  Provisions  Compound  for  Trade  Purposes 


Protection  Society.  Mr.  Gostling  explained  that  this  was  not  a 
matter  of  trade  jealousy,  but  of  the  protection  of  the  public. 
Mr.  G.  H.  Carrett  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  that 
the  Council  be  recommended  to  take  tho  necessary  steps  in 
accordance  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  it.  This  was 
agreed  to.    The  licence-fee  was  fixed  at  5.'. 

Tux. — The  Town  Council  considered  the  regulations  to- 
gether with  an  application  for  a  licence  by  Mr.  Donald  Ross 
(see  applications  considered).  Mr.  Robert  Alexander,  chemist 
and  druggist  (Messrs.  D.  G.  Munro  &  Co.,  Tain),  wrote  pro- 
testing against  the  granting  of  a  licence  on  the  ground  that 
there  are  two  chemists  in  Tain.  Tho  Provost  thought  the 
licence  should  be  granted  because  the  firm  had  been  doing 
that  business  for  a  long  time.  On  tho  Town  Clerk  pointing 
out  that  a  fortnight  must  elapse  after  the  advertising  of 
intention  of  application,  the  matter  was  deferred. 

Tyrone. — The  County  Council  have  received  a  number  of 
applications  from  merchants  in  various  villages  in  the  county. 
After  discussion  it  was  decided  to  ask  tho  district  inspectors 
of  police  of  the  different  places  to  report  whether  the  appli- 
cants are  suitable  persons  to  be  granted  licences  for  the  sale 
of  these  substances. 

Applications  Granted. 

Bristol. — Brown  &  Sons,  seed-merchants,  Bridge  Street, 
and  Parker  &  Sons.  Royal  Promenade. 

Harrogate. — E.  J.  Batchelor  &  Sons,  seedsmen.  Station 
Square,  and  Alva  J.  Hall,  florist,  12  Parliament  Street. 

Stirling. — The  County  Council  met  specially  on  May  4  to 
consider  applications  from  seven  firms  (C.  &  D.,  April  17, 
p.  594),  Provost  Thomson  stating  that  it  seemed  only  reason- 
able to  continue  the  sale  of  the  poisons  in  the  hands  of  those 
who  had  dealt  in  them  for  so  many  years.  The  chemists  and 
druggists  of  the  town  petitioned  against  the  applications,  but 
it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  grant  them. 

Applications  Refused. 

Accrington. — The  Town  Council  have  refused  to  grant  a 
licence  to  Mr.  F.  Holt,  florist  and  seedsman,  on  tho  ground 
that  it  would  be  unwise  to  extend  the  number  of  vendors  of 
poisonous  substances.  A  letter  from  tho  chemists  in  the  dis- 
trict had  been  put  in  drawing  attention  to  tho  "  reasonable 
requirements  "  condition. 

CARDIFF. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Health  Committee  of  the 
Corporation  on  May  4  the  applications  of  Messrs.  Wm. 
Tresedar,  John  Hibbert  &  Sons,  W.  E.  Walker,  Wm.  Lewis  & 
Sons,  ar„d  Messrs.  Noah  Rees  &  Sons  (C.  <fc  D.,  May  1,  p.  674) 
wore  refused.  Tho  committee  considered  each  case  on  its 
merits,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  in  the  neighbourhood 
where  each  applicant  carries  on  business  the  reasonable  re- 
quirements of  the  public  are  already  satisfied  by  the  close 
proximity  of  chemists'  shops. 

Peterborough. — W.  &  J.  Brown,  nurserymen,  12  Narrow 
Street. 

Fees  Fixed. 

Bolton. — Tho  Town  Council's  Sanitary  Committee  have 
decided  to  charge  10s.  bd.  for  a  licence,  and  Is.  for  renewal, 
inspection  of  register,  or  copy  of  each  entry  in  register. 

Cumberland. — The  County  Council  have  fixed  the  fees  for 
licences  at  10s.  bd. ;  for  renewal  or  inspection  of  the  register, 
2s.  bd. 

Lancashire.— Tho  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  Committee  of 
the  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  present  the 
maximum  fees  allowed  by  the  regulations — viz.,  10s.  bd.  for 
a  grant,  and  Is.  bd.  for  a  renewal,  of  a  licence. 

Wimbledon. — The  Watch  Committee  of  the  Town  Council 
has  decided  on  a  fee  of  7s.  bd.  for  each  licence,  Is.  bd.  for  a 
renewal,  and  Is.  for  an  inspection  of  the  register.  The  fee» 
for  a  copy  of  each  entry,  if  such  copy  is  taken  by  the  Council's 
officer,  is  to  be  2s.  bd.  Licences  are  to  expire  on  March  31  in 
each  year. 

Excerpts  from  the  Press. 

The  "  Northampton  Independent  "  for  May  1  had  a  topical 
article  entitled  "  Chemists  and  the  Corporation,"  dealing  with 
the  Town  Clerk's  opinion.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Town 
Council  on  Monday  night  the  Town  Clerk  stated  that  it, 
had  been  reported  in  the  chemists'  journals  that  he  had 
ruled  tnat  "  preference  should  be  given  to  nursery- 
men "  in  the  granting  of  poison-licences.  He  wished 
it  to  be  known  that  this  was  not  his  ruling,  but  the 
order  of  the  Privy  Council,  and  he  also  desired  to  deny  the 
statement  made  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Northampton 
Pharmacists'  Association  that  the  Town  Council  contemplated 
granting  such  licences  to  nurserymen  because  the  Council  had 
not  yet  considered  the  subject.  In  consequence  of  this  state- 
ment a  special  meeting  of  the  Northampton  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening,  Mr.  E.  Dennis  in 
the  chair.  A  letter  from  the  Town  Clerk  was  submitted,  and 
the  unanimous  opinion  expressed  that  the  statements  in  the 
Town  Clerk's  letter  fully  justified  the  reports  in  the  trade 
journal  upon  tho  point. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 


WEDNESDAY'S  meeting  was  well  attended,  and  at  the 
beginning  sympathy  was  expressed  with  Mr.  Currie 
on  the  cause  of  his  absence.  M.  Bocquillon-Limousin 
thanked  the  Society  for  the  donation  of  ten  guineas  made 
on  behalf  of  British  pharmacists  to  the  Berthelot  Memorial 
Fund.  The  sum  of  81L  was  distributed  from  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  to  relieve  the  needs  of  five  applicants  for  assist- 
ance. The  Parliamentary  Secretary  was  instructed  to  see 
what  could  be  done  to  procure  the  exemption  of  land  held 
by  the  Society  for  charitable  purposes  from  the  proposed 
tax  on  increment  and  surrender  values.  To  him  was  also 
allotted  the  task  of  approaching  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer in  regard  to  the  increase  in  the  duty  on  spirit,  which 
presses  very  heavily  on  the  drug-trade.  Dr.  Symes  thought 
that  the  efforts  of  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  should  be 
supplemented  by  a  deputation.  It  was  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Harrison  that  there  are  objections  against  such  a  course,  but 
that  if  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  found  that  one  should  be  sent,  it 
could  still  be  done.  The  matter  of  the  room  for  members 
was  settled  by  the  allocation  of  the  inner  library,  which,  it 
was  pointed  out,  was  set  apart  for  this  purpose  some  years 
ago.  A  number  of  applications  have  been  received  for  re- 
gistration under  Clause  4  (b)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  and  the  applicants  have  been  informed  that  the  by- 
laws under  this  enabling  clause  have  not  yet  been  formu- 
lated. The  Pereira  medal  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Sydney 
Smith,  and  Miss  Neve  has  won  the  Silver  medal  given  by 
the  Council.  Mr.  P.  W.  Squire  has  offered  the  Society  an 
©il-painting  of  his  late  father,  Mr.  Peter  Squire,  which  was 
accepted.  Mr.  Gifford  inquired  regarding  the  Parliamen- 
tary Representation  Committee,  the  formation  of  which  the 
President  is  promoting.  He  was  informed  that  the  matter 
is  not  one  for  the  Council  to  discuss. 


A  Meeting  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.,  on  May  5.  There  were  present  :  The  President  (Mr. 
J.  R.  Young),  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  F.  Harrington), 
Treasurer  (Mr.  Walter  Hills),  and  Messrs.  C.  B.  Allen, 
A.  S.  Campkin,  W.  G.  Cross,  J.  H.  Cuff,  W.  H.  Gibson, 
R.  L.  Gifford,  D.  Gilmour,  A.  Hagon,  J.  Harrison,  A.  E. 
Hobbs,  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  C.  J.  Park,  P.  F.  Rowsell, 
C.  Symes,  E.  White,  and  A.  C.  Wootton. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  having  been  read 
and  confirmed, 

The  President  welcomed  Mr.  Walter  Hills  on  his  return 
and  recovery  from  illness. 

Condolence. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Currie,  who  was 
not  able  to  be  present  owing  to  a  "  combination  of  cir- 
cumstances." The  members  of  the  Council,  said  the  Pre- 
sident, are  aware  of  the  reason  for  Mr.  Currie's  absence. 
After  the  sad  death  of  his  only  son  it  is  no  wonder  that 
Mr.  Currie  has  little  heart  to  tackle  the  routine  work  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

Mr.  Rowsell  endorsed  the  President's  remarks,  and  re- 
lated the  sad  circumstances  which  caused  his  son's  sudden 
death  at  Exeter. 

Mr.  Gilmour  said  he  would  convey  to  Mr.  Currie  the 
sympathy  of  his  fellow-councillors.  He  was  sure  that  the 
kindly  way  the  Council  had  alluded  to  the  severe  blow 
would  help  to  soften  the  asperity  of  the  event. 

Berthelot  Memorial. 
A  letter  was  read  from  M.  H.  Boequillon-Limousin 
thanking  the  Council  for  a  donation  of  ten  guineas  to  the 
Berthelot  Memorial  Fund.  The  donation  made  on  behalf 
of  British  pharmacists  recalled  the  interest  taken  in  Great 
'Britain  in  the  Pelletier-Caventou  Memorial  Fund  in  1900. 


The  President,  after  alluding  to  the  comphmentary 
form  of  the  letter,  said  it  was  a  happy  thought  of  Mr. 
Wootton  to  suggest  the  donation. 

Elections. 

A  number  of  members  and  student-associates  were 
elected,  and  many  were  restored  to  their  former  position 
in  the  Society.  Some  names  were  also  restored  to  the 
register  of  chemists  and  druggists.

The  Vice-President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the 
report,  mentioned  that  subscriptions  towards  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  had  been  received  from  the  Brighton  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmacy  and  Mr.  ,v.  H.  Gibson  and  the 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  was  then- 
taken  in  committee,  after  which 

Mr.  Cross,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  811.  was  recommended  to  be  distributed  to  five  appli- 
cants for  assistance.  One  of  the  applicants  was  a  man- 
well  known  to  many  of  the  councillors  ;  he  was  once  in 
flourishing  circumstances,  but  through  illness  and  mis- 
fortune had  been  obliged  to  apply  to  the  Benevolent  Fund 
for  assistance.  In  regard  to  the  finance  proposals  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to  tax  incremental  land  values 
he  suggested  that  the  Government  should  be  approached  to 
exempt  from  the  incidence  of  the  tax  charitable  funds 
derived  from  ground-rents. 

Mr.  Cross  pointed  out  that  the  income  derived  from 
Consols  is  not  subject  to  income-tax,  and  he  had  no  doubt 
that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  would  see  the 
justice  of  extending  this  exemption  to  the  investments  of 
the  Society  in  ground-rents. 

The  President  said  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  has 
been  directed  to  put  himself  into  communication  with  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  regard  to  this  matter. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

L.,  M.,  S.,  and  H.  Committee. 
The  Treasurer  then  presented  the  report  of  the  Library, 
Museum,  School,  and  House  Committee.    The  report  re- 
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commended  the  payment  of  Messrs.  Parkinson  &  Son's 
account  for  38/.  3.s.  for  work  done  during  the  month.  The 
Dean  of  the  school  was  given  permission  to  purchase  appara- 
tus to  illustrate  the  process  of  sterilisation  to  the  phar- 
macy class.  It  was  recommended  that  it  is  not  advisable 
to  supply  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  to  public  libraries 
as  hitherto.  The  committee  also  recommended  that  the 
inner  library  (the  old  Council-room)  shoidd  be  devoted  to  the 
use  of  members  and  be  known  as  the  "  Members'  Room," 
and  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  announce  this  continually 
so  that  the  members  should  become  aware  that  there  is  a 
room  available.  It  was  also  stated  that  Miss  Neve  and 
Messrs.  Evans  and  Smith  had  been  admitted  to  the  Re- 
search Laboratories. 

The  Treasurer,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report 
mentioned  that  the  inner  library  was  set  apart  for  the 
use  of  members  some  years  ago,  but  this,  apparently,  had 
been  forgotten. 

Mr.  Hagon  inquired  whether  members  could  meet  friends 
in  the  members'  room  and  have  their  letters  addressed 
there.  These  would  be  great  privileges  to  country 
members. 

The  President  :  That  seems  to  be  an  extension  of  the 
original  suggestion,  but  no  legitimate  action  is  likely  to 
be  objected  to. 

Mr.  Harrison  said  the  expression  "  use  of  members  " 
covers  all  uses  to  which  the  room  could  be  nut. 

Mr.  Allen  suggested  direction  boards  in  the  entrance 
hall  and  library. 

Mr.  Cukf  said  he  had  made  a  similar  suggestion  to  the 
committee. 

The  President  said  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  proposed 
indication  should  not  be  made. 

The  TREASURER  thought  it  inadvisable  to  draw  too  hard- 
and-fast  a  line  between  members  and  non-members. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Examinations  Report. 
Statistics  of  the  April  examinations  were  then  submitted. 
These  showed  that  at  the  London  examinations  out  of 
23  candidates  for  the  Major  11  passed,  and  of  213  Minor 
candidates  66  were  successful.  In  Scotland  the  three 
Major  candidates  failed,  and  of  83  Minor  candidates 
36  passed. 

Diplomas,  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  Society,  were 
granted  to  pharmaceutical  chemists  who  passed. 

The  Registrar  reported  that  he  had  registered  twenty- 
four  apprentices  or  students  during  the  month. 

The  report  of  the  Examiners  on  the  Council  Prizes  ex- 
amination recommended  that  the  Pereira  medal  be  awarded 
to  Mr.  Sydney  Smith  and  the  silver  medal  to  Miss  Grace  M. 
Neve.  The  Council  confirmed  these  recommendations  and 
thanked  Professor  Bower,  Dr.  Dobbin,  and  Mr.  T.  Wilson, 
who  conducted  the  examination. 

General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  report  of  this  committee  was  then  read.  A  number 
of  applications  for  registration  have  been  made  under 
Clause  4  (b)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  and  the  appli- 
cants have  been  informed  that  the  by-laws  regulating  the 
admission  of  the  persons  named  in  the  clause  have  not  yet 
been  formulated.  The  Parliamentary  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  ascertain  whether  ground-rents  derived  from 
Jand-valuc6  applied  to  charitable  purposes  will  bo  exempt 
from  the  tax  proposals  of  the  Budget.  The  incidence  of  the 
spirit-tax  was  also  considered.  In  regard  to  the  attitude 
of  local  authorities  in  granting  poison-licences  without  con- 
sidering the  demands  of  the  neighbourhood,  the  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  take  steps  to  insure  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  are  not  disregarded  by 
local  authorities. 

The  President,  referiing  to  applications  for  registration 
without  examination  under  Clause  4  {!>)  from  persons  who 
are  supposed  to  come  under  the  provisions,  said  it  was  im- 
possible to  give  these  "inquisitive  gentlemen"  the  infor- 
mation wanted  as  the  by-laws  have  not  yet  been  formulated. 
As  these  depend  on  the  curriculum  by-laws,  it  will 
be  some  time  before  the  regulations  will  be  ready.  In 
regard  to  the  increase  in  the  spirit-duty  which  is  in- 
cluded in  the  Budget  proposals,  the  President  referred  to 
the  doing  of  something  at  once.    He  was  glad  to  see  that 


outside  efforts  are  being  made,  but  he  wished  the  members 
to  know  that  the  Society  is  doing  all  it  can  to  obtain  relief. 
Mr.  Glyn- Jones  has  been  asked  to  see  what  can  be  done 
in  the  matter. 

Poison-Licence. 
The  President  next  commented  on  the  paragraphs  about 
poison-licences.  He  said  his  attention  had  been  called  to 
the  wholesale  way  in  which  applications  for  licences  are 
being  sent  in  fram  seedsmen.  He  took  the  opportunity  of 
assuring  the  numerous  correspondents  who  had  written  to 
him  that  he  was  keenly  alive  to  the  importance  and  urgency 
of  the  situation.  Everything  will  be  done  to  conserve  the 
interests  of  chemists.  The  Act  is  being  glaringly  and  abso- 
lutely deliberately  misinterpreted  in  many  places.  Mr. 
Hagon  has,  however,  informed  him  that  at  Cardiff  all 
licences  have  been  refused,  and  this  without  calling  upon  the 
chemists'  deputation  for  evidence.  The  President  pro- 
ceeded to  urge  that  chemists  should  take  the  matter  in  hand 
in  their  own  town6.  The  opposition  of  local  men  is  more 
potent  than  that  of  a  corporate  body.  The  central  authority 
will  be  pleased  to  give  advice  on  the  matter,  but  direct 
representation  from  individual  chemists  is  of  more  avail 
than  that  from  a  corporate  body  in  London.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  licences  may  be  granted  in  default  of 
opposition. 

The  Spirit-duty. 

Dr.  Symes  said  the  proposed  increase  in  the  6pirit-duties 
is  a  serious  matter  to  those  chemists  who  carry  on  businesses 
where  the  profits  are  scarcely  equal  to  the  very  moderate 
expenditure.  It  was  scarcely  intended  to  tax  chemists 
especially,  and  yet  the  incidence  is  such  as  to  impose  a  tax 
equal  to  double  or  treble  the  income-tax.  If  the  proposal 
had  been  made  directly  in  the  Budget  that  chemists  should 
be  especially  taxed,  the  enormity  of  the  tax  would  have 
been  very  obvious.  Very  active  steps  should  be  taken  in  the 
matter  in  addition  to  what  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary is  doing.  The  reply  to  the  representations  by  Mr. 
Glyn- Jones  will  probably  bo  that  chemists  can  recoup  them- 
selves out  of  their  customers,  but  this  is  impracticable  in 
dispensing.  He  thought  it  would  be  easy  to  devise  some 
system  of  rebate  on  spirit  used  for  medicinal  purposes, 
because  at  present  spirit  cannot  be  received  without  permits. 
Medical  men  are  to  receive  a  concession  in  regard  to  their 
motor-cars,  and  he  (Dr.  Symes)  thought  that  chemists  have 
an  equally  just  claim  for  fair  treatment.  The  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  has  expressed  his  willingness  to  meet 
objections  as  far  as  possible,  and  on  this  account  a  deputa- 
tion from  the  Society  should  be  appointed  to  wait  on  him. 

Mr.  Allen  said  that  the  question  had  been  thoroughly 
discussed  in  committee,  and  a  definite  conclusion  arrived 
at.  Ho  hoped  Dr.  Symes's  suggestion  would  not  be 
adopted.  The  gist  of  his  remarks  is  that  chemists  are  not 
business-men  if  they  allow  the  incidence  of  the  tax  to 
come  out  of  their  own  pockets.  There  is  not  much  doubt 
that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  viewed  the  matter 
from  every  side.  Chemists  are  in  the  same  boat  with  the 
tobacco-dealers,  the  brewers,  and  the  publicans.  (Mur- 
murs.) Of  course,  chemists  are  more  educated,  but  in 
selling  medicines  they  must  take  to  some  extent  the  position 
of  tradesmen.  It  is  necessary  to  look  the  matter  full  in 
the  face,  and  make  their  customers  pay  for  the  increase 
in  the  duty.  Mr.  Allen  referred  to  the  action  of  the 
perfume-manufacturers,  who  have  decided  to  make  an 
immediate  advance  of  10  per  cent,  in  their  prices.  Phar- 
macists must  approach  the  matter  like  every  other  business- 
man, and  do  something  on  the  same  lfnes  at  once. 

The  President  said  the  matter  was  well  discussed  on  the 
previous  evening,  and  after  every  objection  had  been 
answered  the  decision  of  the  committee  was  arrived  at. 
Tobacconists  put  up  the  price  of  their  goods  within 
twenty-four  hours,  and  it  should  be  as  easy  for  chemists  to 
advance  the  price  of  tincture  of  myrrh.  The  large  amount 
of  the  rise  made  it  easier  to  recover  the  cost  from  the 
public. 

Dr.  Symes,  replying  to  the  criticisms,  asked  if  there  is 
anything  so  monstrous  as  a  tax  on  the  suffering  and 
afflicted  members  of  the  community.  Something  might  be 
done  to  bring  about  a  rebate  on  medicinal  spirit.  The 
wholesale  people  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  matter;  they 
have  already  put  up  their  prices,  and  will  make  a  great 
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profit  out  of  the  increased  duty.  It  is  the  retailer  who  will 
suffer  a  grave  injustice  if  nothing  is  done.  He  (Dr.  Symes) 
said  the  question  of  poison-licences,  which  has  been  dis- 
cussed at  great  length,  is  a  trivial  matter  compared  with 
this  increase  in  the  spirit-duty. 

Mr.  Harrison  thought  that  by  placing  the  matter  in 
the  hands  of  the  Parliamentary  (Secretary  the  best  thing 
possible  had  been  done.  The  analogy  of  rebate  on  motor- 
spirit  for  business  purposes  would  hold  good  in  the  case 
of  alcohol  if  no  great  principle  were  violated.  He  was 
not  sure  that  any  concession  would  be  granted,  having 
regard  to  the  suspicious  manner  with  which  the  authorities 
'look  upon  the  sale  by  chemists  of  large  quantities  of 
spirituous  medicines.  Chemists,  however,  are  bound  by 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  ought  to  be  protected  in 
getting  tinctures  at  the  lowest  price.  He  was  not  so  sure 
that  a  deputation  would  not  leave  the  presence  of  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  a  worse  position  than  they 
entered.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  a  shrewd 
man,  and  by  skilful  questioning  might  get  the  deputation 
to  admit  more  than  they  desired  to.  If  the  Parliamentary 
Secretary  finds  that  it  is  advisable  to  send  a  deputation, 
then  will  be  the  time  to  act.  The  trade  is  in  a  better 
position  now  than  on  the  two  occasions  when  small  duties 
of  6d.  were  added.  It  was  then  not  possible  to  pass  the 
cost  on,  but  now  there  is  an  opportunity  of  doing  so  and 
collecting  a  fair  percentage  over  as  our  charge  for  collect- 
ing it. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  that  it  would  not  be  possible  to  im- 
pose any  tax  that  did  not  create  some  hardships.  The 
Chancellor's  remarks  that  the  increase  in  the  spirit-duty 
would  not  apply  to  commercial  alcohol  might  perhaps  be 
construed  into  covering  alcohol  used  in  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist.  The  resources  of  pharmacy  are  not 
exhausted,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  use  other  substances 
than  spirit  as  preservatives,  such  as  glycerin.  In  regard 
to  poison-licences  chemists  must  let  the  local  authorities 
know  that  they  are  prepared  to  sell  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural poisons.  The  door  is  at  present  opened,  and  if 
chemists  fail  to  supply  the  requirements  of  the  public 
the  door  may  be  opened  to  admit  the  sale  of  other  poisons. 

The  report  was  then  carried.  Dr.  Symes  so  emphatically 
dissented  that  the  President  asked  if  he  really  objected 
to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  doing  what  is  possible  in  the  matter 
as  suggested  in  the  report.  "There  should  be  a  deputa- 
tion as  well,"  retorted  Dr.  Symes. 

Government  Visitor's  Report. 
The  Privy  Council  transmitted  a  copy  of  the  Govern- 
ment Visitor's  report  on  the  examinations  held  during  the 
year  ended  March  31.  In  this  report  Dr.  W.  H.  Willcox 
gives  detailed  statistics  as  to  the  failures  at  the  examina- 
tions, and  concludes  with  the  following  observations  : 

The  noteworthy  feature  of  the  above  results  is  the  high 
percentage  of  failures  in  the  examination  as  a  whole,  and 
this  is  especially  pronounced  in  the  practical  portion  of 
the  examination. 

The  greatest  fairness  was  uniformly  shown  by  the 
■examiners  to  the  candidates  throughout  the  examination, 
and  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the  examiners  to 
have  allowed  any  of  the  rejected  candidates  to  have  passed, 
since  in  every  case  of  failure  there  were  strong  and  sufficient 
reasons  why  the  candidate  should  not  be  allowed  to  pass, 
owing  to  a  quite  inadequate  and  insufficient  knowledge  of 
his  subject. 

The  high  percentage  of  failures  in  practical  chemistry 
shows  a  great  deficiency  in  the  training  of  candidates  in 
laboratory  work. 

The  candidates  themselves  appeared  to  be  capable  of 
■assimilating  the  knowledge  required  for  passing  the 
examination,  but  in  most  cases  the  reason  of  their  failure 
was  an  obvious  lack  of  proper  systematic  training. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  essential  that  evei-y  candidate  before 
being  allowed  to  enter  for  the  examination  should  have 
undergone  a  recognised  systematic  course  of  instruction  in 
the  subjects  in  which  he  is  examined,  and  I  am  sure  that 
when  this  is  the  case  the  percentage  of  failures  will  bo 
much  less. 

In  the  October  and  January  examinations  the  practical 
examinations  in  chemistry  were  conducted  in  the  newly 
equipped  laboratories  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  of  the 
•Pharmaceutical  Society. 

The  new  laboratories  are  admirably  equipped  and  in 
every  way  suited  to  modern  requirements.  It  is  a  great 
advantage  to  candidates  to  be  examined  in  their  practical 


chemistry  in  a  laboratory  of  this  kind,  and  I  am  informed 

that  in  future  all  the  examinations  in  practical  chemistry 

will  be  conducted  in  the  newly  equipped  laboratories.  L 

thoroughly  approve  of  this  course. 
The  Visitor  also  briefly  referred  to  the  Major  examination. 
Other  Matters. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch 
was  received  and  ordered  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

Mr.  E.  F.  Harrison  was  appointed  to  conduct  the  Jacob 
Bell  and  Manchester  Scholarship  examinations  in  June. 

The  Privy  Council  wrote  in  regard  to  an  inquest  at 
Wandsworth  where  the  deceased  had  been  in  the  habit 
of  taking  laudanum  (C.  <b  D.,  April  3,  p.  517),  expressing 
the  view  that  laudanum  is  in  Part  1  of  the  poison  schedule 
of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act.  The  Regisirar  said  he 
had  corrected  that  impression,  and  the  Council  have  given 
instructions  that  another  letter  be  sent  confirming  the  one 
already  sent. 

The  President,  Mr.  Gifford,  Mr.  Harrison,  Mr.  Harring- 
tion,_  Mr.  Eowsell,  Dr.  Symes,  and  Mr.  White  were 
appointed  as  delegates  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Newcastle  in  July.  The  Secretary  was  also 
requested  to  attend. 

The  Associated  Pharmacists,  Ltd.,  asked  for  the  use  of 
the  Society's  premises  on  May  11,  12,  and  13,  but  permission 
was  declined. 

Mr.  Peter  Squire's  Portrait. 

Mr.  P.  W.  Squire  had  interviewed  the  Secretary  in  regard 
to  the  portrait  of  his  late  father,  Peter  Squire,  which  is 
on  the  walls  of  the  Council-chamber.  The  portrait  in 
question  is  really  a  coloured  photograph,  which  was  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Miall,  the  photographer.  Mr.  P.  W.  Squire 
has  in  his  possession  an  oil-painting  of  his  father  which 
was  exhibited  in  the  Royal  Academy  in  1878  by  Mr.  Silas 
Johnson,  R.A.    This  he  offers  to  present  to  the  Society. 

The  President  said  the  offer,  which  was  like  giving  a 
gold  watch  for  a  silver  watch,  would  be  gladly  accepted. 
Letters. 

The  Delegation  conducting  the  Oxford  Local  Examina- 
tions wrote  in  regard  to  two  similar  examinations  it  con- 
ducts, one  being  accepted  by  the  Society  while  the  other 
is  not.    The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

The  Preston  Chemists'  Association  regretted  that  the 
Council  had  not  seen  its  way  to  grant  a  certificate  of  qualifi- 
cation. The  attitude  adopted  was  not  calculated  to  improve 
the  status  of  the  Society  or  protect  the  interests  of 
pharmacists. 

The  President  :  This  shows  that  the  millennium,  when 
we  shall  be  able  to  please  everybody,  has  not  yet  arrived. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr.  Gifford,  in  a  written  communication  to  the  President, 
asked  for  information  about  the  Parliamentary  Representa- 
tion Committee  which  he  is  forming. 

The  President's  reply  was  that  the  committee  is  not  yet 
formed,  and  that  he  is  acting  in  the  matter  in  his  private 
capacity. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Branson  was  appointed  to  represent  the 
Society  at  the  Public  Health  Conference  in  Leeds. 

The  Stockport  Chemists'  Association  urged  the  Council 
to  issue  a  certificate  bearing  the  word  "  Pharmacist  "  in  a 
prominent  position.  This  was  referred  to  the  General 
Purposes  Committee. 

Annual  Report. 
The  Council  then  went  into  Committee  to  consider  the 
annual  report,  which  was  finally  approved  of  in  the  following 
form  : 

In  making  its  sixty-eighth  annual  report  the  Council  is 
gratified  to  be  in  a  position  to  state  that  during  the  past 
twelve  months  the  Society  has  made  considerable  progress, 
and  that  at  no  time  has  the  membership  of  the  Society 
stood  higher  in  number  or  been  more  united  in  loyalty  than 
at  the  presem  time.  The  financial  position  is  not  unsatis- 
factory, as  although  the  balance  on  December  31  was  an 
adverse  one  of  169/.,  it  must  be  remembered  that  896/. 
has  been  expended  out  of  current  revenue  on  modernising 
the  chemical  laboratories.  The  normal  income  has  slightly 
diminished,  but  this  has  been  counterbalanced  by  a  careful 
administration  of  the  spending  departments  of  the  Society. 

Examinations. — There  were  980  candidates  examined 
during  1908  for  the  qualification  of  chemist  and  druggist— 
a  decrease  of  136  on  the  preceding  year —  and  of  this  number 
354  were  successful.    The  percentage  of  rejections — 63.87— is 
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a  lamentable  increase,  when  compared  with  the  period 
covered  by  the  last  report.  The  Government  Visitor,  Dr. 
Willcox,  alludes  in  his  official  report  on  the  examinations 
to  the  large  number  of  failures  in  the  practical  portion  of 
the  work,  especially  in  practical  chemistry,  and  remarks 
that  in  his  opinion — 

it  is  essential  that  every  candidate,  before  being  allowed 
to  enter  for  the  examination,  should  have  undergone  a 
recognised  systematic  course  of  instruction  in  the  subjects 
in  which  he  is  examined,  and  I  am  sure  that  when  this  is 
the  case  the  percentage  of  failures  will  be  much  less. 

The  Council  has  under  present  consideration  the  formulation 
of  by-laws  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the  power  to 
impose  a  compulsory  course  of  training  which  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  "1908,  confers  upon  the  Society. 

The  Major  examination  was  taken  by  only  46  candidates 
during  1908,  and  22,  or  47.82  per  cent.,  were  successful.  The 
number  of  students  who  were  registered  as  having  satisfied 
the  preliminary  education  test  imposed  by  the  Regulations 
of  the  Council  was  406,  which  is  a  very  large  increase  on  the 
annual  registrations  since  tho  Regulations  came  into  opera- 
tion in  1900.

The  Council  is  greatly  indebted  to  those  who  have  contributed 
to  the  scientific  meetings  of  the  Society,  and  who  have  thus 
made  it  possible  to  maintain  unbroken  the  long  sequence  of 
educational  work  which  the  founders  of  the  Society  promoted 
for  the  advancement  of  pharmaceutical  practice. 

Legal. — Four  hundred  and  fifty-three  cawe  of  infringement 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  reported  and  dealt  with  during 
1908,  and  prosecutions  were  ordered  in  164  instances. 
Particulars  of  these  cases  are  given  in  the  Registrar's 
Report  presented  to  the  Council  in  February  last  and  pub- 
lished in  full  in  the  official  Journal.  In  »;ew  of  the  practice, 
to  which  attention  has  been  directed  in  former  reports 
of  the  Council,  of  selling  as  poison-preparations  not  con- 
taining the  essential  ingredient,  the  Council  has  felt  it  neces- 
sary to  authorise  proceedings  under  the  Merchandise  Marks 
Act,  and  a  conviction  has  been  obtained  in  regard  to  the 
sale  of  "paregoric"  which  was  devoid  of  opium.  The 
Registrar  has  also  been  directed  to  proceed  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1852,  against  an  unregistered  person  for  implying 
registration  by  the  use  and  exhibition  of  the  word  "  Phar- 
macy "  in  connection  with  his  retail-drug  business.  The  case 
was  heard  on  March  31  before  his  Honour  Judge  Shand  at 
St.  Helens,  and  judgment  was  pronounced  for  the  Society. 
Notice  of  appeal  has  been  given  by  the  defendant. 

The  School. — The  reports  from  the  School  staff  indicate 
that  the  present  session  is  one  of  the  most  prosperous  and 
successful  on  record.  The  number  of  students  is  well  above 
the  average,  and  the  work  done  by  them  has  been  most 
satisfactory.  The  refitting  of  the  chemical  laboratories,  one 
portion  of  which  has  already  been  completed,  and  which  in 
the  aggregate  is  expected  to  involve  a  cost  of  1,700/.,  will 
■very  greatly  add  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  School  as  a  place 
where  a  thorough  training,  both  practical  and  theoretical, 
may  be  obtained  by  those  who  are  destined  for  a  pharma- 
ceutical career. 


Library  and  Museum. — The  Library  has  been  augmented  by 
the  addition  of  over  200  new  works  on  pharmacy  and  the 
sciences  allied  thereto,  and  in  the  course  of  the  year  2,674 
volumes  have  been  issued  to  borrowers  under  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  Regulations.  The  number  of  attendances 
in  the  Library  in  1908  was  4,366,  or  an  average  of  15  on 
each  occasion  the  premises  were  open.  The  Museum  statistics 
show  that  5,109  persons  visited  the  Museums  in  the  past  year, 
and  that  on  an  average  17  students  or  members  availed  them- 
selves of  this  department  on  each  day  the  rooms  were 
accessible.  Information  respecting  botanical  specimens  and 
articles  of  materia  medica  has  been  furnished  by  the  Curator 
to  many  members  of  tho  Society  who  have  realised  the 
advantages  of  this  particular  privilege  of  membership. 

North  British  Branch. — The  Executive  reports  that  alJ 
departments  of  the  Society's  work  in  Scotland  are  well  and 
efficiently  conducted,  and  that  the  premises  of  the  Society 
are  in  thorough  order  and  repair. 

Benevolent  Fund. — The  subscriptions  to  the  Fund  yielded 
slightly  more  in  1908  than  in  1907 — a  very  gratifying  evidence 
of  the  continued  confidence  felt  in  the  sympathetic  and 
businesslike  administration  of  the  Fund.  A  sum  of 
1,862/.  10s.  was  expended  in  the  payment  of  annuities  and 
1,300/.  in  what  are  termed  casual  or  temporary  grants.  The 
total  expenditure  in  relief  was  240/.  in  excess  of  the  amount 
given  in  the  preceding  year.  At  the  end  of  December  last 
the  Benevolent  Fund  current  account  showed  a  deficit  of 
290/.,  and  the  Council  feels  impelled  to  appeal  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical calling  to  relieve  the  Committee  from  the  embarrass- 
ment of  this  adverse  balance.  Many  welcome  donations  have 
been  received  from  local  bodies  of  pharmacists  who  have  met 
for  scientific,  business,  or  social  purposes,  but  what  is  greatly 
needed  is  a  stronger  and  more  numerous  list  of  annual  sub- 
scribers. 

The  Hills  Orphan  Fund  has  received  only  six  guineas  in 
subscriptions  during  the  year,  but  is  in  a  fairly  sound  financial, 
position,  the  interest  on  invested  capital  being  sufficient  to  pay 
for  the  maintenance  of  two  orphans  in  the  London  Orphan 
Asylum.  The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  recently  recom- 
mended another  orphan  for  acceptance  by  the  asylum,  and 
the  child  will  shortly  enter  upon  his  training  in  the  institution 
at  Watford. 

Parliamentary. — The  chief  event  of  the  year  from  a  Parlia- 
mentary point  of  view  was  the  enactment  on  December  2J  of 
the  Government  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which,  in  the 
form  presented  to  Parliament,  called  for  the  most  uncom- 
promising opposition  from  the  Council  and  from  chemists  all 
over  Great  Britain.  It  was  shortly  after  the  last  annual  generals 
meeting  that  the  Joint  Select  Committee  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  Bill  gave  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  an  opportunity 
of  making  its  protest.  This  was  very  effectively  done  by  the 
President  and  by  the  Assistant  Secretary  in  Scotland,  an<f 
although  the  Committee  failed  to  give  effect  to  the  views  and 
facts  presented  on  behalf  of  pharmacists,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  record  of  the  evidence  given  by  the  Society'e 
witnesses  materially  assisted  in  the  subsequent  modification, 
of  the  obnoxious  portions  of  the  measure.  The  Bill  was  re- 
ported by  the  Joint  Committee  without  alteration,  as  far  as 
the  second  clause  was  concerned,  and  with  what  was  known 
as  Lord  Ebury's  clause  inserted  as  the  sole  provision  for 
regulating  the  business  of  a  chemist  when  owned  and  con- 
trolled by  a  corporate  body.  The  Committee  altogether 
declined  to  consider  the  proposals  embodied  in  the  Bill  pro- 
moted by  the  Council,  and  also  ruled  out  of  order  evidence 
which  had  been  collected  and  was  offered  in  proof  of  the 
adequacy  of  the  supply  of  poisonous  substances  through  regis- 
tered persons  in  most  parts  of  Great  Britain.  Having  regard 
to  the  seriousness  of  the  outlook,  the  Council  resolved  to 
attempt,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Idris,  Mr.  Winfrey,  and  other 
friends  in  the  House  of  Commons,  resistance  to  the  progress- 
of  the  Bill  in  the  Lower  House  unless  it  were  very  consider- 
ably amended.  In  June  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  appointed  Par- 
liamentary Secretary  to  the  Society  to  take  charge  of  the  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  Parliamentary  Bills  and  to  work  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  in  promoting  in  Parliament  the  in- 
terests of  the  Society.  One  of  the  results  of  the  vigorous  policy 
adopted  was  that  some  improvements  were  introduced  into  the 
measure  before  it  left  the  House  of  Lords.  Pharmacists 
should  boar  in  grateful  remembrance  the  assistance  afforded 
to  the  Society's  officers  by  Viscount  Hill,  Lord  Clinton,  and 
Lord  Weardale  at  a  very  critical  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Parliamentary  struggle.  By  July  the  influence  of  the  Society 
in  the  House  of  Commons  had  manifested  itself  to  the  extent 
of  an  application  by  a  number  of  members  of  Parliament  to 
the  Earl  of  Crewe,  as  representing  the  Privy  Council,  to 
receive  a  Parliamentary  deputation  on  the  subject  of  new 
pharmacy  legislation.  The  noble  Earl  accordingly  received 
on  July  3  some  forty  gentlemen,  who  were  introduced  by  Mr. 
Winfrey,  M.P.  After  some  verv  effective  criticism  of  the 
Government  Bill  by  Mr.  H.  Y.  Stanger,  K.C.,  and  by  Mr. 
Philip  Snowrlen,  Lord  Crewe  expressed  his  sympathy  with 
the  views  expressed,  so  far  as  the  evils  of  "one-man"  com-

Ladies  &  Gentlemen,

Certainly  no  time  should  be  lost  in  taking  the  necessary  steps 
to  secure  the  utmost  benefits  therefrom  in  the  interests  of  personal 
Pharmacists,  as  opposed  to  corporate  trading  concerns  of  all  kinds. 
POISON  LICENCES. 

I  hold  the  opinion  that  the  Council  should  support,  in  every 
practical  way,  the  taking  of  such  steps  as  may  bo  necessary  to 
prevent,  as  far  as  is  legally  possible,  the'granting  of  poison  licences 
in  local  areas  in  direct  business  opposition  to  practising 
pharmacists. 

TITLE, 

!  With  regard  to  the  title  "  Pharmacist,"  I  am  in  favour  of  the 
Council  taking  prompt  measures  to  place  the  absolute  exclusive- 
ness  of  its  use  beyond  all  possibility  of  doubt,  and  by  securing 
the  restriction  of  the  w  ord  "  Pharmacy  "  to  an  establishment 
owned  and  controlled  by  a  personal  private  pharmacist;  thus  to 
make  the  new  title  as  valuable  as  possible  to  its  legal  possessors. 

lain  a  strong  believer  in  the  whole  local  Association  movement, 
and  as  President  of  the  Thames  Valley  District  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion, I  have  taken  a  somewhat  prominent  part  in  this  work. 

If  elected  I  would  urge  upon  the  Society's  Council  the 
desirability  of  placing  the  various  local  Associations  upon  their 
proper'level  in  the  organisation  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.

Association  Affairs. 


Brief  Records. 

Croydon  Association.  It  is  proposed  to  form  a 
Chemists'  Association  for  Croydon  and  district.  Mr.  H.  Paget 
Matthews,  chemist  and  druggist,  38  George  Street,  Croydon, 
is  arranging  a  meeting  of  the  trade  for  June. 

Cheltenham  and  District  Chemists'  Association.— 
A  meeting  was  held  at  the  New  Inn  Hotel,  Gloucester,  on 
Thursday,  April  29,  Mr.  A.  J.  Wells  in  the  chair.  Messrs. 
J.  A.  Thomas,  C.  H.  James,  W.  H.  Hampton,  W.  Marchant, 
and  W.  H.  Hill  (Hon.  Secretary)  were  also  present.  Mr. 
J.  A.  Thomas  brought  forward  some  points  in  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Act,  and  all  the  members  joined  in  the  dis- 
cussion that  followed,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  being  accorded 
to  Mr.  Thomas. 

National  Union  of  Assistant  Pharmacists.— A.  meeting 
of  this  body  was  held  at  Birmingham  on  May  2,  when  a 
resolution  was  passed  urging  upon  the  Government  the 
pressing  need  of  including  the  workers  in  chemists'  shops  in 
the  promised  Shop  Hours  Bill.  The  resolution  set  forth  that 
no  body  of  workers  suffer  more  from  the  evil  of  long  hours 
than  the  employes  in  pharmacy,  and  matters  of  urgency  did 
not  demand  the  keeping  open  of  shops  to  the  extent  of  the 
hopelessly  long  hours  which  prevailed  for  the  most  part 
to-day. 

Smoking'  Concert.— The  annual  smoking  concert  of  the 
Public  Pharmacists'  and  Dispensers'  Association  was  held  at 
Stone's  Restaurant  on  May  5,  when  Mr.  F.  Noad  Clark  pre- 
sided over  a  large  gathering.  Mr.  R.  W:  Lindsey  (Chair- 
jnan  of  the  Association)  gave  a  brief  address  during  the  in- 
terval on  the  need  of  union  among  Institution  pharmacists. 
The  artistes  were  Messrs.  C.  R.  and  H.  V.  Lewis,  Harry 
Bourne,  -Sydney  Jamieson,  O.  A.  Elias,  W.  Palmer,  and 
Percy  Clifton,  who  rendered  songs,  while  Mr.  Ernest  C. 
Noakes  provided  a  magical  entertainment.  Mr.  Wm.  Duff 
was  responsible  for  the  excellent  programme,  and  Mr.  R.  J. 
Duff  acted  as  accompanist. 

Colour  Photography.— On  April  7  the  members  of  the 
Manchester  and  North  of  England  Optical  Society  met  at  the 
Manchester  School  of  Technology  to  listen  to  a  lantern-lecture 
on  "  Colour  Photograph v  "  (the  autochrome  process)  bv  Mr. 
C.  W.  Gamble,  M.Sc.Tech.  The  President  (Mr.  J.  C.  Kidd) 
occupied  the  chair.  At  the  outset  the  lecturer  dealt  with  the 
subject  of  white  light,  its  composition,  and  showed  experi- 
mentally how  the  component  parts  could  be  reunited.  Pro- 
ceeding, the  nature  of  colours,  the  Young-IIelmholtz  theory, 
and  principles  of  colour-vision  were  made  clear.  Mr.  Gamble 
then  explained  the  difference  between  the  mixing  of  coloured 
lights  and  pigment  colours,  and* then  gave  some  interesting 
particulars  of  Lumiero's  autochrome  process. 

Early  Closing.— A  meeting  of  the  Dundee  Pharmacists' 
Association  was  held  in  Mathers'  Hotel  on  April  29,  Mr.  R.  H. 
Lindsay  presiding.  It  was  reported  that  forty  signatures  had 
been  obtained  to  the  proposal  to  close  on  Wednesdays  at 
3  o'clock  for  the  day  during  June,  July,  August,  and  Sep- 
tember, and  that  twenty-nine  medical  men  had  signed  a  paper 
expressing  sympathy  with  the  efforts  being  made  to  curtail 
chemists'  hours.  The  Chairman  reminded  the.  meeting  that 
the  proposal  to  close  for  the  day  on  Wednesdays  was  not  a 
new  one,  as  he  had  a  record  of  signatures  taken  twenty  years 
ago  when  one  chemist  favoured  that  plan.  The  question  of 
Sunday  hours  was  left  in  abeyance,  and  a  proposal  to  close  all 
day  on  "Victoria  Day  was  lost  by  the  casting  vote  of  the  Chair- 
man.   The  meeting  was  largely  attended  and  enthusiastic. 

Shorter  Hours.-At  a  meeting  of  the  Birkenhead  and 
Wirral  Chemists'  Association,  held  at  the  Association  Rooms, 
Hamilton  Street,  Birkenhead,  on  April  29,  the  President 
(Mr.  F.  0.  Cooling)  opened  a  discussion  on  "  Shorter 
Hours  for  Pharmacists."  He  said  the  Association  repre- 
sented different  classes  of  the  business,  but  the  man  to  whom 
most  thought  should  be  given  is  the  single-handed  man  with 
a  business  that  depends  largely  on  the  amount  of  trade  done 
in  the  evening.  His  own  opinion  is  that  a  pharmacist's  calling- 
is  practically  what  he  makes  it  himself.  The  public  do  not 
want  the  pharmacist  to  work  long  hours,  but  they  have  been 
educated  to  expect  shops  open  late  in  the  evening.  The  public 
would  conform  to  any  reasonable  alteration  in  hours.  As  a 
result  of  the  President's  remarks,  a  committee  was  formed  to 
consider  the  subject. 

Scarborough  Pharmacists.- On  April  30  a  meeting  of 
the  Scarborough  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  at  the 
residence  of  Mr.  Hill,  102  Castle  Road,  when  the  following 
members  were  present :  The  President  (Mr.  Geo.  Whitfield), 
Miss  Hill,  Messrs.  R.  M.  Hill,  E.  R.  Cross,  E.  M.  Chapman. 
Eyre,  Meadley,  Parker,  Longdin,  Hunt,  Newton,  Kelsey,  and 
Senior  (Secretary).  The  President  complimented  Miss  Hill  on 
her  success  in  the  recent  Major  examination.    The  title  of 


the  Association  was  altered  to  "  The  Scarborough  Associa- 
tion of  Pharmacists."  The  Secretary  having  already  written 
to  the  Borough  Council  with  regard  to  licences  under  the 
new  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  Messrs.  E.  M.  Chapman 
and  W.  Eyre  were  asked  to  write  on  the  same  subject  to 
the  North  and -East  Riding  Councils.  Mr.  Eyre  then  mad© 
a  few  remarks  on  the  loose  way  in  which  poisonous  lini- 
ments, etc.,  are  sent  out  by  some  medical  men  and  hospitals. 
It  was  resolved  that  a  letter  be  sent  to  the  proper  authorities 
pointing  out  these  matters. 

Tunbridge  Wells  Pharmacists.— A  general  meeting  of 
the  Tunbridge  Wells  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  at 
33  Mount  Pleasant  on  April  27,  the  President  (Mr.  B.  Chatter- 
ton)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good  attendance  of  members. 
After  the  formal  business,  the  position  with  regard  to  poison 
licences  under  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  was  discussed. 
Three  persons  have  applied  for  licences  under  this  section 
within  the  borough  of  Tunbridge  Wells.  The  Hon.  Secretary 
reported  that  he  had  informed  the  Borough  Council  that  it 
was  the  intention  of  the  Association  to  oppose,  the  granting  of 
these  licences,  and  asking  the  Council  to  afford  the  Association 
an  opportunity  of  bringing  evidence  before  them  as  to  why 
such  licences  were  unnecessary.  There  are  seventeen  busi- 
nesses carried  on  by  pharmacists,  all  of  which  are  supplying 
the  poisonous  preparations  in  question.  Mr.  A.  E.  Hobbs 
was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference at  Newcastle. 

York  Chemists'  Association. -The  annual  meeting  of 
this  Association  was  held  in  the  Old  George  Hotel  on  April  29. 
There  were  present:  Messrs.  F.  A.  Newey  (President),  J.  A. 
Lupton  (Treasurer),  W.  P.  Saville,  W.  Dewhurst,  W.  Lowray, 
G.  E.  Walker,  G.  E.  Woodhouse,  H.  Chapman,  M.  F.  Burgin, 
and  T.  C.  Atkinson  (Hon.  Secretary).  Mr.  F.  C.  Hey  was 
elected  a  member.  It  was  decided  to  oppose  the 
granting  of  licences  to  seedsmen  and  others  for  the 
sale  of  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons,  and 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  lay  the  case  before  a 
solicitor.  The  annual  reports  were  then  approved,  the 
Ti'easurer's  report  showing  a,  balance  in  hand  of  nearly  15/. 
The  election  of  officers  resulted  as  follows:  President,  Mr. 
W.  Dewhurst ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  J.  A.  Lupton  ;  Hon.  Secretary, 
Mr.  T.  O.  Atkinson  ;  Auditor,  Mr.  H.  Chapman  ;  Committee, 
Messrs.  T.  E.  Battv.  W.  Lowray,  W.  P.  Saville,  F.  A.  Newey, 
G.  E.  Woodhouse,  G.  E.  Walker,  and  M.  F.  Burgin.  Votes 
of  thanks  concluded  the  business. 

Chemist-Opticians.— The  fifth  annual  report  of  the 
Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  which  has  been  sent  us  shows 
that  the  Society  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  report  only 
covers  eight  months  owing  to  the  alteration  made  in  the 
rules  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  The  number  of  adherents 
has  increased  by  fourteen.  The  library  has  been  popular 
with  the  members,  and  new  volumes  have  been  added.  Refer- 
ence is  made  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Julius  Caesar,  a  past-Presi- 
dent of  the  Society,  and  particulars  are  given  of  the  con- 
ferences held  during  the  year.  A  beginning  has  been  madeL 
with  the  decentralisation  scheme  determined  upon  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  six  district  correspondents  having  been  ap- 
pointed in  various  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  noted  that 
owing  to  the  delays  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  in 
matters  affecting  the  examination  scheme  a  motion  is  to  be 
brought  forward  at  the  annual  meeting  to  alter  one  of  the 
objects  of  the  Society  so  that  greater  freedom  of  action  will 
be  given  in  the  future.  The  accounts  show  cash  in  hand  of 
517.  15s.  2d.,  which  with  other  assets  show  that  the  Society 
has  a  total  in  hand  of  60/.  7s".  2d.  At  the  annual  meeting, 
which  is  to  be  held  at  the  Chemists'  Exhibition  on  May  13, 
Mr.  Lawrance  is  to  lecture  on  "  The  Scope  of  an  Optician's 
Work." 

Grimsby  and  District  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Asso- 
ciation.—A  general  meeting  of  the  above  was  held  at  Walton's 
Hotel  on  Monday,  May  3,  at  9  p.m.  Among  those  present 
were  Messrs.  Cor.  Willson  (President,  in  the  chair),  C.  H. 
Ashton,  II.  W.  Colley,  C.  Dewing,  T.  W.  Ellis,  W.  E. 
Humphrey,  H.  Schofield,  T.  D.  Sneath,  and  the  Hon.  Secre- 
taries, C.  N.  Chapman  and  T.  W.  Heely.  A  Sub-Committee 
was  appointed  to  deal  with  applications  for  Section  2  licences. 
A  letter  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  read 
asking  for  delegates  to  the  July  meeting,  but  as  no  member 
of  the  Association  is  a  member  of  the  B.P.C.,  the  letter  was 
allowed  to  lie  on  the  table.  The  proposed  reconstruction  of 
the  Federation  produced  an  animated  discussion,  and,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Colley,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ashton,  it  was  agreed 
not  to  approve  of  the  Plymouth  resolution.  The  increased 
duty  on  S.V.R.,  as  affecting  pharmacists  was  introduced  by 
Mr.  Colley,  and  it  was  decided,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  W.  E. 
Humphrey,  that  the  Secretaries  write  to  the  borough  member, 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Federation,  and  to  the  Secretary 
if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  urging  all  pharmacists  to 
request  their  member  to  oppose  the  increase  of  duty  upon 
alcohol  used  for  medicinal  purposes.  The  question  of  the 
summer  excursion  was  left  to  the  Secretaries  to  deal  with. 
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The  Budget.— A  special  meeting  of  the  North  Staffs 
Chemists'  Association,  convened  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
the  effect  of  the  new  duties  on  spirits  imposed  under  tho 
Budget  upon  the  drug-trade,  was  held  on  Wednesday  even- 
ing, May  5,  at  the  Roebuck  Hotel,  Stoke-upon-Trent,  Mr. 
Edmund  Jones  (President)  in  the  chair.  After  discussion  the 
Hon.  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  with  the  Bir- 
mingham and  Wolverhampton  Associations  with  a  view  to 
arranging  a  combined  picnic  this  summer.  The  local  water- 
rate  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  Federation  were  also  dis- 
cussed. Then  the  President  introduced  the  question  of  the 
increased  spirit-duty,  and  after  a  full  discussion  the  follow- 
ing resolution  was  unanimously  agreed  to,  and  it  was  decided 
to  send  a  copy  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George  forthwith  : 

That,  in  the  absence  of  a  clear  statement  as  to  whether  com- 
mercial alcohol  used  in  the  drug-trade  is  to  be  exempt  from  the 
new  additional  duties,  the  North  Staffs  Chemists'  Association 
respectfully  suggests  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  that  if 
the-  new  Budget  is  intended  to  impose  the  additional  duty  on 
spirit  used  in  the  manufacture  of  pharmaceutical  preparations  for 
medioinal  purposes  it  will  inflict  much  hardship  on  he  poor,  and 
also  upon  hospitals  and  other  charitable  institutions,  inasmuch 
as  it  will  involve  a  considerable  increase  in  the  prices  of  all 
spirituous  medicines,  which  are  largely  employed  in  medical  treat- 
ment. This  Association  therefore  hopes  that  the  Right  Hon. 
Gentleman  will  give  his  serious  and  most  charitable  consideration 
to  this  matter. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  support  the  candidature  of 
Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  of  Wolverhampton,  for  membership  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council. 

Bradford  Chemists'  Association.-Tho  annual  meeting 
of  this  Association  was  held  on  May  4  at  tho  Royal  Hotel. 
The  President  (Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley)  occupied  the  chair. 
The  Secretary  (Mr.  W.  H.  Smithies)  in  his  report  stated 
that  the  number  of  members  is  63,  and  the  Treasurer's  report 
showed  a  credit  balance  of  111.  8s.  2(1.  The  elec- 
tion of  officers  resulted  as  follows:  Mr.  J.  Gordon 
was  elected  President:  Mr.  M.  Firth  and  Mr.  F.  K.  Tavlor 
Vice-Presidents:  Mr.  R.  T.  Silson,  Hon.  Secretary:  Mr.  J. 
Holmes,  Treasurer;  Messrs.  Calvert.  W.  E.  Metcalfe,  and 
Faull,  members  of  Council :  representative  Vice-President  of 
tho  Bradford  Chamber  of  Trades.  Mr.  W.  K.  Jackson:  dele- 
gates to  the  Chamber.  Mr.  W.  J.  Holmes  and  Mr.  R.  T. 
Silson.  A  discussion  then  took  place  regarding  the  Associa- 
tion's connection  with  the  West  Riding  Federation  of 
Chemists'  Association  and  tho  Federation  of  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Associations,  "and  it  was  determined  to  sever  the  con- 
nection with  both  Federations.  The  meeting  then 
considered  the  question  of  the  advance,  of  prices 
necessitated  by  the  Budget  charges.  Tho  President 
stated  tho  effect  of  the  changes,  and  it  was  generally  agreed 
that  the  prices  of  all  rectified  spirit-tinctures  should  be  in- 
creased one  penny  an  ounce  and  all  other  tinctures  a  half- 
penny an  ounce.  It  was  resolved  to  notify  the  members  of 
the  recommendation.  The  question  of  tho  proposed  candida- 
ture of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  was  considered,  and  it  was  resolved 
that  the  sum  of  5f.  should  be  contributed  to  the  Parliamentary 
Representation  Fund.  The  meeting  ended  with  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  tho  retiring  President  and  the  other  afficers. 

Dewsbury  Pharmacists.  A  meeting  of  the  Dewsbury 
Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  May  3,  Mr.  R. 
Broadhead,  of  Batley,  presiding.  There  were  also  present 
Messrs.  R.  Gledhill.  G.  N.  Gutteridge,  G.  Walker,  Secretary 
(Dewsbury),  S.  N.  Pickard  (Ossett),  H.  Jones  (Morley),  A.  B. 
Barker  (Hcckmondwike),  J.  Rhodes  (MiWield),  W.  Blakelev 
(Burstall),  Jno.  Day  and  R.  J.  II.  Day  (Savile  Town). 
A  discussion  took  place  with  regard  to  the  Glaxo  Co.  supply- 
ing their  goods  to  the  Dewsbury  Corporation  for  free  dis- 
tribution by  the  town's  Matron,  and  the  Secretary  was 
authorised  to  write  to  the  company  requesting  them  to  dis- 
continue the  practice.  Mr.  Gledhill  reported  that  the  Watch 
Committee  of  the  Dewsbury  Corporation  appeared  to  be 
likely  to  grant  a  licence  under  the  Poisons  Act,  and  it  was 
therefore  decided  to  engage  Mr.  C.  E.  O.  Walker,  solicitor, 
to  oppose  tho  granting  of  a  licence  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Watch  Committee.  With  regard  to  the  sale  of  "  pare- 
goric without  opium  "  by  unregistered  persons,  correspond- 
ence had  pased  between  the  County  Council  and  th'e  Associa- 
tion, and  it  was  handed  to  Mr.  Pickard  to  bring  before  the 
Chemist  Defonco  Association.  Mr.  Pickard  suggested  with 
respect  to  the  election  of  representatives  on  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council  that  members  of  the  Association  should  only 
vote  for  the  candidates  who  are  trading  in  their  own  names  as 
individual  pharmacists,  and  he  recommended  them  to  support 
Messrs.  Gilmour,  Neathercoat,  and  Gibson.  The  Chairman 
reported  that  a  local  drug-store  is  "  cutting  "  virol.  It  was 
also  stated  that  the  Batley  Co-operative  Society  were  paying 
2.«.  IOcZ.  dividend  on  P.A.T.A.  articles,  and  the  drug-store 
had  reduced  the  prices  in  order  to  compete  with  them.  Mr. 
Piokard  undertook  to  look  into  the  matter  on  behalf  of  the 
P.A.T.A.  _  Mr.  J.  Day  was  deputed  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
the  Chemists'  Proprietaries  Co.  while  visiting  the  Chemists' 
Exhibition,  and  report  to  a  future  meeting. 


An  Extraordinary  Meeting-  of  the  Brighton  Association 
of  Pharmacy  was  held  at  122  King's  Road  on  Monday,  May  3, 
at  9  p.m.,  to  consider  what  steps  should  be  taken  to  combat 
the  demand  for  licences  to  sell  horticultural  poisons  by  seeds- 
men and  others.  Messrs.  J.  R.  Gwatkin,  C.  E.  Robinson, 
A.  J.  Franklin,  G.  B.  Savage,  Councillors  W.  W.  Savage  and 
C.  G.  Yates,  Messrs.  Ashton,  Black,  Blarney,  Beckwith,  Cain, 
Sidney  Gibson,  J.  Padwick,  R.  J.  Padwick,  A.  Plowright, 
and  J.  Plowright  were  present.  Mr.  Gibson,  sen.,  presided. 
The  regulations  were  discussed,  and  it  was  decided  to  oppose 
the  applications,  as  they  were  considered  totally  unnecessary 
and  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Act.  Each  member  was 
allotted  certain  members  of  the  Council,  constituting  the 
local  authority,  to  canvass  and  educate  them  up  to  the  real 
purposes  of  the  Act,  and  to  request  them  to  oppose  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  when  it  came 
up  before  tho  Council  on  Thursday.  Letters  were  read  from 
the  Thames  Valley  and  Huddersfield  Associations,  urging  the 
claims  of  their  respective  candidates  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council.  Both  candidates  were  recommended  for  support. 
The  Budget  came  in  for  a  large  measure  of  criticism,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  in  consequence  of  the  rise  in  price  of  alcohol 
the  price  of  tinctures  be  advanced  Id.  per  oz.,  and  it  was 
hoped  all  local  pharmacists  would  do  the  same. 

[As  a  result  of  above-mentioned  canvass  of  aldermen  and 
councillors  it  was  discovered  that  the  Council  knew  very  little 
about  the  Act,  and  when  explained  to  them  the  majority 
seemed  favourably  disposed  towards  the  non-granting  of 
licences,  and  several  promised  to  support  the  just  claims  of 
chemists.] 

Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 

.Mil.  Edmund  Jones  (Hanley),  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Federation,  has  this  week  sent  the  following  letter  to  the 
Secretaries  of  Chemists'  Associations  in  Great  Britain  : 

Plymouth  Scheme  of  Reconstruction. — In  consequence  of 
the  few  replies  from  affiliated  Associations  received,  in  reply 
to  my  letter  and  circular  of  March  22,  and  which  I  attribute  to 
the  lateness  of  the  session,  not  allowing  time  for  the  officials 
of  the  various  Associations  to  make  proper  arrangements  for 
discussion,  it  has  been  decided  by  the  Executive  to  postpone 
tho  Federation  meeting  proposed  to  be  held  during  Exhibition 
week,  to  the  week  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to 
be  held  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  in  the  last  week  in  July.  It  is 
honed  that  the  Plymouth  scheme,  along  with  other  suggested 
schemes,  will  bo  thoroughly  considered  by  delegates  and  others 
interested  in  any  action  for  the  organisation  and  consolidation 
of  pharmacists  and  their  interests.  I  hope,  however,  to  be  at 
the  Chemists'  Exhibition  on  Wednesday,  May  12,  and  would 
be  glad  to  have  a  talk  with  any  representatives  of  Associa- 
tions on  Federation  matters. 

The  Budget. — The  imposition  of  increased  duty  on  spirit 
has  doubtless  come  as  a  surprise  to  pharmacists,  and  if  the 
Budget  is  carried  in  its  present  form  will  necessitate  a  con- 
siderable alteration  in  the  selling-prices  of  spirituous  prepara- 
tions, giving  rise  to  much  confusion  and  possible  disturbance 
to  business.  You  are  probably  aware  that  the  Government 
are  making  a  concession  to  medical  men  in  regard  to  the  duty 
payable  on  motor-cars  used  for  professional  purposes.  It  has 
occurred  to  me  that  pressure  might  with  advantage  be  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  Treasury  to  make  some  concession  in  the  duty 
on  spirit  used  for  medicinal  purposes,  having  in  view  the 
hardship  which  will  inevitably  fall  upon  the  afflicted  poor  by 
tho  increased  cost  of  medicines.  If  your  executive  agree  with 
me  in  this  opinion,  would  it  not  be  advisable  to  call  a  meeting 
at  once,  to  pass  a  pertinent  resolution  to  forward  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  ? 

Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  36  York  Place, 
Edinburgh,  on  April  29,  Mr.  C.  A.  Macpherson  presiding. 

Sunday-closing. —There  was  an  exchange  of  information 
among  the  members  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  Sunday- 
closing  question  had  been  taken  up,  from  which  it  appeared 
that  the  great  majority  of  chemists  had  fallen  in  with  the 
afternoon  and  evening  hours  for  opening.  The  only  dis- 
tricts in  which  there  are  defaulters  are  Dairy  and  Tollcross. 

Parliamentary7  Representation. — The  Hon.  Secretary 
(Mr.  G.  H.  C.  Rowland)  read  a  letter  by  the  President  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  with  reference  to  direct  Par- 
liamentary representation  for  pharmacists.  The  Secretary 
stated  that  the  letter  had  been  before  the  committee  of  the 
Association,  and  that  it  received  favourable  consideration. 
There  was,  however,  some  diversity  of  opinion,  and,  as  the 
matter  was  one  of  considerable  importance,  the  committee 
resolved  to  ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  Association  before 
coming  to  a  decision.  Mr.  Glass  thought  it  would  be  a 
great  advantage  to  have  direct  representation  in  Parlia- 
ment, although  he  did  not  think  the  Association  had  funds 
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to  give  it  financial  assistance.  The  Chairman  and  Mr. 
Forret  expressed  themselves  against  the  proposal.  Mr. 
Hill  ppinted  out  that  it  would  be  a  great  advantage  to  them 
to  have  in  the  House,  and  possibly  on  the  Committees,  a 
man  who  is  so  clpsely  in  touch  with  everything  as  is  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones.  It  was  ultimately  agreed  that  the  Chairman 
should  reply  to  the  President's  letter  favouring  the  principle 
of  direct  representation. 

The  Federation. — The  members  had  before  them  the 
Plymouth  Association's  proposals  for  the  reconstruction 
of  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations. 
There  seemed  to  be  a  unanimous  opinion  that  the  pro- 
posals are  quite  unsuitable  for  the  end  in  view,  and  it 
was  agreed  to  adhere  to  their  former  expression  of  opinion 
in  favour  of  a  reasonable  arrangement  being  made  for ' 
having  a  meeting  at  the  time  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference. 

Other  Items. — It  was  agreed  to  leave  it  to  the  com- 
mittee to  make  arrangements  for  the  annual  excursion, 
and  a  suggestion  was  made  that  the  place  selected  for 
the  outing  should  be  Dunkeld.  The  question  was  raised 
as  to  whether  the-  title  of  the.  Association  should  be 
changed  from  Chemists'  to  Pharmacists',  but  it  was 
agreed  that  no  change  should  be  made.  It  was  remitted 
to  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  to  prepare  a  list  of  registered  phar- 
macists for  the  Edinburgh  Directory  to  follow  the  lists 
of  medical  practitioners  and  registered  dentists. 

North  Kent  Chemists  Dine. 

The  annual  dinner  was  held  at  the  Clarendon  Royal 
Hotel,  Gravesend,  on  May  5.  At  the  annual  meeting 
during  the  afternoon  the  officers  were  re-elected.  Mr.  A. 
Goldthorpe  (President), occupied  the  chair  at  the  dinner, 
and  was  supported  by  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young  and  Mr.  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones.  The  other  officers  of  the  North  Kent  Associa- 
tion present  were  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing  (Vice-President),  Messrs. 
T.  Chesterfield,  R.  T.  Clarke,  W.  E.  Goff,  A.  W.  Hanson 
(members  of  the  committee),  Mr.  A.  Stooke  (Hon. 
Treasurer),  and  Mr.  R,  Feavter  Clarke,  J.P.  Among  the 
company  were  Messrs.  D.  U.  Still,  Hincliffe,  Cunmngton, 
Armitage,  Pirrie  (Camwal),  two  representatives  of  Evans 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  Ryder,  J.  J.  John, 
J.  Furber,  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock,  and 
W.  R.  Barnes.  After  the  loyal  toast  had  been  given,  that 
of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  ' '  was  proposed  by  the 
Chairman,  who  outlined  his  ideas  on  a  pharmacists'  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  which,  apparently,  was  to  include  the  Phar- 
maceutical Defence  Union,  the  P.A.T.A.,  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Union,  and  the  Federation,  the  formulators  of 
which  were  to  be  sent  to  a  desert  island  to  complete  the 
scheme.  Mr.  J.  Rymer  Young,  in  responding,  alluded  to 
recent  legislative  efforts,  and  after  remarking  that  it  would 
be  like  thrashing  a  dead  horse  to  go  into  the  benefits  or 
disadvantages  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  he,  never- 
theless, said  that  although  the  obnoxious  Clause  2  was  quite 
unnecessary  and  ought  not  to  have  been  pushed  upon 
chemists,  there  was  much  in  the  Bill  that  would  redound-  to 
the  best  interests  of  pharmacy.  They  had  to  remember  that 
the  Bill  was  a  Government  Bill,  which  might  have  consisted 
of  Clause  2.  The  Society's  Council  had  been  compelled  to 
accept  the  Bill,  but  it  had  endeavoured  to  strip  the  clause 
of  its  venom.  The  numerous  applications  for  licences  were 
being  treated  in  an  utterly  illogical  and  unfair  way  by  the 
authorities,  and  it  would  have  been  "  God  help  us  "  if  they 
had  not  succeeded  in  drawing  the  sting  of  Clause  2.  In  the 
original  clause  laudanum  for  colic  in  an  horse  would  have 
been  a  poison  used  for  "  agricultural  and  horticultural  pur- 
poses," and  any  poison  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  would  come 
under  that  designation.  Mr.  Young  then  alluded  to  those 
concerned  in  the  recent  legislation,  and  gave  instances  in 
connection  with  the  recent  Budget  as  to  why  a  pharma- 
ceutical Parliamentary  representative  is  needed.  He  called 
upon  pharmacists  "to  put  party  politics  in  their  pocket?, 
and  have  some  pharmaceutical  politics  "  and  to  support  the" 
Society's  Parliamentary  fund.  Mr.  Glvn-Jones  followed 
with  the  toast  of  "  The  North  Kent  Chemists'  Association." 
He  stated  that  any  class  to  hold  its  own  must  be  organised, 
and  he  knew  of  no  body,  except  the  labouring  classes,  so  well 
organised  in  the  country  as  pharmacists.  It  was  a  strong 
statement,  but  he  said  it  deliberately.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  then 
showed  how  the  local  associations  should  bring  influence  to 


bear  upon  the  local  authorities  and  to  treat  the  municipal 
council  members  as  they  formerly  treated  members  of 
Parliament,  since  the  councillors  were  influenced  by  the  first 
partisan,  and  the  Association's  members  must  get  their  case 
presented  before  the  seedsmen.  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing  briefly 
replied.  The  remaining  toasts  were  those  of  "Kindred 
Associations,"  proposed  by  Mr.  R.  Feaver  Clarke,  and 
responded  to  by  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  and  "  The  Chair- 
man," given  by  Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock.  The  musical  pro- 
gramme was  much  curtailed  by  the  speeches. 

Exeter  Association  of  Pharmacists. 
A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  April  30,  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  there  being  also 
present  Messrs.  E.  Lemmon,  T.  C.  Milton,  D.  Reid,  J. 
Hinton  Lake,  J.  H.  Lake,  P.  F.  Rowsell,  and  F.  W.  Vinden. 

A  vote  of  condolence  was  passed  with  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  of 
Glasgow,  on  the  death  of  his  son,  Mr.  John  Forbes  Currie 
{€.  <£•  D.,  May  1,  p.  673). 

Free  Samples. — Mr.  Rowsell  mentioned  that  he  had  been 
waited  upon  by  the  representative  of  an  American  firm  who 
are  anxious  to  promote  the  sale  of  a  proprietary  preparation 
manufactured  by  them  by  means  of  a  preliminary  free  dis- 
tribution of  samples.  Seeing  that  the  preparation  contained 
a  comparatively  large  amount  of  cocaine,  he  told  the  repre- 
sentative that  he  considered  such  a  procedure  to  be  abso- 
lutely contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  that 
it  would  be  a  source  of  grave  public  danger.  It  was  unani- 
mously resolved — 

That  the  Exeter  and  District  Association  of  Pharmacists 
strongly  deprecate  the  methods  of  an  American  firm,  by 
which  it  is  proposed  to  give  away  free  samples  of  a  pro- 
prietary preparation  containing  2i  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  as 
involving  great  danger  to  the  public  and  a  heavy  responsi- 
bility on  any  persons  taking  part  in  the  distribution. 

Cut  Prices. — Mr.  Rowsell  also  brought  forward  the  quec- 
tion  of  the  extremely  low  prices  at  which  certain  patent 
medicines  and  proprietary  articles  are  being  sold  in  Exeter, 
and  it  was  resolved  that  the  attention  of  the  manufacturers 
be  called  to  this  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  a  more 
satisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

Parliamentary  Fund. — The  Chairman  reported  that  he 
had  received  a  letter  from  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  asking  him  to  join,  as  a  representative  of  the 
Exeter  Association,  a  committee  which  had  been  formed 
to  promote  the  candidature  of  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  for  a 
seat  in  Parliament.  Mr.  Gadd  explained  that  the  chief 
object  of  the  movement  is  to  raise  a  fund  of  500/.  to  pay  the 
election  expenses  of  the  proposed  candidate,  he  being 
already  in  receipt  of  a  salary  from- the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  their  Parliamentary  Secretary.  A  general  opinion 
in  sympathy  with  the  movement  was  expressed,  and  the 
President  was  requested  to  represent  the- Association  on  the 
committee  and  to  report  in  order  that  the  Association  might 
determine  whether  it  was  advisable  to  subscribe  to  the  fund. 

The  Spirit-duty. — Mr.  Lemmon  said  he  thought,  some 
representation  should  be  made  to  Sir  George  Kekewich,  the 
member  for  Exeter,  in  regard  to  the  increased  duty  on 
spirituous  preparations,  which  would  so  materially  affect 
the  retail  price  of  medicines.  This  is  an  item  in  the  Budget 
which  will  affect  poor  people  in  several  ways,  and  Sir  George 
should  be  urged  to  raise  the  question  before  the  House  of 
Commons  with  a  view  to  securing  a  rebate  on  spirit  used 
for  medicinal  purposes.  The  following  resolution  was 
carried  : 

That  the  Exeter  and  District  Association  of  Pharmacists 
view  with  alarm  the  great  increase  of  the  duty  on  spirit  as 
affecting  the  retail  price  of  medicines,  and  thereby  causing 
great_hardship  to  the  general  public  and  especially  the  sick 
poor.  They  therefore  humbly  submit  that  spirits  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations  should  be  sub- 
ject to  a  special  rebate. 

The  meeting  discussed  the  advisability  of  increasing  the 
retail  prices  of  articles  affected  by  the  increased  duty,  and 
the  opinion  was  expressed  that  pharmacists  would  have.no 
option  but  to  increase  prices. 

Council  Election. — The  question  of  the  forthcoming 
election  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  considered,  and 
letters  were  read  from  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  Wolverhampton, 
and  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat,  Weybridge,  Surrey,  in  reference 
to  their  candidature.  No  formal  resolution  was,  however, 
passed. 
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P.D.U. — A  letter  was  read  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Defence  Union  asking  for  support  and  offering  to  send  a 
representative  to  explain  their  scheme.  Mr.  Milton  said 
chemists  are  satisfied  with  the  work  of  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association,  and  he  saw  no  need  for  any  further 
organisation.   The  letter  was  allowed  to  lie  upon  the  table.

Colonial  and  Foreign  News, 


Pharmacy  Legislation  in  Finland. — The  personal- 
grant  system,  modelled  on  Swedish  lines,  ie  to  be  the  basie 
of  the  Apothecaries  Bill  to  be  introduced  by  the  Senate  of 
Finland.  A  committee  ha6  been  appointed  to  concider  the 
measure. 

Swedish  Radium  and  Uranium. — A  company  has  been 
formed  in  Stockholm  to  work  "  kulm,"  or  alum  shale,  for 
the-  uranium  and  radium  which  it  contains.  It  is  stated 
that  a  ton  of  the  stuff  yields  4  milligrams  of  radium 
bromide.  The  company  has  bought,  several  inventions  of 
Dr.  Hellsing,  and  among  those  associated  with  the  ven- 
ture are  Professor  J.  G.  Anderson,  director  of  the  Swedish 
Geological  Research  Department,  Professor  Arrhenius, 
Professor  Sjogren,  Superintendent  of  the  State  Mineral- 
ogieal  Collections,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Waern.  Kulm  is  obtained 
in  enormous  quantities  in  Vastergotland,  where  the  com- 
pany has  made  extensive  purchases  of  land. 

Checking  Price-cutting.. — Several  important  manufac- 
turers of  patent  .medicines  have  recently  brought  joy  to 
the  hearts  of  the  druggists  in  Omaha,  Nebraska.  These 
manufacturers,  in  contracting  for  advertisement-space  in 
the  Omaha  newspapers,  have  stipulated  in  their  contracts 
that  these  shall  be  considered  null  and  void  the  instant  a 
newspaper  advertises  the  goods  of  the  manufacturer  at  less 
than  stipulated  prices.  Thus  the  cut-rate  dealers  of 
Omaha,  not  finding  it  possible  to  announce  cut-rate  cam- 
paigns in  the  newspapers,  practically  have  the  ground 
removed  from  beneath  them. 

Proprietaries  in  Germany. — According  to  the  decision 
of  the  Hamburg  Bureau  entrusted  with  the  testing  of  foreign 
proprietary  medicines  intended  for  the  German  market, 
"  Ayer's  Cherry  Pectoral"  is  now  charged  with  a  Customs 
duty  of  500m.  (251.)  per  dozen  bottles.  The  official  notice 
states  that  the  recommendations  enclosed  with  each  bottle 
are  likely  to  mislead  the  public,  and  that  the  composition 
of  the  article  is  not  invariably  the  same.  In  the  case  of 
Cooper's  sheep-wash  powder  it  was  decided  to  admit  the 
preparation  free  of  duty  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  purely 
a  disinfectant. 

The  University  of  Leipzig  celebrates  with  the  coming 
lession  its  one-thousandth  semester  and  the  five-hundredth 
anniversary  of  its  foundation.  The  University  owes  its 
foundation  to  the  exodus  of  a  large  number  of  German 
students  from  Prague  in  1409,  as  a  protest  against  various 
measures  taken  by  King  Wenceslaus  IV.  of  Bohemia,  tend- 
ing to  curtail  their  privileges  in  favour  of  the  Czechs.  Two 
thousand  students,  led  by  two  professors,  went  to  Leipzig, 
where  in  the  same  year  the  Marggrave  Frederick  the  Warlike 
founded  the  University.  At  present  it  is  attended  by  over 
5,000  students,  about  200  of  whom  study  pharmacy. 

Ontario  Pharmacy  Act. — An  amendment  of  this  Act 
has  passed  the  Legislative  Council  by  which  general  mer-' 
chants  may  sell  carbonate  of  magnesia,  citrate  of  mag- 
nesia, Rochelle  salts,  blue  stone,  copperas,  quinine,  spirit 
of  nitre,  rhubarb-root,  solution  of  ammonia,  phosphate  of 
soda,  gum  camphor,  saltpetre,  and  chloride  of  lime.  Helle- 
bore, tincture  of  iodine,  arsenate  of  lead,  and  a  5-per-cent. 
solution  of  carbolic  acid  have  also  been  placed  under  the 
same  regulations  which  have  governed  Paris  green  and 
London  purple  for  a  number  of  years.  With  these  excep- 
tions the  Ontario  Act  retains  the  principle  that  drugs  and 
medicines  may  only  be  sold  and  compounded  by  qualified 
pharmacists. 

Patent-law  Revision. — There  is  more  or  less  disappoint- 
ment in  the  drug-trade  that  Congress  has  cut  out  the 
retaliatory  patent  clause  of  the  Payne  Tariff  Bill  now  being 
considered  in  Special  Session.  This  clause  would  have 
operated  somewhat  like  the  new  British  Patent  Act,  and  its 
effect  would  have  been  to  compel  holders  of  foreign  patents 
to  submit  to  the  conditions  which  their  own  countries 
impose  upon  Americans.  In  many  instances,  too,  foreign 
patentees  would  have  been  compelled  to  make  their  products 
on  American  soil.  The  clause  was  cut  out  by  Congress, 
however,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  in  conflict  with  existing 
international  treaties. 
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yanies  were  concerned,  and  declared  that  if  it  were  possible 
to  find  a  form  of  words  which  would  not  mako  it  necessary 
for  the  appointment  of  a  qualilied  person  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  well-managed  and  properly  conducted  com- 
panies, but  yet  would  hit  the  other  impersonal  bodies,  he 
would  recommend  its  acceptance.  His  Lordship  actually 
■submitted  for  consideration  a  draft  of  an  amendment  that 
might  meet  the  case.  That  draft  was  the  basis  upon 
which,  with  the  aid  of  earnest  workers  inside  and  outside  the 
House,  the  Council  was  able  to  build  up  the  protective  pro- 
visions now  embodied  in  Section  3  of  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act.  That  it  should  have  been  possible  to  effect  a 
hango  at  all  in  a  departmental  measure  that  had  received 
the  approval  of  a  Joint  Select  Committee  and  the  House  of 
Lords  was  in  itself  a  significant  achievement,  but  that  the 
modification  effected  should  have  been  so  extensive  and  so 
radical  ip  character  is  still  more  notable.  The  members  of 
the  Society  should  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  reasonable 
jompromise  embodied  in  the  new  statute  could  not  have  been 
obtained  without  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel,  the 
Minister  in  charge  of  the  Bill,  and  the  year  might  have  passed 
without  pharmaceutical  legislation  at  all  but  for  the  attitude 
of  the  officers  of  the  Privy  Council,  who  throughout  the  long 
and  trying  session  manifested  a  sincere  and  active  desire  to 
reconcile  reasonable  freedom  for  tradmg  interests  with  the 
public  necessity  for  a  real  regulation  of  pharmaceutical  prac- 
tice. Both  the  Clerk  to  the  Council  and  the  Deputy  Clerk 
accorded  the  most  sympathetic  consideration  to  all  the  repre- 
sentations made  on  behalf  of  the  Society  in  the  course  of  the 
protracted  negotiations  that  preceded  the  second  reading  of 
•the  Bill  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

The  New  Act. — It  is  too  early  to  judge  at  this  stage  of  the 
effect  of  the  Act,  but  it  is  apparent  that  since  April  1,  on 
which  day  it  came  into  legal  operation,  there  has  been  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  local  authorities  to  misinterpret 
the  section  relating  to  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons. 
In  spite  of  the  Order  in  Council  which  indicates  with  sufficient 
clearness  the  intention  of  the  section,  some  local  bodies  appear 
10  have  regarded  the  new  conditions  as  empowering  them  to 
repeal  the  most  salutary  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of 
1368.  The  Council  will  carefully  watch  this  tendency  and 
v-ake  steps  to  organise  local  chemists  so  that  the  danger  may 
be  effectively  combated. 

The  details  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
new  Act  are  now  almost  completed,  and  every  effort  will  bo 
made  by  the  officers  of  the  Council  to  cope  with  the  largely 
increased  burdens  devolving  upon  the  staff.  A  special  com- 
•mittee  has  been  appointed  by  the  Council  to  consider  the 
changes  ncessitated  by  the  statute  and  to  formulate  recom- 
mendations. That  Committee  has  made  two  interim  reports, 
one  dealing  with  certificates  for  exhibition  in  pharmacies, 
and  the  other  with  the  readjustment  and  augmentation  of  the 
staff,  and  both  reports  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and 
published  in  the  Journal. 

In  regard  to  the  division  of  the  qualifying  examination  and 
the  provision  of  a  definite  course  of  systematic  training  in 
the  subjects  of  examination,  the  Boards  of  Examiners  have 
been  asked  to  carefully  consider  the  subject  and  to  furnish 
the  Council  with  such  observations  as  may  appear  appropriate 
and  helpful.

At  Berkley  Heath  (Glcs.),  John  Nelines,  dock  labourer, 
was  killed  by  an  explosion  of  a  mixture  of  acetylene  gas  and 
air.

German  Spirit.— The  spirit-tax  has  again  been  the  subject 
of  discussion  in  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  German 
Reichstag.  Exemption  from  subjection  to  the  "contingent" 
clause  was  secured  on  behalf  of  the  new  distilleries,  a  ten 
years'  exemption  being  at  first  proposed  but  reduced  to  five 
years  on  the  amendment  of  the  Centre  party.  The  whole  "  con- 
tingent "  for  each  period  is  to  be  established  on  the  basis  of 
the  home  consumption  of  drinking-spirit.  In  the  event  of  an 
anexpeeted  decline  in  consumption  the  whole  "  contingent  " 
for  the  following  business  year  can  be  reduced  in  proportion  to 
the  actual  quantity  consumed.  To  this  the  Conservatives 
•  dded  a  clause  in  Section  143  to  the  effect  that  if  the  whole 
"  contins*ent "  is  decreased  according  to  Section  25  before 
October  1.  1913.  then  the  established  "  contingent  "  of  the  com- 
mercial year  1907-8  should  be  lowered  one-tenth,  so  far  as  it  is 
:;bove  100,000  litres,  but  not  less. 


Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


LONDON  SECTION. 

A MEETING  of  this  Section  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  on  May  3,  Dr.  J.  Lewkowitsch 
in  the  chair.  After  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
had  been  read,  the  Chairman  notified  the  members  that 
application  for  luncheon-tickets  at  the  annual  meeting 
should  be  made  without  delay,  so  as  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  the  Entertainment  Committee. 

Rubber  Vulcanisation. — Dr.  H.  P.  Stevens  then  read  a 
paper,  by  himself  and  Mr.  Clayton  Beadle,  describing  a 
long  series  of  experiments  made  upon  various  samples  of 
rubber  before  and  after  vulcanising  with  different  propor- 
tions of  sulphur  and  zinc  oxide.  In  describing  the  physical 
tests  the  authors  mentioned  a  new  method  of  testing  the 
tensile  strength  and  elongation  in  which  were  employed 
rings  of  rubber  attached  to  hooks  in  place  of  strips  as 
generally  practised.  The  experiments  brought  out  the  fact 
that  the  rubber  from  young  trees  is  not  inferior  to  that  from 
old  trees,  as  is  generally  held.  The  variation  in  the  quali- 
ties of  the  rubber  upon  which  the  tests  were  made  was 
found  to  be  due  mainly  to  the  different  methods  of  coagu- 
lating the  latex.  Elastic-thread  can  be  made  from  planta- 
tion rubber  of  equal  quality  to  that  from  Para  rubber. 
Mr.  Beadle  supplemented  the  paper,  and  in  the  course  of 
his  remarks  said  that  the  tests  referred  to  are  at  present 
being  applied  to  rubber  tyres  to  see  whether  tar  has  any 
deleterious  effect  on  the  resiliency  of  the  rubber. 

Magnesite. — Mr.  H.  H.  Dains  then  gave  a  paper  on  the 
Indian  magnesite  industry.  The  deposit,  which  covers 
2,000  square  acres,  occurs  at  Salem,  in  the  Madras  Presi- 
dency. The  magnesite  is  in  veins,  and  has  been  worked 
from  the  surface,  in  placer,  to  a  depth  of  about  sixty  feet. 
Analysis  shows  the  presence  of  96.34  per  cent,  of  mag- 
nesium carbonate  with  almost  complete  absence  of  lime 
salts.  Mr.  Dains  exhibited  a  number  of  slides  to  show 
the  method  of  mining  magnesite  and  the  transport  arrange- 
ments by  means  of  coolies.  The  magnesite  is  afterwards- 
calcined,  two  varieties  being  produced — caustic  magnesia, 
when  a  temperature  of  800°  C.  is  employed,  and  dead- 
burnt  or  shrunk  magnesite  at  1,700°  C.  Some  interesting 
details  were  given  as  to  the  commercial  uses  of  the  mineral. 
The  evolved  carbonic-acid  gas  can  be  collected  for  aerating- 
purposes,  and  the  residue  employed  for  ma'king  refractory 
bricks.  When  sulphuric  acid  is  used  the  residue  is  Epsom 
salt.  An  important  use  for  caustic  magnesia  is  in  the  pro- 
duction of  oxychloride  cements.  These  are  made  by  mixing 
the  magnesia  with  magnesium-chloride  solution  and  sand 
or  sawdust,  a  white,  hard  mass  resulting,  which  is  used  for 
fireproof  partitions,  floorings,  and  millstones.  Caustic 
magnesia  is  also  employed  for  lining  regenerative  gas- 
furnaces.  The  dead -burnt  magnetite  is  likewise  used  as 
a  refractory  lining  for  electric  and  other  furnaces  and 
crucibles.  For  furnace-linings  the  shrunk  magnesite  Is 
made  into  bricks  and  burnt,  the  resulting  bricks  being  in 
some  cases  reground  and  burnt  a  second  time. 

Steam-meter. — Dr.  Minchen,  of  Bayer  &  Co.,  Liverpool, 
next  described  the  working  of  a  meter  for  checking  the 
quantity  of  steam  used  in  chemical- works.  It  is  the  inven- 
tion of  Mr.  Kuhne,  who  was  also  present,  and  was  patented 
by  the  Farbenfabriken  vormals  F.  Bayer  &  Co.  in  1903. 
Steam  is  passed  through  a  pipe,  over  the  outlet  of  which 
a  hollow,  truncated  cone  is  placed.  In  the  opening  of 
the  cone  a  float  is  arranged  to  work,  supported  by  a  wire 
working  through  the  cover  over  a  pulley,  and  balanced  by  a 
weight.  Attached  to  this  wire  and  on  the  outside  of  the 
vessel  is  a  pen  which  operates  on  a  moving  drum.  From 
the  indications  of  the  pointer  the  position  of  the  float,  and 
consequently  the  area  of  the  discharge-opening,  can  be 
deduced,  while  from  the  pressure  recorded  on  a  registering- 
gauge  the  quantity  of  steam  passing  can  be  calculated.  One 
of  the  instruments  was  exhibited,  and  Mr.  Kuhne  replied 
in  German  to  the  criticisms.  There  is  great  difficulty,  it 
appears,  in  making  the  truncated  cone  parabolic  in  form. 
/  From  a  large  number  of  castings  only  a  few  are  sufficiently 
accurate  for  the  purpose. 

Mr.  Grant  Hooper  then  took  the  chair,  while  Dr.  Lew- 
kowitsch described  and  explained  the  working  of  a  new 
refractometer. 
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Legal  Reports. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Dishonouring  a  Cheque. 
The  case  of  Barger  v.  the  National  Bank,  Ltd.,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Piekford  (see  0.  Jk  D.,  May  1,  p.  6/0),  was  concluded 
on  Thursday  of  last  week.  The  jury  failed  to  agree  unani- 
mously, and  the  parties  accepted  a  verdict  of  the  majority, 
who  found  that  there  was  a  settlement  by  the  bank  of  all 
disputes.  His  Lordship  entered  judgment  for  the  de- 
fendants, and  on  the  counterclaim  for  defendants  for  33?. 
odd. 

Saccharin  Patents. 
Mr.  Colefax  mentioned  the  case  of  the  Saccharin  Corpora- 
tion v.  the  National  Saccharin  Co.,  Ltd.,  to  Mr.  Justice 
Eve  in  the  Chancery  Division  on  April  30,  stating  that  he 
had  seen  Mr.  Bousfield,  K.C.,  who  was  for  the  defendants, 
and  it  was  arranged  that  the  motion  should  stand  over  for 
another  fortnight,  the  interim  injunction  granted  against 
the  defendants  to  be  continued  meanwhile. 

Californian  Syrup  of  Figs. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  May  4,  a  matter  referred  to  the 
Court  by  the  Board  of  Trade  came  before  Mr.  Justice  War- 
rington under  the  Trade-marks  Act,  1905,  by  way  of  an 
application  for  leave  to  proceed  with  the  registration  of  the 
words  "  Californian  Syrup  of  Figs,"  as  the  trade-mark  of 
the  California  Fig  Syrup  Co.  Mr.  H.  Terrell,  K.C.,  and 
Mr.  Sebastian  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Sargeant 
for  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Mr.  Terrell,  K.C.,  in  making  the  application,  said  the 
point  before  the  Court  was  whether  the  company  could  re- 
gister a  geographical  word  such  as  "  California,"  and  he 
contended  that  they  could,  because  it  had  become  distinctive 
of  the  company's  products.  He  thought  he  could  satisfy  his 
i^ordship  beyond  the  shadow  of  a  doubt — there  being  no 
evidence  to  the  contraiy — that  the  word  "  California  "  was 
a  word  which  distinguished  the  applicants'  syrup  from 
that  of  any  other  manufacturer.  Before  this  Act  was  passed 
the  geographical  name  could  not  be  registered  as  a  trade- 
mark, but  he  had  a  list  of  twenty-five  marks  registered  since 
the  Act  of  i905,  all  bearing  geographical  names.  The  only 
point  really  was  whether  the  word  "  California"  was  dis- 
tinctive of  the  applicants'  syrup.  He  would  remind  his 
Lordship  that  there  was  an  action  brought  by  the  company 
in  1897  to  restrain  another  company  from  using  the  words 
"American  Syrup  of  Figs,"  and  that  was  dismissed  be- 
cause the  Court  of  Appeal  held  that  it  was  the  word 
"California''  which  was  distinctive  of  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany's goods.  From  that  date  the  word  had  continued  to 
be  distinctive  of  the  company's  manufactures.  Counsel 
then  produced  fourteen  affidavits  from  doctors  of  eminence 
and  prominent  wholesale  chemists,  including  Sir  Edward 
Evans,  as  well  as  retailers,  in  support  of  his  case.  He  also 
said  that  on  the  affidavits  it  was  shown  that  750.000  bottles 
of  the  syrup  had  been  sold  in  the  United  Kingdom  alone, 
and  they  further  went  to  show  that  the  word  "  California  " 
was  understood  by  the  public  and  the  trade  to  indicate  the 
applicants'  goods. 

At  this  stage  the  hearing  was  adjourned. 

On  Wednesday  Mr.  Terrell,  K.C.,  continued  his  argu- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  citing  the  "Oswego" 
cornflour-biscuit  case. 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington  pointed  out  that  in  that  case 
the  word  "  Oswego  "  described  the  substance  itself,  and 
the  trade-mark  was  a  picture  of  the  biscuit  with 
"  Oswego  "  on  it. 

Mr.  Terrell,  K.C.,  said  the  Board  of  Trade  in  that  case 
argued  that  the  applicants  ought  not  to  use  the  word 
"  Oswego  "  alone.  The  present  applicants  did  not  propose 
to  use  the  word  "  California  '  alone,  and,  adopting  the 
Board  of  Trade's  argument  in  the  "  Oswego  "  case,  they 
asked  for  the  registration  of  the  words  "  California  Syrup 
of  Figs." 

Mr.  C.  H.  Sargant,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
said  that  a  large  number  of  geographical  names  had  been 
before  the  Board,  and  the  point  arose  as  to  how  far  the 
Court  could  exercise  its  discretion  with  regard  to  those 
names.  While  not  saying  much  on  the  facts  of  this  case, 
he  admitted  that  anyone  asking  for  Californian  syrup  of 


figs  desired  the  goods  of  the  applicants.  He  was  going 
to  deal  with  the  application  simply  and  solely  on  general 
grounds.  Under  the  Act  of  1888  geographical  names  were 
expressly  excluded.  Now  a  middle  course  had  been  pur- 
sued. A  geographical  name  was  still  partially  excluded. 
The  Registrar,  under  the  present  legislation,  had  no  juris- 
diction himself  to  register  a  geographical  name  at  all,  but 
the  Court  in  its  discretion,  if  satisfied  that  the  name  was 
a  distinctive  name,  might  say  that  it  could  be  registered. 
A  trade-mark  should  be  as  distinctive  as  possible,  and  a 
perfect  trade-mark  ought  to  be  a  complete  denotation  of 
the  goods  of  the  applicant,  and  should  not  be  commenta- 
tive.  Allsopp's  "  hand  "  seemed  to  him  to  be  a  perfect 
trade-mark,  as  it  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
fact  that  the  goods  were  beer.  Any  picture  of  that  kind 
was  a  perfect  trade-mark.  On  the  question  of  words, 
counsel  urged  that  "  Lemco,"  the  trade-mark  of  Messrs. 
Liebigs,  was  a  perfect  trade-mark.  If  the  name  of  some 
little  place  in  California  was  sought  to  be  registered  in 
connection  with  the  particular  product  of  the  applicants, 
he  could  very  well  see  that  in  a  case  of  that  sort  the 
name  was  adapted  to  distinguish  the  product  of  the  appli- 
cants. But  in  this  country  "  California  "  meant  a  large 
and  wealthy  district,  a  large  and  important  State  in  the 
United  States,  particularly  well  adapted  on  the  western 
slopes  for  the  growing  of  fruit.  Therefore  prima  facie 
the  phrace  "California  Syrup  of  Figs"  meant  syrup  of 
figs  produced  in  California  from  fruit  grown  in  that 
locality.  That  being  so,  it  was  a  phrase  which  was  de- 
scriptive of  any  syrup  of  figs  made  from  fruit  grown  in 
California  or  produced  by  a  company  carrying  on  business 
in  California.  It  was  adapted  to  distinguish  syrup  of  figs 
produced  in  these  cases  from  all  other  syrup  of  figs,  but 
it  was  not  adapted  to  distinguish  the  syrup  of  figs  pro- 
duced by  this  particular  company  from  syrup  of  figs  pro- 
duced by  other  companies  or  by  individuals  in  that  region. 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that 
the  case  raised  for  the  first  time  an  important  question 
of  principle  upon  the  construction  and  effect  of  Section  9 
of  the  Trade-Marks  Act,  1905,  as  to  the  registration  of 
geographical  names.  The  point  was  whether  the  name 
"  California"  in  its  wide  geographical  term  could  be  said 
to  be  distinctive  having  regard  to  the  definition  of  the 
word  distinctive  and  to  the  other  provisions  of  Section  9. 
It  was  obvious  that  the  word  "California"  was  not 
adapted  to  distinguish  their  company's  syrup  of  figs  from 
the  syrup  of  goods  of  other  manufacturers,  but  the  Legis- 
lature had  provided  that  in  the  case  of  an  old  mark  the 
Court  was  entitled  to  look  at  the  actual  circumstances 
attending  the  user.  Bearing  this  in  mind  his  Lordship 
was  of  opinion  that  the  Act  did  not  intend  to  give  a 
particular  person,  merely  because  he  had  been  the  only 
person  using  the  word  during  a  number  of  years,  a> 
monopoly  in  a  geographical  name  so  wide,  and  so  common, 
as  to  the  large  State  concerned  in  this  case.  It  did  not 
seem  to  him  to  be  a  case  which  upon  the  construction  of 
the  Act  a  judge  ought  to  say  that  the  name  was  adapted  to 
distinguish.  The  application  would  be  dismissed  with 
costs. 

Leave  to  appeal  was  granted. 

A  Chemist's  Claim. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Wednesday,  May  5,  an- 
action  was  brought  before  Mr.  Justice  Phillimore  by  Mr. 
John  Mackinnon,  analytical  chemist,  against  Mr.  Charles- 
Ford,  trading  as  Ford  &  Co.,  of  Gracechurch  Street,  to- 
recover  115?. ,  commission  alleged  to  be  due  under  the  terms 
of  his  engagement  and  three  months'  salary  in  lieu  of  notice. 
Plaintiff's  case  was  that  he  entered  defendant's  employ 
at  a  salary  of  175?.  per  year,  with  a  minimum  commission 
of  150?.  At  the  end  of  his  year's  service  he  pressed  for  his 
commission,  and  the  defendant  had  paid  him  35?.  on 
account,  but  he  had  failed  to  pay  the  balance,  and  when 
witness  instructed  his  solicitor  to  write  the  defendant, 
he  terminated  his  engagement  without  notice.  Defendant 
denied  liability,  disputing  that  the  commission  was  to  be 
paid  without  the  plaintiff  effecting  sales,  and  asserting  that 
he  had  made  none.  He  further  said  that  plaintiff  himself 
told  him  he  was  looking  for  another  appointment.  After 
hearing  the  evidence,  his  Lordship  found  for  the  plaintiff 
for  118?.  7s.  6d.,  and  costs. 
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Aiedicine=stamp  Act,  1812. 

"Cures  Toothache." 
At  Maidstone  on  April  29,  Messrs.  Vinson  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
chemists,  0  Middle  Row,  were  summoned  by  the  Revenue 
authorities  for  selling  a  dutiable  medicine  unstamped.  It 
appealed  from  the  evidence  that  on  January  19  an  Excise 
officer  purchased  at  the  defendants'  shop  a  bottle  of 
"  Dentole,"  which  bore  the  wording  : 

Cures  toothache  instantly.  A  few  drops  in  a  hollow  tooth 
will  instantly  stop  toothache  and  wear  away  the  nerve. 
The  bottle  was  unstamped.  Mr.  Filmer,  managing  director 
of  the  company,  admitted  the  offence,  and  said  he  could  not 
account  for  the  omission.  A  previous  conviction  was  proved, 
and  the  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  21.  10s.,  with  9s.  costs. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Synthetic  Camphor  in  the  Oil. 
At  the  Court  House,  Oldbury,  on  May  4,  before  Mr.  A.  M. 
Chance  and  other  magistrates,  Mr.  W.  W.  Deakin,  chemist 
and  druggist,  was  summoned,  under  .Section  6  of  the  1875 
Act,  for  selling  camphorated  oil  made  with  artificial  cam- 
phor. Mr.  Jeffreys,  solicitor,  Oldbury,  prosecuted  on 
behalf  of  the  Worcestershire  County  Council,  and  Mr.  C.  H. 
Kirby,  solicitor,  London,  defended  on  behalf  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Evidence  of  the  purchase  showed  that  one  pound  of  cam- 
phorated oil  was  asked  for  111  writing  as  B.P.,  and  the 
county  analyst  reported,  after  analysing  his  portion  of  the 
oil,  that  it  was  prepared  with  olive  oil  and  was  of  correct 
strength,  but  that  it  was  made  with  synthetic  camphor  in- 
stead of  the  natural  camphor  ordered  in  the  Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr.  Kirby  said,  in  reply  to  the  Bench,  that  he  intended 
to  rely  on  warranty,  but  that  if  the  Court  was  against  him 
on  that  point  he  would  produce  evidence  that  the  purchaser 
had  not  been  prejudiced  in  any  way  whatever.  He  put  in 
particulars  of  the  warranty,  which  consisted  of  verbal  order, 
verbal  acceptance,  label,  and  price-list.  He  reminded  the 
Court  that  the  prosecution  had  given  no  proof  whatever  of 
prejudice  to  the  buyer,  and  in  fact  there  was  none.  It  was 
true  the  B.P.  said  camphor  was  obtained  from  the  tree 
Cinnarnomvm  Camphora,  but  he  thought  it  a  very  strong 
thing  to  say  that  genuine  camphor  from  any  other  source 
must  not  be  used,  and  the  B.P.  did  not  say  so.  Moreover 
the  B.P.  was  now  eleven  years  old,  and  considerable  ad- 
vances in  science  had  been  made  in  that  time.  Synthetic 
camphor  in  its  present  nearly  perfect  form  was  not  then 
on  the  market,  or  probably  it  would  have  been  referred 
to  as  well  as  the  natural  kind.  He  proceeded  to  show  that 
synthetic  camphor  differs  from  the  natural  only  in  respect 
to  action  on  polarised  light,  and  added  that  he  had  come 
prepared  to  prove  that  the  properties  were  the  same  in 
each  case.  He  quoted  several  High  Court  decisions  sup- 
porting his  contentions  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  defendant's 
warranty. 

Mr.  Deakin  gave  evidence  as  to  ordering  the  oil  from  the 
traveller  of  Messrs.  R.  Gibbins  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Derby,  when  he 
specially  stipulated  that  the  oil  was  to  be  of  B.P.  quality 
absolutely,  and  the  traveller  said  he  would  guarantee  it. 
When  the  invoice  came  he  noticed  B.P.  was  not  written  on 
it,  but  the  label  on  the  bottle  bore  the  words  "  Lin.  Camph., 
B.P."  He  had  sold  the  oil  exactly  as  he  had  received  it. 
He  read  a  note  from  Messrs.  Gibbins'  list  to  the  effect  that 
all  drugs  sold  by  the  firm  were  guaranteed. 

Mr.  Jeffreys  objected  to  the  conversation  with  the 
traveller  being  put  in  as  evidence,  and  also  to  the  price-list, 
on  the  ground  that  these  had  not  been  notified  to  him  along 
with  the  label.  He  maintained  that  the  label  was  not  suffi- 
cient, and  quoted  cases  which,  he  contended,  upheld  that 
view. 

_Mr.  W.  Johnston,  Ph.C,  having  given  evidence  as  to  the 
view  which  chemists  take  of  the  letters  "B.P."  in  regard 
to  being  a  warranty,  the  Chairman  said  that  the  Bench  were 
unanimously  of  opinion  that  the  warranty  was  good  and  that 
the  summons  must  be  dismissed. 

Dentists  Act. 

"  Painless  Extractions." 
Before  Mr.  R.  A.  Gillespie,  the  Stipendiary,  at  West 
Ham  Police  Court  on  May  4.  Arthur  W.  Scott,  of  3  Wood 
grange  Road,  Forest  Gate,  was  summoned,  under  Section  3, 


by  the  Society  of  British  Dentists,  for  using  the  description 
"Painless  Extractions."  Mr.  Young,  for  the  prosecutors, 
laid  the  defendant  carried  on  business  as  the  American 
Teeth  Institute,  and  evidence  as  to  the  use  of  the  words, 
objected  to  was  to  be  called,  but  Mr.  Percy  Robinson,  for 
the  defendant,  admitted  their  use  and  had  no  answer  to 
the  case.  He  explained  that  defendant  had  bought  the- 
business  from  a  Mr.  MaguTre  two  years  ago,  and  at  that 
time  the  words  "Painless  Extraction"  were  on  the  show- 
case. Mr.  Young  having  mentioned  the  Society  of  Dentists* 
he  (Mr.  Robinson)  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  dentists' 
governing  body  was  the  General  Medical  Council,  and  not 
the  Society  of  British  Dentists.  This  was  simply  a  few 
gentlemen  who  had  formed  themselves  together — they  were 
not  even  a  limited  company — to  put  clown  competition. 
Mr.  J.  H  Jackson  (the  Clerk)  said  clefendant  was  fined 
on  the  last  occasion  11.  and  3/.  3.5.  costs.  The  Magistrate 
said  he  could  not  overlook  the  previous  conviction,  and  ho 
fined  the  defendant  51.  and  3/.  3s.  costs,  distress,  or  six 
woeks'  imprisonment. 

"  Teeth  Specialist." 
At  the  Thames  Police  Court  on  May  4,  WTilliam  Birkett, 
East  India  Dock  Road,  was  fined  20  s.  and  23s.  costs  for 
calling  himself  "the  teeth  specialist."  For  the  defendant 
it  was  urged  that  the  card  upon  which  these  words  were 
printed  had  been  issued  by  an  oversight. 

At  the  same  Court,  Max  Pajenton,  Fieldgate  Street, 
Whitechapel,  was  fined  51.  and  23s.  costs  for  styling  him- 
self "a  Russian  dentist." 

An  Irish  Case. 
At  Londonderry  on  May  3,  Daniel  L.  Rogers,  Hon.  Sec- 
retary of  the  Irish  branch  of  the  British  Dental  Associa- 
tion, summoned  William  Patterson,  of  Great  James  Street, 
under  Section  3  for  using  the  titles  and  descriptions  "  Mr. 
Wm.  Patterson,  Teeth  Specialist  "  ;  "  Mr.  Wm.  Patterson, 
Consulting  Room";  and  "Wm.  Patterson,  Ltd.,  Teeth 
Laboratory."  Mr.  Dickson  appeared  for  the  complainants 
and  Mr.  Mark  (Messrs.  Todd  &  Mark)  represented  the  de- 
fendant. After  brief  evidence  Mr.  Mark  said  the  offence 
was  admitted,  and  on  his  advice  the  defendant  had  re- 
moved all  words  exhibited  which  came  within  the  Act  of 
Parliament.  In  future  he  would  be  pleased  to  conform 
with  the  rules  of  the  Association.  By  a  majority  the 
Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  21.  10s.  and  costs.

was  not  satisfactory.  He  asked  for  an  adjournment  for 
further  information  to  be  procured  about  the  debtor's  estate. 
The  examination  was  adjourned  to  May  18.  The  following-

1,000/.  down  (which  ho  borrowed  and  which  is  still  unpaid), 
and  tho  balance  was  arranged  to  bo  paid  by  instalments  of 
200/.  per  annum.  He  paid  ono  instalment,  and  the  late  Mr. 
Evans  agreed  to  forego  tho  balance  of  950/.  It  was  provided 
in  Mr.  Evans's  will  that  accounts  between  them  should  bo 
taken  as  settled  at  the  debtor's  option,  and  lie  has  informed 
'he  trustees  of  tho  will  that  he  elected  to  accept  the  provision. 
Ho  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  his  creditors  in  1903, 
paying  them  7s.  bd.  ;n  the  pound.  No  trustee  was  appointed,  it 
being  personally  arranged  between  director  and  his  creditors. 
The  books  of  account  kept  comprise  debtors'  and  creditors' 
ledgers  and  day-books;  no  cash-book  and  no  record  of  the 
takings  had  boon  kont.  Tho  failuro  is  ascribed  to  law  costs 
incidental  to  the  action  against  him  by  the  Quinine  Bitters 
Manufacl uring  Co.,  deterioration  of  business  owing  to  re- 
moval, expense  of  fitting  up  new  premises,  and  pressure  by 
creditors.

There  are  distinct  signs  of  improvement  in 
business  generally  since  Mr.  Hewlett's  visit  two  years 
ago.  At  the  Cape  the  weather  was  beautiful,  although 
there  were  reports  of  tremendous  rains  in  the  Transvaal.

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The  Uses  of  Tantalum. 


MR.  ALEXANDER  SIEMENS  discoursed  on  this  sub- 
ject befo  e  the  members  of  the  Royal  Institution  on 
April  23.  Lord  Rayleigh  was  in  the  chair,  and  among 
those  present  were  Sir  James  Dewar,  Sir  J.  Crichton-Browne, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour,  Professor  Silvanus  P.  Thompson,  Dr. 
Davidson,  and  Dr.  Messel.  After  referring  to  the  genesis 
of  electric  lighting  and  the  many  attempts  that  have  been 
made  to  find  a  substitute  for  carbon  in  the  ordinary  electric- 
light  globes,  the  lecturer  referred  to  the  Nernst  lamp,  with 
a  filament  of  refractory  earths,  the  osmium  lamps,  and, 
finally,  the  tantalum  lamps.  In  the  last  two  kinds  metallic 
filaments  are  employed.  The  world's  production  of  osmium 
is  only  8  kilos,  per  year,  of  which  5  kilos,  is  required  for 
medical  purposes,  and  the  outlook  for  an  increased  supply 
is  not  encouraging.  The  difficulty  is  to  find  a  substance 
which  will  stand  the  high  temperature  without  melting  or 
becoming  brittle.  Platinum,  vanadium,  and  niobium  were 
found  wanting,  but  tantalum  has  been  found  to  answer 
well.  Mr.  Siemens  described  the  method  of  separating  the 
pure  metal,  and  handed  specimens  to  the  Chairman.  The 
metal  is  separated  as  a  double  fluoride  of  tantalum  and 
potassium,  which  is  afterwards  reduced  to  the  metallic 
state  by  means  of  the  electric  furnace. 

The  lecturer  then  proceeded  to  deal  with  the  physical 
properties  of  the  metal.  At  ordinary  temperatures,  below 
300°  C,  pure  tantalum  resists  tbe  action  of  all  acids  except 
fluoric  acid,  of  all  alkalies,  and  of  moisture,  so  that  it  is  an 
ideal  material  for  chemical  apparatus  that  does  not  have  to 
resist  high  temperatures,  and  for  any  implements  which  if 
made  of  steel,  would  be  liable  to  rust.  The  pure  metal  is 
tough  and  malleable,  so  that  it  can  be  hammered  into  thin 
sheets  or  drawn  into  fine  wire.  The  filament  wire  used  in 
tantalum  lamps  is  0.03  mm.,  or  about  g^in.,  in  diameter; 
nevertheless,  it  is  elastic  and  as  hard  as  soft  steel,  and  has 
a  tensile  strength  of  93  kilos,  per  square  mm.,  or  57  tons 
per  sq.  in.  This  means  that  the  filament  is  able  to 
support  a  weight  of  about  80  grams.  The  sheet  can  be 
stamped  into  various  forms,  and  springs  can  be  bent  out  of 
bars.  Another  use  of  tantalum  is  as  a  material  for  writing- 
pens,  manufactured  in  the  usual  way.  When  it  was  first 
offered  for  that  purpose  i*  was  found  that  it  could  not  pass 
the  tests  prescribed  for  steel  pens  but  when  the  surface 
was  hardened  by  oxidising  it  the  pens  passed  the  test. 
Tantalum,  slightly  oxidised  before  polishing,  was  thought 
to  be  a  suitable  material  for  cataract-knives  for  oculists,  and 
dental  instruments  formed  another  field  of  application  for 
it.  The  lecturer  exhibited  a  cataract-knife,  but  stated  that 
a  surgical-instrument  maker  had  told  him  that  it  was  not 
nearly  sharp  enough  for  the  purpose.  As  steel  cataract- 
knives  are  so  cheap,  Mr.  Siemens  confessed  that  the  outlook 
for  the  tantalum  knives  is  not  encouraging.  Among 
qualities,  however,  that  somewhat  limit  its  usefulness  are 
that,  when  heated  to  a  dull  red  it  greedily  absorbs  gases, 
especially  hydrogen  and  nitrogen,  and  that  by  combination 
with  them  it  loses  its  tensile  strength  and  becomes  brittle. 
Its  melting-point  in  vacuo  is  between  2,250°  and  2,300°  C, 
and  it  is  thus  suitable  for  electrodes  in  vacuum  tubes, 
especially  as  it  does  not  disintegrate.  Tantalum  electrodes 
are  now  extensively  used  in  Rontgen  tubes.  The  most  im- 
portant industrial  application  of  the  metal  at  present  is 
for  filaments  in  incandescent  lamps.  In  the  lamp  that  was 
adopted  as  the  standard  in  1903  the  length  of  the  filament 
was  650  mm.,  its  diameter  0.05  mm.,  and  its  weight 
0.022  gram,  so  that  about  45,000  of  the  lamps  contained 
1  kilo,  of  tantalum.  Subsequently,  however,  the  dimen- 
sions were  modified,  and  the  diameter  of  the  filament  is  now 
only  0.03  mm.  After  burning  a  short  time  the  filament 
undergoes  certain  structural  changes,  losing  its  tensile 
strength,  and  in  about  1,000  hours  it  shows  signs  of  capillary 
contraction,  as  if  the  cylinder  were  going  to  break  into  a 
series  of  drops.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Siemens  mentioned  two 
interesting  properties  of  tantalum.  The  first  is  that  if 
heated  in  a  high  vacuum  it  would  expel  any  oxygen  that 
might  be  combined  with  it,  so  that  filaments  that  are 
"  spotty  "  in  consequence  of  containing  patches  of  oxide 
become  quite  uniform  when  allowed  to  burn  for  a  few 
minutes  at  their  proper  voltage.    The  second  is  that  tan- 


talum would  act  as  a  rectifier  when  used  in  an  electrolyte, 
permitting  the  passage  of  the  positive  current  only  in  one 
direction.  If  the  current  supplying  a  lamp  be  made  to 
pass  through  a  tantalum  anode  to  a  platinum  cathode,  in  a 
very  short  time  the  tantalum  anode  is  covered  with  a  film 
of  oxide  which  stops  the  current.  When  the  current  is- 
reversed  the  lamp  lights  up  again,  and  continues  to  burn. 
It  also  continues  to  burn  if  supplied  with  an  alternating- 
current. 

Not  the  least  interesting  portion  of  the  lecture 
was  the  experiments  with  the  metal.  Powdered  tan- 
talum burns  when  sprinkled  on  a  bunsen  flame,  and 
tantalum  filament  prepared  for  use  in  the  lamps — 
which  looks  in  bulk  like  loose  cotton-wool — takes  fire 
when  held  in  the  flame.  Another  experiment  waa 
the  placing  of  a  carbon  and  a  tantalum  lamp  in  the  same 
circuit,  when,  on  gradually  increasing  the  voltage,  a  point 
was  reached  at  which  the  carbon  lamp  burst,  while  the- 
metal-filament  lamp  burned  brightly  and  resisted  the  greater 
pressure. 


Practical  Notes  and  Formulae* 


Mercurial  Pill. 

A  New  Process  for  making  mercurial  pill  is  given  in  the 
"  Deut.  Medizin.  Ztg."  by  Anuxhat.  A  compound  called 
"pasta  glycocholica  "  is  first  made  by  digesting  5  grams 
of  fresh  lard  with  10  grams  of  sodium  glycocholate,  and 
the  mercurial  pill  is  made  by  triturating  5  grams  of  metallic 
mercury  with  15  grams  of  the  pasta  glycocholica. 

Dtcdorised  Wine?. 
White  wines  being  of  greater  commercial  value  than  redf 
wines,  methods  of  decolorising  the  latter  are  practised. 
When  the  wine  has  been  obtained  nearly  white,  the  residual 
rose-tint  is  neutralised  by  the  addition  of  a  email  quantity 
of  soluble  green.  Alkaline  green,  Helvetia  green,  malachite 
green,  brilliant  green,  and  methylene  green  are  employed, 
and  by  testing  for  these  colours  the  artificial  character  of 
the  white  wine  is  established.  The  simplest  test  i6  to  boil 
a  piece  of  nitrated  cotton  in  the  wine  for  some  time,  when 
the  cotton  becomes  tinted  green  if  one  of  the  aniline  colours 
mentioned  above  has  been  employed. 

Preparation  of  Curdled  Milk. 
A  Correspondent  of  the  "  British  Medical  Journal  "  gives 
the  following  details  of  a  method  of  providing   for  a 
systematic  supply  of  curdled  milk  : 

The  milk  was  just  brought  to  the  boil  at  any  convenient 
time  (say,  in  the  forenoon),  and  allowed  to  cool  in  the 
vessel  in  which  it  had  been  boiled.  When  sugar  was  dis- 
solved in  the  milk  this  was  done  immediately  on  its  removal 
from  the  fire.  At  (say)  10  p.m.  the  cooled  sterilised  milk 
was  skimmed  and  gently  heated  up  to  106°-110°  F.  in  the 
original  saucepan.  (Rewarming  cold  sterilised  milk  at  this 
stage  is  more  convenient  than  boiling  fresh  milk  and  allow- 
ing its  temperature  to  drop  to  that  mentioned.)  The  milk 
was  then  inoculated  with  one  of  the  various  lactic-acid 
bacilli  preparations  and  poured  into  a  Thermos  Mask,  rjre- 
viously  warmed.  After  corking  and  shaking,  the  flask  was 
laid  aside  overnight.  Incubation  went  on,  with  no  further 
attention  whatever,  and  the  following  morning  the  milk 
was  curdled  and  in  good  condition  for  being  used  as  air 
article  of  diet  or  as  a  therapeutic  agent.  At  the  tem- 
perature mentioned  nine  or  ten  hours  in  the  flask  was 
found  sufficient.  When  sufficiently  curdled  the  flask  was 
thoroughly  shaken  and  the  milk  poured  into  a  jug,  which 
was  then  kept  in  a  cool  place  during  the  day  till  the  milk  was 
all  u?ed.  This  process  was  repeated  daily,  over  a  long 
period,  and  was  found  to  be  the  easiest  and  best  method 
of  preparing  curdled  milk  in  the  home  reasonably  free  from 
contamination  by  extraneous  organisms.  By  altering  the 
hour  and  the  temperature  (within  limits)  at  which  the  nro- 
cess  is  started  the  milk  can  be  brought  to  its  best  condition 
at  any  desired  hour.  That  hour  is  generally  the  breakfast 
hour.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  the  flask  and  cork  clean  by 
means  of  alkaline  water,  when  not  in  use  during  the  day, 
but  in  the  evening,  before  use,  they  must  be  thoroughly 
freed  from  alkali  before  the  cycle  begins  again.

A  L  ["HOUGH  business  shows  no  improvement,  the  under- 
«a-  tone  is  steady,  and  prices  generally  are  fairly  well 
maintained.  The  attention  of  the-  wholesale  drug-trade, 
manufacturing  chemists,  etc.,  has  been  concentrated  on 
the  regulation  of  prices  in  accordance  with  the  extra  duty 
of  os.  9d.  on  proof  spirit  referred  to  in  detail  elsewhere  in 
this  issue.  As  a  consequence,  all  the  prices  of  spirituous 
preparations  have  considerably  advanced,  these  including 
others  from  duty-paid  spirit,  chloroform  (s.v.r. ).  chloral 
hydrate,  spirit,  ammon.  arom.,  spirit,  ether,  nit.,  tinctures, 
fluid  extracts,  fruit-juices,  perfumed  epirits,  such  as  eau 
do  cologne,  liqueurs,  cordials,  etc.  Apart  from  the  above 
features,  price-alterations  have  been  few.  Shellac  at 
auction  was  5s.  to  7s.  6d.  lower  for  fine  orange,  and  2s.  to 
os.  cheaper  for  TN  descriptions.  In  opium  a  good  business 
has  again  been  done  in  Smyrna  for  American  account  at  an 
advance.  Quinino  only  finds  a  routine  outlet,  but  there  is 
a  disposition  to  regard  the  market  as  steadier  in  view  of  the 
moderate  bark-shipments  for  April.  Cream  of  tartar  is  a 
shade  easier.  Agar-agar  is  firm,  and  chamomiles  are  meet- 
ing with  a  better  demand.  Cocoa-butter  is  lower.  Guinea- 
grains  have  advanced,  owing  to  scarcity.  Limc-juico  is 
arriving  freely.  Saffron  is  steady.  New  French  essential 
oils  of  lavender,  neroli,  and  rosemary  will  shortly  be  on  the 
market,  and  higher  prices  will  probably  bo  asked  for  the 
two  first-named.  Clove  oil  is  lower,  and  male  fern  has  been 
advanced.

Smyrna,  .May  6. — The  United  States'  buyers  are  still 
continuing  their  purchases  of  opium,  and  the  market  is 
firm  at  from  12s.  to  12s.  6d.  per  lb.  f.o.b.  as  to  quality. 

Bergen,  May  5  : — Owing  to  stormy  weather  at  Fin- 
marken,  the  cod-fishing  has  partly  yielded  poor  results 
this  week.  The  market  for  finest  Lofoten  oil  is  extremely 
quiet  at  the  equivalent  of  63s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.  terms. 

New  York,  May  6  : — Business  in  drugs  is  dull.  Opium 
is  weak,  but  quotations  are  unaltered  at  $4.25;  jalap  at 
35c.  is  firm,  and  podophyllum-root  is  also  firm  at  7c.  ; 
cascara  sagrada  is  steady  at  82C.,  and  hydrastis  (golden 
seal)  is  easier  at  $1.80  per  lb.  ;  peppermint  oil  is  steady  at 
$1.45,  and  tonka-beans  are  lower  at  $1.40  for  Angostura  ; 
balsam  Canada  has  been  advanced  to  $7.25  per  gal. 


Amsterdam,  May  6 : — At  the  auctions  of  cinchona  held 
here  to-day,  7,910  packages  were  offered,  of  which  7,069 
packages  sold  at  the  average  unit  of  3.20c.  per  half -kilo., 
against  3.15c.  paid  at  the  auction  on  April  1.

— Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
May  3  that  the  Finmarken  cod-fishing  continues  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  giving  during  the  past  week  almost 
two  million  kilos,  of  fish  daily,  and  doubling  the  quantity 
of  oil  produced  there  last  Monday.  The  statistics  of  all  the 
fisheries  in  Norway  up  to  date  are  as  follows  :

The  cod  at  Finmarken  is,  however,  of  very  small  size,  and 
the  liver  is  very  lean  this  year.  Business  is  quite  at  a 
standstill,  anuTne  quotation  of  63s.  per  barrel  c.i.f.  terms 
for  finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  oil  is  only  nominal.  The 
exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to  5,032  barrels, 
against  5,471  barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year. 

Oil,  Lavender. — Finest  quality  of  French  is  quoted1 
6s.  6c/.  to  7s.  per  lb.  The  new  distillation,  which  is  due 
next  month,  is  expected  to  open  at  higher  prices,  as  the  out- 
look is  not  so  promising  as  last  year,  added  to  which  the 
stocks  are  now  very  small. 

Oil,  Lemon. — An  advice  from  Palermo  dated  May  1 
states  that  lemon  oil  is  extremely  quiet,  the  uncertainty 
as  to  the  final  result  of  the  new  American  tariff  has  checked 
business  in  Sicily.  The  demand  from  the  United  States 
is  practically  nil,  and  Sicilian  exporters  who  had  contracts 
with  American  buyers  are  not  in  a.  hurry  to  cover.

Id.  to 
Is.  2d.  for  good  red,  and  lid.  for  yellow.

Senna. — Extreme  prices  were  paid  for  a  few  bales  of 
choice  lots,  including  7c/.  for  a  bale  of  good  green  Tinne- 
velly,  6d.  for  a  bale  of  medium  to  bold  greenish,  42c7.  for 
2  bales  fair  greenish.  The  bulk  of  the  offerings  consisted 
of  the  small  common  specky  variety,  which  sold  at  from 
l5c/.  to  lfc/.,  with  a  few  lots  at  2c7.  to  2±d.  per  lb.

"  Will  Not  Dry  on  the  Face." 
Sir, — Our  confreres  Meters.  Williams  are  "very  con- 
fident"— misplaced  confidence,  however — that  our  shaving 
stick  was  "  not  introduced  until  subsequent  to  1850,"  and 
yet  they  did  not  know  that  the  above  legend  was  on  it. 
Permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  known  the  shaving  stick  and 
its  legend  for  upwards  of  half  a  century,  and  that  when  I 
first  knew  it  it  was  already  ancient  history,  for  in  1876  wo 
exhibited  some  of  it,  in  its  present  form  and  present  case, 
at  the  Philadelphia!]  Centennial  Exhibition,  which  the  late 
Mr.  Francis  Pears  assured  us  was  then  fifty  years  old,  hence 
made  in  1826,  or  "  better  part  of  a  century"  ago;  and  in 
connection  with  it  we  exhibited  a  placard  with  the  follow- 
ing complimentary  statement  : 

This  is  half  as  old  as  the  American  Constitution, 
and  quito  as  good. 

The  present  tariff  proposals  remind  me  of  another  notice 
-which  accompanied  it.  'Twas  thus ;  it  was  the  practice 
with  soma  of  the  American  exhibitors  to  indicate  on  their 
show-cases  the  progress  made,  in  various  ways,  by  the 
United  States  during  the  century  ;  so  we.  upon  our  own  show- 
case, marked  the  following  interesting  "  progress  "  made  in 
the  same  period,  which  mightily  amused  the  good-humoured 
American  folk,  but  brought  mo  into  trouble  with  the  British 
Commissioners  : 

Progress^  made  by  the  United  States  in  100  years  !  !  ! 
1776.    Duty  on  Tea,  6  cents  per  pound. 
1876.   Duty  on  Soap,  10  cents  per  pound  plus  25  per  cent. 
ad  valorem  '.  '. 

I  may  remind  you,  however,  that  there  was  a  retrogression 
in  the  United  States,  for  the  duties  on  toilet  soap  were 
subsequently  reduced,  but  at  this  moment  a  further  "pro- 
gress" for  the  succeeding  third  of  a  century  (1876-1909— 
thirty-three  years)  is  to  be  marked  by  a  duty  of  20c.  per 
lb.,  a  little  handicap  of,  say,  90/.  per  ton,  manipulated  at 
Washington  by  our  American  confreres  against  the  poor 
Englishman  in  exchange  for  the  hospitality  we  display  to- 
wards them  by  letting  them  bring  their  wares,  with  our 
legends,  here  for  nothing  per  pound,  nothing  per  ton.

A  M  P.  for  Pharmacists. 
Sir, — A  chemist  who  asks  "  Cui  bono?"  as  to  our 
proposed  professional  representation  in  Parliament 
appears  to  assume  that  such  work  can  only  be  done  on 
party  lines,  and  that  pharmacy  legislation  is  a  matter  of 
party  politics.  My  experience  proves  to  me  that  such 
an  assumption  is  a  totally  mistaken  one.  Poisons  and 
pharmacy  legislation  has  been  attempted  for  many  years, 
and  by  Conservative  and  Liberal  Governments  alike,  with- 
out any  chance  of  success.    Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  active  work 


in  connection  with  it  was  one  of  the  necessities  of  success. 
I  am  quite  satisfied  that  representation  in  Parliament  by 
a  man  who  will  give  close  attention  to  the  subject,  and 
who  is  qualified  by  a  knowledge  of  all  its  details,  will 
be  of  great  service  to  pharmacists.  I  found  that  members 
of  Parliament  generally  had  great  difficulty  in  understand- 
ing the  representations  made  to  them  on  this  subject,  and 
in  a  large  number  of  cases  were  so  woefully  misled  by 
their  correspondents  that  it  required  but  very  little  in- 
formation to  lead  them  to  the  conclusion  that  their  proper 
course  was  to  support  the  claims  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Although  a  Liberal,  I  was  easily  able  to 
persuade  many  Conservative  members  that  they  had  been 
misled,  and  they  at  once  promised,  and  when  the  time- 
arrived  carried  out  their  promises,  thoroughly  to  support 
the  representations  made  on  behalf  of  the  Society.  In 
scarcely  any  phase  of  the  matters  embraced  in  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  was  there  any  appearance  of  party  feeling. 
I  believe  that  a  Conservative  representative  would  be  able 
to  do  quite  as  good  work  in  the  House,  but  where  could 
we  find  a  man  with  the  necessary  knowledge?  Such  a 
master  of  the  subject  as  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  would  be  able 
to  do  better  than  any  other  representative,  and  so  many 
things  are  so  frequently  brought  before  the  House  that 
require  the  attention  of  a  chemist  representative  that  1 
am  very  anxious  to  see  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  take  his  place 
there.

instrument,  no  longer  required  in  our  present  advanced 
stage  <jf  knowledge.  The  time  to  cease  this  foolish 
fashion  arrived  long  ago,  and  I  hope  both  wholesale 
and  retail  dealers  will  from  this  time  forward  dispense 
castor  oil  in  wide-mouthed  bottles,  and  thus  save  a  great 
amount  of  time,  trouble,  and  unnecessary  mess  to  seller 
and  consumer.

Sir, — I  am  ashamed  to  have  to  confess  to  another  error 
in  my  hastily  written  letter  on  castor  oil.  The  words 
"  but  says  he  had  not  seen  it"  should  have  been  deleted, 
but  my  letter  was  unfortunately  posted  without  being 
corrected.  Dr.  Murray  dates  Canvane*s  treatise  1746,  the 
Museum  authorities  1766.  These  may  be  the  dates  of  two 
different  editions,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  Museum 
copy  to  indicate  that  it  is  not  the  first  edition.  In  it 
Canvane  says  he  had  used  the  oil  in  England  for  about 
seven  years,  and  for  seven  years  in  America.  It  appears- 
from  "  Xrayser's  "  note  on  the  subject  that  Pliny  has  two 
references  to  castor  oil  which  are  not  in  accord.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  my  copy  of  Holland's  translation  is  imperfect 
and  does  not  contain  the  chapter  quoted  by  your  con- 
tributor.   My  reference  was  to  Book  XV.,  chapter  7.

Sir, — I  notice  in  my  letter  on  the  above  subject  in 
your  issue  of  last  week  that  a  date  is  given  as  1669,  which 
should  be  1769.  Having  noticed  the  misprinted  dates  in 
Mr.  Bell's  letter,  I  cannot  understand  how  I  came  to 
make  a  similar  mistake.  One  of  the  oldest  references  I 
have  to  this  drug  is  in  a  quaint  work  with  a  title  page 
which  is  too  long  to  include  in  a  letter.  The  short  title 
is  "The  General  Practise  of  Physicke  "  (I  retain  the  old 
spelling),  by  Christopher  Wirtzung,  and  is  translated  into 
English  by  Jacob  Mosan  ;  it  was  published  in  1617.  The 
reference  is  in  the  index  of  simples  "  specified  in  this 
work."  "  Palma  Christi,  in  Greek  Cici,  craton  [croton], 
sescli  cyprion,  pentadactylon ;  and  of  Erodotus,  cilli  '- 
cyprion  ;  in  Latine  of  Plinie,  Ricinus,  Trixis,  and  Seso- 
mum  agreste  ;  of  the  Herbalists  Palma  Christi,  and  Mann? 
Christi,  of  the  Apothecaries  Cataputia  major.  The 
Arabians  do  call  it  Cherva,  Ca  va  :  it  is  a  plant  commoi 
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in  almost  every  garden.  The  seed  whereof  is  called 
/ranum  regium,  it  is  hot  and  dry  in  the  second  or  third 
degree."  The  1725  English  edition  of  "  Pomet's  History 
of  Drugs"  has  a  rather  long  description  of  the  plant, 
which  will  be  found  under  the  heading  "  Of  the  White 
Pine  Kernels."  In  the  course  of  it  Lemery  says,  speaking 
of  the  oil,  that  "it  purges  only  by  rubbing  the  Stomach 
and  Belly  with  it."  Yours  faithfully,

your  readers  are  in  the  same  boat  as  myself  and  will,  I 
aope,  make  some  suggestions  in  the  columns  of  your

Sir, — I  like  the  tone  of  "Yorkshire  Biter,"  "Ever 
Open  Door,"  and  Mr.  Haddock  in  your  last  issue.  Their 
letters,  like  many  others  addressed  to  myself,  complain 
bitterly  of  our  lack  of  organisation.  These  men  are  in 
business  to  make  a  living.  Frankly  admitting  that  they 
are  not  philanthropists,  disgusted  with  our  helplessness, 
ashamed  of  our  inefficient  leaders,  and  sorry  for  our 
scattered  forces,  they  dread  the  chaos  reigning  over  the 
business  of  pharmacy,  and  are  prepared  to  support  the  pro- 
gressive movement.  Besides,  I  believe  it  possible  now  to 
form  a  British  Union  of  Pharmacists  which  should  have  for 
its  objects  the  doing  of  anything  and  everything  prac- 
ticable to  advance  the  interests  and  protect  the  rights 
and  profits  of  registered  pharmacists.  It  should 
eventually  absorb  all  existing  trade  organisations,  and 
increase  their  usefulness  through  having  an  aggres- 
sive as  well  as  a  defensive  policy.  It  would  be  a 
lighting  body,  jealous  of  our  privileges  and  just  alike  to 
.■mployer  and  employe  :  its  duties,  to  discourage  cut- 
throat competition  and  misunderstandings  ;  to  encourage 
social  intercourse,  better  hours  and  trading  conditions  ;  to 
find  means  of  a  more  profitable  system  of  buying  and  sell- 
ing— in  short,  to  improve  the  business  of  pharmacy  to  the 
benefit  of  all  concerned.

Petrol  Taxes  of  the  Budget. 

Messrs.  Carless,  Ccrpel  <!•  Leonard,  Hackney  Wick,  N.E., 
in  the  course  of  a  letter  regarding  the  petrol  taxes  of  tho 
Budget,  refer  to  its  effect  on  the  motor  industry  and  add, 
with  reference  to  the  differentiation  between  the  use  of 
the  spirit  for  motors  and  for  trade  purposes  : 

Wo  do  not  think  it  is  generally  known  to  how  many 
different  purposes  petrol,  which  can  be  used  for  motor  cars, 
is  now  applied.  It  is  used  in  many  important  manufacturing 
industries — e.g.,  for  dry  cleaning,  for  making  paints  and 
varnishes,  as  a  solvent  for  indiarubber,  for  helmet-making, 
for  the  manufacture  of  illuminating  gas,  for  extracting  fats 
in  soap  works,  and  in  many  similar  trades.  How  can  tho 
petrol  used  for  motor-cars  be  discriminated  from  the  spirit 
used  in  such  manufacturing  processes  without  imposing  many 
serious  restrictions  on  its  uso  and  enhancing  its  cost  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  the  amount  which  will  accrue  to 
the  revenue  ?  As  a  parallel  case  showing  the  great  cost  of 
working  under  Government  supervision,  we  may  quote  the 
instance  of  tho  distillers  of  industrial  alcohol,  who  have 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  Excise  authorities.  These  restric- 
tions are  estimated  to  increase  the  cost  of  manufacture  by  no 
less  than  5d.  per  proof  gallon,  irrespective  of  any  taxation. 
Are  tho  distillers  of  petrol  and  benzole  to  be  subjected  to 
similar  ruinous  restrictions,  and  will  they  be  compensated  for 
this  loss,  to  put  them  on  a.  level  with  manufacturers  who 
distil  abroad,  by  a  suitablo  allowance  from  tho  Government? 
Late  Opening  v.  Early  Closing. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  interest  your  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Liverpool  chemists  re  early  closing, 
lint  have  no  faith  in  any  arrangement  short  of  an  Act  of 
Parliament  to  that  end.  Many  years  ago  we  tried  early 
closing  in  this  district,  but  the  scheme  fell  through  in  a 
short  time.  I  then  adopted  a  plan  of  my  own  to  which 
I  rigidly  adhere — viz.,  late  opening — with  considerable 
success.  My  shop  is  situated  in  a  working-class  neigh- 
bourhood, and  we  cannot  possibly  close  before  10  p.m.  ; 
therefore,  to  avoid  "burning  the  candle  at  both  ends,"  I 
do  not  open  until  10  a.m.  As  my  private  house  is  within 
eight  minutes'  walk  of  two  of  our  most  attractive  parks, 
this  arrangement  gives  me  and  my  dog  the  opportunity  of 
enjoying  an  hour's  exercise  during  the  best  portion  of  the 
day  with  most  delightful  surroundings.  This  seems  to 
me  a  much  better  arrangement  than  docking  an  hour  or 
two  between  8  and  10  p.m.,  which,  in  my  business  are, 
from  a  financial  point  of  view,  the  best  hours  in  the 
twelve.  I  am,  yours,  etc.,

The  Crisis. 

Sir, — The  present  aspect  of  things  affecting  the  interests 
of  everyone  connected  with  pharmacy  is  critical,  and  a 
crisis  may  be  expected.  This  goes  without  saying ;  but 
it  is  the  duty  of  all  concerned  to  notice  the  signs  of  the 
KmeSj  to  unite  in  forming  a  scientific  frontier,  and  be 
re.-idy  to  act  in  the  defensive.  To  be  aware  of  the  tactics 
of  our  opponents  is  highly  important,  and  then  by  united 
effort  to  meet  "a  sea  of  troubles"  and  (if  possible)  "by 
opposing  end  them."  During  my  residence  in  an 
import-ant  town  (Kingston),  Professor  Attfield  was  en- 
gaged on  his  magnum  opus,  and  I  was  selected  to  wait 
upon  the  medical  practitioners  and  the  chemists  and 
druggists  with  the  schedule  of  remedies  proposed  to  be 
omitted  or  retained  in  the  forthcoming  edition  of  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  Being  quite  unknown  to  the 
medicos,  they  expressed  themselves  freely  on  my  calling 
for  the  papers.  Said  they,  "We  think  it  is  scarcely 
worth  while  to  publish  a  new  edition  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
a;;  we  shall  go  on  in  our  usual  way  :  we  can  always  obtain 
any  new  remedies  that  are  worth  trying."  I  suggested 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  doing  useful  work 
in  educating  the  rising  generation  of  chemists.  "Yes, 
that  may  be  all  very  well ;  but  we  can  do  without  general 
druggists,  who  are  really  adventitious  traders,  and  have 
usurped  the  profession  of  apothecaries,  which  we  are 
determined  to  regain.  There  will  then  be  only  one  or  two 
shops  in  this  town,  for  we  shall  be  able  to  dispense  our 
own   prescriptions,    and    can    do    it   economically;  the 
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apothecaries'  assistant  qualification  is  open  to  girls,  and 
there  are  plenty  of  them  glad  of  employment."  "Yes,  I 
suppose  there  are,"  I  replied.  "  Then,  you  see,  we  are 
backed  by  the  Medical  Council,  whose  influence  with  the 
Privy  Council  is  important.  They,  again,  will  act  in  concert 
with  the  Cabinet,  so  in  a  few  years'  time  practice  will  be  on 
a  different  footing."  The  doctors  were  all  very  polite,  and 
returned  the  schedule  with  but  few  marks  of  the  pen. 
I  then  paid  a  visit  to  all  the  members  of  our  craft.  The 
result  proved  equally  discouraging ;  for  they  all  sang  the 
same  doleful  tune  and  spake  with  equal  disrespect  of  the 
doctors — there  were  too  many  of  them,  and  they  competed, 
supplying  various  articles  of  sundries  and  even  drugs  to 
their  patients,  thus  reducing  pharmacists  to  become  dealers 
in  various  goods  yielding  but  a  small  profit.

Sir, — I  have  read  the  criticisms  of  Mr.  Marfitt  and 
Mr.  Lewis,  both  of  which  admit  the  view  I  enunciated  re 
filing  dispensary  cards  was  correct,  thus  my  main  point 
in  writing  you  was  gained.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Lewis's  very 
polite  and  pointed  remarks,  I  may  say  I  was  one  of 
ihc  first  to  advocate  and  join  the  half-day  closing,  long 
before  his  advent.  It  was  then  decided  to  close  till 
October  1,  and  if  any  alteration  was  made  certain  gentle- 
men were  appointed  to  allotted  districts,  who  were  to 
inform  those  residing  therein  of  the  change.  On  a  certain 
day  a  traveller  looked  in  on  passing  and  said  he  would 
see  mo  in  the  afternoon.    1  replied,  "  It  is  closing  day." 

His  answer  was,  "  Mr.    is  not  closing."    I  told  him 

lie  must  bo  mistaken,  but  I  sent  my  man  round,  and  he 
found  the  shop  open,  the  proprietor  and  traveller  there.  I 
decided  then  to  open  and  close  at  my  own  convenience.  As 
to  the  distance  and  time  it  takes  to  get  to  the  meeting, 

I  think  I  am  as  capable  of  judging  as  Mr.  Lewis.  About 
three  years  ago  I  attended  several  meetings;  a  certain 
matter  was  discussed,  but  nothing  came  of  it,  and,  among 
other  things,  some  prices  were  arranged — e.g.,  borax,  Zd. 
lb.  ;  Siegel's,  Is.  Id.  ;  and  Woodward's,  lO^d. ;  but  on  the 
first  chance  the  prices  were  broken  down ;  borax  is  now 
cut  at  2\d. ,  although  the  wholesale  price  is  higher  than 
it  was  then;  Seigel's  l.s.  costs  12*.,  unless  bought  direct; 
Woodward's  9d.,  same  terms.  The  fact  is  there  is  no 
unanimity  amongst  us.  When  I  say  that  I  celebrated 
my  golden  wedding  on  April  11,  and  I  have  been  in 
business  on  my  own  account  during  that  time,  I  may  be 
excused  attending  meetings  that  necessitate  being  up  till

Letters  in  Brief.

The  Royal  Academy. 

By  One  of  Us. 


I  read  the  other  day  an  article  on  this  year's  Exhibition  of 
the  Royal  Academy  at  Burlington  House  by  an  art  critic 
sufficiently  distinguished  as  such  to  have  his  name  prefixed 
to  his  opinions  by  a  daily  whose  circulation  passes  comprehen- 
sion.   The  impression  it  conveyed  was  that  there  are  in  the 
Exhibition  some  live-and-twenty  pictures  worth  looking  at; 
and  this  among  the  oils — of  which  there  are  exactly  749\ 
beginning  with  the  "  Newhaven  Packet"  and  ending  with 
"  Fantasy."    Tho  criticism  seemed  to  me  as  complete  as 
picking  out  two  dozen  pills  from  five  gross  sugar-coated  pil. 
col.  cum  hyos.,  and  saying  that  these  are  the  only  physic. 
Fate  has  decreed  that  I  should  follow  the  critic's  plan.  I 
was  asked  to  write  about  the  pictures  that  matter  to  phar- 
macists, so  I  spent  a  morning  in  the  Academy,  ancf  was 
delighted  with  the  show.   There  are  many  splendid  pictures; 
but  C.  &  D.  commands  compel  me  to  pass  Gallery  No.  I.,  as 
there  is  nothing  in  it  akin  to  the  craft.    In  No.  II.  there  are 
an  excellent  portrait  of  Sir  William  H.  Allchin,  M.D.,  of 
Cambridge,  by  Sir  Luke  Fildes,  and  a  remarkably  successful 
likeness  of  Alderman  Sir  Walter  Vaughan  Morgan,  Bart., 
Lord  Mayor  of  London,  1906,  treasurer  of  Christ's  Hospital, 
and   a  member  of  the  Court  of  the  Cutlers'  Company, 
apparently  intended  for  the  hall  of  the  latter.    It  is  by  Mr. 
T.  B.  Kennington,  who  has  succeeded  where  some  before 
him  have  failed,  for  he  has  caught  the  subdued  geniality  of 
tho  Alderman's  face,  and  gives  a  three-quarter-length  sitting 
figure  in  which  colouring  is  subordinate  to  character.  Sir 
Walter  is  the  senior  of  tho  proprietors  of  the  C.  <£•  D.  Gallery 
No.  III.  is  peculiar  among  the  years  in  having  two  portraits 
of  two  contemporaneous  Ministers  in  the  robes  of  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  Mr.  Lloyd  George  (Fildes)  and  Mr. 
Asquith  (Solomon).    Here  also,  in  the  place  of  honour,  is  a 
faithful  portrait,  by  Sir  E.  J.  Poynter,  of  Henry,  seventh 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  President  of  the  Royal  Institution, 
and  a  striking  picture,  by  Herkomer,  embodying  the  full- 
length  figure  of  the  Right  Hon.  Sir  John  T.  Brunner,  Bart., 
M.P.    Tho  last  needs  returning  to  before  one  appreciates  its 
beauty,  for  those  who  are  familiar  with  Sir  John's  sober,  every- 
day dress  and  forceful  face  are  rather  startled  by  the  gorgeous 
Court  dress.    In  this  gallery  is  the  finest  portrait  in  the 
Exhibition,  that  of  the  Earl  of  Wemyss,  by  Sargent.    It  was 
this  Earl  who,  as  Lord  Elcho,  helped  to  whip  the  1868  Phar- 
macy Act  into  shape.    There  is  no  more  picturesque  figure 
in  the  House  of  Lords  to-day,  and  the  artist  has  been  singu- 
larly clear-sighted  in  convoying  intellectuality  with  forceful 
simplicity  of  execution.    Gallery  IV.  contains  a  faithful  por- 
trait, of  Sir  Marcus  Samuel,  Bart,  (of  camphor  monopoly  note), 
by  Herkomer,  a  gift  from  his  associates  in  the  Shell  Trans- 
port and  Trading  Co.,  and  Solomon's  portrait  of  Dr.  Ludwig 
Mond,  F.R.S.    The  latter  shows  the  subject  in  his  doctorate 
robes.    J.  MacPhorson  Lawrie,  M.D.,  in  the  same  gallery, 
by  John  Gray,  shows  the  subject  in  his  R.A.M.C.  uniform— 
a  somewhat  daring  but  apparently  successful  effort.  Galleries 
Nos.  V.  and  VI.  yield  nothing  to  my  pen,  but  in  No.  VII. 
I  found  in  "  Tho  Aurclians,"  by  John  Cooke,  a  familiar  face, 
Dr.  G.  B.  Lonpstaff,  with  Mr.  Selwyn  Image— a  curious  com- 
position.   In  No.  VIII.  thero  is  besides  S.  C.  Harrison's 
portrait  of  Dr.  Charles  Drage,  a  real  likeness  of  Sir  Edward 
Evans,  Chairman  of  the  National  Liberal  Federation,  by 
F.  T.  Carpmael,  who  must  know  his  subject  well,  for  he  has 
caught  Sir  Edward  in  that  everyday  pose  which  half  the 
pharmacists  in  the  kingdom  aro  familiar  with,  and  the  same 
pleasant  look  is  on  his  face  and  was  there  when  you  saw  him 
last.    This  finishes  my  notes  on  the  "  oils,"  but  I  commend  a 
glance  through  the  water-colours,  etchings,  drawings,  and 
engravings.    It  is  almost  surprising  that  there  are  so  many 
good  artists  in  engraving  loft  with  us,  considering  that  most 
people  think  the  art  is  dead.    On  that  point  I  had  a  feeling 
of  renaissance  when  I  was  in  the  Black  and  White  Room. 
I  recommend  a  peep  at  No.  1350— Mr.  John  Pardoe,  F.R.C.S. 
— done  in  charcoal  with  a  touch  of  red  clay  on  tho  cheeks,  by 
Seymour  Lucas,  one  of  those  seeming  trifles  by  a  master 
which  aro  priceless.    The  sculnture  is  voluminous  and  good. 
I  wonder  who  it  is  that  Mr.  Frank  M.  Taubman  has  quoted 
these  lines  for : 

"  Down-lookinT.  aye,  and  with  a  chastened  light. 
Hid  in  the  fringes  of  your  eyelids  white  .  .  ." 
She  is  a  girl  of  Dana  Gibson  type  in  bronze;  indeed,  a 
finished  bit  of  concrete  portraiture,  with  delicate  tracery  in 
the  drapery  of  the  bust.  Mr.  Taubman  is  one  of  us.  but  new 
his  medium  is  clav,  and  I  was  glad  to  observe  that  this  bust 
shows  a  distinct,  advance  in  attitude,  conception,  and  attained 
refinement  in  plasticity.  ,
